To  authorize  the  West  End  Electric  Company,  of  Philadelphia, 
to  lay  and  maintain  conduits  in  certain  streets  and  avenues 
•  of  the  City,  and  to  erect  poles  within  certain  limits. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  West  End  Electric 
Company,  of  Philadelphia  be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized  to  lay 
and  maintain  underground  conduits  for  electrical  purposes  in 
the  streets  and  avenues  within  the  following  limits :  Beginning 
at  Carlisle  and  Poplar  streets,  on  the  north  side  of  Poplar 
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street ;  from  tlie  west  side  of  Carlisle  street  to  Peunsylvania 
avenue;  on  Thirty-tliird  street  to  Montgomery  avenue;  on 
south  side  of  Montgomery  avenue  to  Ridge  avenue ;  on  Ridge 
avenue  to  Girard  avenue ;  on  Girard  avenue  to  Carlisle  street, 
and  on  Carlisle  street  from  Girard  avenue  to  Poplar  street;  in- 
ckiding  the  right  to  make  house  connections  on  all  the  streets 
hereinbefore  named,  and  within  said  limits.  And  the  right  to 
erect  poles  and  overhead  wires  on  Pennsylvania  avenue  from 
Poplar  to  Thirty-third  streets.  The  City,  through  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Safety,  shall  have  the  right  to  use  the  poles  herein 
authorized  for  municipal  purposes  without  cost  to  the  City. 
The  poles,  wires,  and  fixtures  mentioned  herein,  shall  be  re- 
moved at  any  time  within  six  months  after  the  passage  of  an 
ordinance  or  resolution  to  that  eft'ect.  The  said  West  End 
Electric  Company,  of  Philadelphia,  shall  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinance  approved  August  oth,  1886, 
regulating  the  laying,  maintenance  and  construction  of  under- 
ground wires,  electrical  conductors,  conduits,  cables  and  tubes, 
and  such  other  ordinances  as  may  hereafter  be  enacted,  relating 
to  the  laying  and  construction  of  the  same,  and  also  with  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Highway  Supervisors  from  time  to  time,  for  the  laying  and 
maintenance  of  underground  wires,  cables,  conduits  and  tubes 
not  provided  for  in  the  general  ordinance  above  mentioned. 
Nothing  contained  herein  shall  be  construed  to  grant  permis- 
sion to  run  cars  or  vehicles  by  overhead  service  on  any  of 
the  streets  of  the  City. 

Sec.  2.  In  consideration  of  the  grant  of  said  privileges 
said  company  shall  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  City, 
and  furnish  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  live  thousand  (5,000)  dollars 
satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor,  to  the  effect  that  they  will 
furnish  free  of  expense,  to  the  Department  of  Public  Safety, 
(Electrical  Bureau)  for  the  use  of  the  City,  two  ducts  or 
chambers,  or  in  lieu  thereof,  furnish  the  said  Department  of 
Public  Safety  (Electrical  Bureau)  for  the  use  of  the  City  at  all 
times,  with  three  good  working  conductors  by  special  cable  or 
otherwise,  as  shall  be  satistactorj^  to  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical 
Bureau,  as  required  by  the  ordinance  approved  August  5th, 
1886,  and  that  said  company  shall  also  furnish,  free  of  cost  to 
the  City,  fifteen  arc  street  lights,  to  be  located  at  such  points 
as  the  Department  of  Public  Works  may  direct ;  and  shall  also 
furnish  free  of  cost  to  the  City,  the  lighting  of  all  police  stations, 
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fire  liouses  and  public  schools  along  the  line  of  conduits  hereby 
authorized  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  ordered  by  the  proper 
Department.  And  no  permit  shall  be  issued  for  the  breaking 
of  the  streets  until  said  agreement  shall  be  prepared  by  and 
filed  with  the  City  Solicitor  and  entered  of  record,  and  a  copy 
thereof  furnished  to  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors.  The 
said  compau}^  shall  pay  fifty  (50)  dollars  into  the  City  Treasury 
for  the  printing  of  this  ordinance.  Failure  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  as  well  as  the  agreements  named 
herein,  shall,  in  addition  to  the  forfeiture  of  the  bond  required 
by  the  ordinance  of  August  5th,  1886,  deprive  the  said 
company  of  all  the  privileges  granted  hereby  and  hereunder. 
And  the  Department  of  Public  Works  shall,  upon  said  for- 
feiture of  the  bond  and  privileges,  remove  at  the  expense  ot 
said  company  all  the  conduits  herein  authorized.

Authorizing  the  Mayor  to  advertise  for  sale  the  permission 
of  constructing  and  operating  a  double-track  elevated  rail- 
way on  Market  street,  li-om  the  Delaware  river  to  Juniper 
street ;  on  Jumper  street  to  South  Penn  square  ;  on  South 
Penn  square  to  Broad  street;  on  Broad  street  to  Market 
street ;  on  Market  street  to  Sixty-third  street. 

Sectiox  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  Mayor  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  requested  to  cause  specifications  to  be  forthwith  pre- 
pared by  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  for  a  proposed 
elevated  railway  t<3  be  constructed  on  the  streets  hereinafter 
named,  said  specifications  to  be  prepared  in  accordance  Avith 
the  provisions  and  conditions  of  this  ordinance,  and  to  adver- 
tise for  sale  to  the  highest  competent  bidder  the  permission 
of  building  a  double-track  elevated  railway  in  the  middle  of 
Market  street,  from  the  DelaAvare  river  to  Juniper  street ;  on 
Juniper  street  to  South  Penn  Square ;  on  South  Penn  Square 
to  Broad  street ;  on  Broad  street  to  Market  street,  and  in  the 
middle  of  Market  street  to  Sixty-third  street.  The  bids  shall 
be  received  on  a  date  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  which 
date  shall  not  be  earlier  than  tliree  months,  nor  later  than  four 
months  alter  the  final  passage  of  this  ordinance.  Immediately 
u])on  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  the  Mayor  shall  give  notice 
of  the  time,  place  and  conditions  of  sale  by  advertising  weekly 
in  newspapers  published  in  Philadelphia,  New  York  and 
Chicago.  The  first  advertisement  to  be  made  two  months 
preceding  the  opening  of  the  bids.  The  company  securing 
said  permission  shall  agree  to  widen  and  strengthen  the  Market 
street  bridge  over  the  Schuylkill  river,  on  each  side,  at  its  own 
expense,  as  the  De})artmcnt  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  shall 
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deem  necessary  to  enable  the  said  company  to  carry  tlie  ele- 
vated railway  over  the  river ;  and  also  agree  to  keep  the  entire 
bridge  in  good  order  and  repair  at  its  own  expense  at  all  times 
hereafter.  That  the  Mayor  shall  reserve  the  right  to  refuse 
any  or  all  bids  not  deemed  for  the  best  interests  of  the  City. 

Sect.  2.  All  companies  that  bid  for  the  same  permission 
mnst  first  file  a  bond  with  good  and  sufficient  security  to  be 
approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  for  five  hundred  thousand 
(500,000)  dollars,  for  its  faithful  performance  of  the  work,  and 
to  do  all  and  singiilar  the  matters  and  things  in  this  ordinance 
mentioned  on  its  parts  to  be  done,  executed  and  periormed. 
Which  bond  shall  contain  (among  others)  covenants  on  the 
part  of  the  company  that  should  said  company  be  awarded 
the  permission  to  build  said  elevated  railway  the  said  com- 
pany will  accept  all  the  conditions  and  provisions  contained 
in  this  ordinance,  and  the  specifications  prepared  as  aforesaid ; 
expressly  waiving  any  and  all  rights  or  claims  said  company 
might  have  to  exemption  from  any  of  said  conditions,  restric- 
tions or  provisions  contained  herein,  and  in  said  specifications 
b}^  reason  of  any  legal  inability  on  the  part  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  or  these  Councils,  to  impose- said  conditions,  re- 
strictions or  provisions,  and  to  do  and  perform  all  and  singular 
the  matters  and  things  mentioned  herein,  and  in  said  specifica- 
tion to  be  done,  executed  and  performed  on  the  part  of  said 
company ;  and  also  that  within  thirty  days  after  the  bid  of 
said  company  shall  he  accepted  by  the  City,  the  said  company 
will  duly  execute  the  contract  with  the  Mayor  on  behalf  of 
the  City,  mentioned  in  Section  18  of  this  ordinance ;  and 
upon  the  neglect  or  refusal  of  said  company  to  so  duly  execute 
said  agreement  witliin  the  thirty  days  as  aforesaid,  said  com- 
pany shall  be  deemed  and  treated  as  a  defaulter,  and  the 
Mayor,  Avith  tlie  approval  of  Councils,  shall  be  authorized  to 
award  the  said  permission  to  the  next  highest  bidder,  or  re- 
advertise  for  the  sale  of  said  permission. 

Sect.  8.  The  company  securing  the  said  permission  shall 
build  said  elevated  railway,  throughout  its  entire  length,  ujion 
iron  or  steel  trestles  elevated  upon  abutments  or  piers,  or  other 
supports  built  of  iron,  steel  or  st()ne,  and  sliall  leave  not  less 
than  eighteen  fieet  clear  headway  between  the  under  part  of 
the  trestle  work  and  the  curb  line  of  said  streets  along  the  whole 
extent  of  the  elevated  railway.     That  metal  catch-pans  sliall 
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be  provided  and  placed  under  tlie  structure  bj  said  company 
its  entire  length,  so  as  to  catcli  all  drippings  and  falling  sub- 
stances. Authority  is  to  be  given  to  construct  iron  or  steel 
bridges  or  viaducts  for  the  said  railway  over  every  street,  now- 
opened  or  on  the  City  plan  to  be  hereafter  opened,  alley  or 
pubhc  way  which  this  road  on  the  route  as  hereby  designated 
crosses,  and  the  said  company  may  also  construct  at  all 
necessary  and  convenient  places  such  sidings,  switches,  turnouts, 
supports,  connections,  landing  places,  platforms,  stations,  and  all 
necessary  and  convenient  appliances  thereto,  buildings,  tele- 
graphs, and  signals,  and  all  other  and  requisite  and  convenient 
appliances  upon  said  route  and  upon  or  above  the  grade  hereby 
authorized  of  said  railway,  as  shall  be  required  for  the  con- 
venience and  rapid  and  safe  operations  of  their  road ;  and 
authority  is  to  be  given  for  the  construction  of  the  same 
elevated"^  over  the  streets  traversed  or  crossed  by  the  route  of 
said  railway.  That  the  said  telegraph  lines  shall  be  attached 
to  the  structure  itself,  and  be  used  only  for  the  transaction  of 
the  business  of  said  railway  company.  The  City  shall  have 
the  privilege  of  attaching  its  wires  to  the  structm-e  without 
cost  or  compensation ;  that  the  stations  on  the  entire  line  shall 
not  be  located  at  a  greater  distance  than  one  half  of  a  mile 
apart,  and  that  a  station  shall  be  located  at  the  Broad  street 
station  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  and  also  a  station  shall 
be  located  at  the  Reading  Terminal  Railroad  on  Market  street ; 
and  also  a  station  shall  be  located  at  Twenty-third  and  Market 
streets,  and  that  no  siding,  turnout,  or  any  part  of  the  said 
road  east  of  Forty-third  street,  shall  be  used  for  the  storage  of 
cars.  No  bitiuninous  coal  shall  be  used  as  fuel  in  locomotives 
used  as  a  m(3tive  power.  The  gauge  of  the  railway  shall  not 
exceed  four  feet  eight  and  a  half  inches ;  said  company  shall 
erect  and  maintain  one  arc  electric  light  under  said  structure 
at  each  street  crossing  at  its  own  expense. 

Sect.  4.  All  the  plans  fcjr  the  construction  of  said  railway, 
or  parts  thereof,  or  of  said  bridges,  viaducts,  sidings,  turnouts, 
supports,  approaches,  landing  places,  platforms,  stations,  build- 
ings, telegTaphs,  and  signals,  and  all  other  apphances,  and 
structures  therefor,  situate  in  the  public  streets  of  the  City, 
must  be  submitted  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  its 
approval,  which  Dei"»artment  shall  first  approve  and  certify 
that  they  are  in  accordance  with  the  requisite  standard  of  safety 
before  the  same  shall  be  constructed.     And  the  construction 
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of  said  elevated  railway,  or  any  part  thereof  or  additions  thereto, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  sujjer vision  and  approval  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works.  All  public  sewers,  gas  and  water- 
pipes,  streets  and  sidewalk  pavements,  and  all  other  property 
taken  up  or  removed  by  the  building  of  said  elevated  railway 
shall  be  carefully  preserved  and  restored  to  its  proper  condition, 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

Sect.  5.  The  said  railway  company  shall  at  all  times  here- 
after run  cars  over  the  entire  route,  stopping  at  all  stations  on 
said  route  at  intervals,  of  not  more  than  ten  minutes  during 
the  day  except  from  six  o'clock  A.  M.  to  nine  o'clock  A.  M., 
and  from  four  and  a  half  o'clock  P.  M.,  to  seven  o'clock  P.  M., 
when  they  shall  run  said  cars  at  intervals  of  not  more  than 
five  minutes,  and  except  between  the  hours  of  midnight  and  five 
o'clock  A.  M.,  when  they  shall  run  said  cars  at  intervals  of 
not  more  than  one-half  hour. 

Sect.  6.  The  said  company  shall  at  all  times  hereafter 
maintain  and  keep  its  main  structure  and  all  its  bridges,  viaducts, 
sidings,  turnouts,  supports,  approaches,  landing  places,  plat- 
forms, stations,  buildings,  and  all  other  appliances,  constructed 
bv  it  in  good  order  and  repair  at  all  times. 

Sect.  7.  The  rate  of  fare  to  be  chargedfor  a  continuous 
ride  over  the  said  elevated  railway  from  the  Delaware  river  to 
Sixty -third  street,  or  any  part  thereof,  for  each  passenger  shall 
not  exceed  for  the  first  two  years,  five  cents  between  the  hours 
of  five  and  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  between  four  and 
seven  and  a  half  o'clock  in  the  evening,  and  at  all  other  hours 
the  fare  charged  shall  not  exceed  ten  cents  a  ride  for  each 
passenger  for  the  distance  as  aforesaid.  And  after  two  years 
the  fare  charged  shall  at  no  time  exceed  five  cents  a  ride  for 
each  passenger  for  the  distance  as  aforesaid. 

Sect.  8.  The  said  railway  company  shall,  on  or  before  the 
tenth  days  of  January,  April,  July  and  October  of  each  year, 
file  with  the  Controller  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  a  state- 
ment duly  sworn  to  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of 'said 
company,  giving  the  number  of  passengers  carried,  together 
with  the  rate  of  fare  charged  for  each  passenger,  and  the 
amount  of  the  gross  receipts  of  said  railway  during  the  three 
months  next  preceding,  and   shall  at   the  same  time  pay  into 
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the  City  Treasury  a  sum  equal  to  the  accepted  rate  per  centum 
of  the  gross  receipts  for  the  three  months  embraced  in  said 
statements.  And  upon  said  company's  neglect,  failure  or 
refusal  to  comply  herewith,  within  twenty  days  after  any 
one  of  said  times  above  named,  the  City  may  proceed  at  once 
to  sue  out  the  bond  of  said  company,  required  to  be  given  by 
Section  9  hereof,  to  secure  the  said  quarter-yearly  payments. 
The  said  Controller,  or  other  authorized  representative  or 
representatives  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  shall  have  the 
right  at  all  times  to  examine  the  books,  papers,  and  accounts 
of  said  railway  company  relating  to  the  number  of  passengers 
carried,  the  rate  of  fare  charged,  and  to  the  said  gross  receipts, 
in  order  to  verify  the  accuracy  thereof. 

Sect.  9.  The  said  railway  company  shall  file  a  bond  in 
form  to  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  with  good  and 
sufiicient  security,  to  be  approved  by  Councils,  in  the  sum  of 
fifty  thousand  (50,000)  dollars,  conditioned  to  pay  to  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  all  damages  caused  to  said  City  by  the  loca- 
tion, construction,  maintenance  and  operation  of  said  railway  ; 
and  shall  also  enter  into  an  additional  bond  in  the  sum 
of  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars,  in  form  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  City  Solicitor,  with  security  to  be  approved  by 
Councils,  to  secure  the  payment  quarterly  into  the  City 
Treasury  by  the  said  company,  of  the  accepted  rate  per  cen- 
tum, upon  the  gross  receipts  of  the  said  railway  company, 
and  shall  also  enter  into  an  additional  bond  in  the  sum  of 
two  million  (2,000,000)  dollars,  in  form  to  be  approved  by  the 
City  Sohcitor,  with  security  to  be  approved  by  Councils,  to 
secure  to  property  owners  or  tenants,  or  either  or  both,  the 
payment  of  any  and  all  damages  sutfei'ed  by  reason  of  the 
location,  construction  or  operation  of  said  railway. 

Sect.  10.  That  the  said  elevated  railway  shall  be  used 
and  operated  exclusively  for  the  carriage  of  passengers,  and 
that  no  cars,  for  the  carriage  of  freight,  shall  be  moved  over 
the  railway  herein  and  hereby  authorized  under  a  penalty  of 
one  hundred  (100)  dollars,  for  each  and  every  car,  for  every 
trip  run  for  the  carriage  of  freight,  to  be  collected  as  like 
penalties  are  now  by  law  collectable. 

Sect.  11.  Any  lateral  or  connecting  railway  operated  ex- 
clusively for  the  carriage  of  passengers  only,  hereafter  author- 
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ized  by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils,  shall  have  the  right 
and  privilege  to  run  its  cars,  locomotives,  etc.,  over  the 
railway  hereby  authorized,  between  its  junction  therewith 
and  its  terminal  at  the  Delaware  river,  upon  such  terms  as 
may  be  agreed  upon  by  contracting  railway  companies,  and 
in  the  event  of  a  iailure  to  so  agree  upon  an  equitable  basis,  the 
Select  and  Common  Councils  hereby  reserve  the  right,  and  it 
shall  become  their  duty,  to  equitaV)ly  adjust  any  such  difference ; 
and  the  acceptance  of  the  franchise  granted  by  this  ordinance 
is  upon  the  express  condition  and  agreement  that  all  lateral 
and  connecting  railways,  hereafter  authorized  by  Councils, 
shall  have  the  right  to  use  the  tracks  of  the  railway  herein 
provided  for,  upon  the  terms  so  to  be  agreed  upon  and  deter- 
mined. 

Sect.  12.  The  said  railway  company  shall  begin  to  con- 
struct its  road  within  six  months,  and  complete  the  same  over 
the  entire  line  herein  described,  within  two  years  from  date  of 
the  signing  of  the  contract  by  the  Mayor.  Should  it  fail  to 
begin  work  within  said  term  of  six  months,  and  complete  the 
work  within  said  term  of  two  years,  the  consent  hereby  given 
lapses  and  is  hereby  revoked,  and  the  l)ond  of  live  hundred  thou- 
sand (500,000)  dollars,  provided  for  in  Section  2  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  forfeited,  and  the  same  paid  into  the  City 
Treasury  ;  Provided^  That  no  portion  of  the  railway  shall  be 
used  until  the  entire  line  shall  be  completed  and  equipped. 

Sect.  13.  Before  the  contract  shall  be  signed,  the  schedule 
of  bids  received  and  opeiiedby  the  Mayor,  shall  be  submitted  to 
Councils  tor  their  approval,  and  upon  the  passage  of  an  ordi- 
nance granting  consent,  the  railway  company  whose  bid  may 
be  accepted  shall  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  Mayor, 
stipulating  its  acceptance  of  all  the  conditions,  restrictions 
and  provisions  contained  in  this  ordinance,  and  expressly 
waiving  all  rights  or  claims  it  may  have  to  exemption  from 
any  of  said  conditions,  restrictions  or  provisions,  by  reason 
of  any  legal  inability  on  the  part  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
or  these  Councils,  to  impose  any  such  conditions,  restrictions, 
or  provisions ;  and  shall  also  within  thirty  days  from  the 
acceptance  of  its  bid,  enter  into  a  contract  and  agreement  with 
the  Mayor,  to  do  all,  and  singular  the  matters  and  things  in 
this  ordinance  mentioned  on  its  |)art  to  be  done,  executed  and 
performed,  the  contract   and  agreement  to  be  in  such  fonn  as 
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the  City  Solicitor  shall  approve.     All  ordinances,  or  parts  of 
ordinances,  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

To  provide  for  grass  plots  and  the  planting  of  trees  along  the 
sidewalks  of  the  streets  and  avenues  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, seventy  feet  wide  and  over,  from  house  line  to  house  line. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  whenever  any  street  of  the 
width  of  seventy  feet  or  over  is  to  be  paved  or  repaved,  provi- 
sion shall  be  made  for  grass  plots  and  trees  as  prescribed  below, 
unless  otherwise  authorized  by  ordinance,  on  streets  seventy, 
seventy-five  and  eighty  feet  wide,  the  curb  shall  be  nioved 
five  feet  into  the  roadway  on  each  side,  thus  making  the 
roadway  of  streets  seventy  feet  wide,  thirt}^  feet  instead  of 
forty  feet  wide,  and  of  streets  seventy-five  feet  wide,  making 
the  roadway  thirty -five  feet,  and  of  streets  eighty  feet  wide, 
making  the  roadway  thirty-four  feet  instead  of  forty-four  feet ; 
on  streets  one  hundred  feet  wide,  the  curb  shall  be  moved 
seven  feet  into  the  roadway  on  each  side,  making  the  road- 
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way  forty-six  feet  wide  instead  of  sixty ;  on  streets  one 
hundred  and  thirteen  feet  wide,  the  curb  shall  be  moved 
eight  feet  into  the  roadway  on  each  side,  thus  making  the 
roadway  fifty-five  feet  wide,  instead  of  sixty-nine  ;  on  streets 
one  hundred  and  twenty  feet  wide,  the  curb  shall  be  moved 
ten  feet  in  the  roadway  on  each  side,  thus  making  the  road- 
way sixty  feet  wide  instead  of  eighty  feet  wide  ;  Provided^ 
That  the  space  for  grass  plots  shall  be  taken  from  the  side- 
walk or  street,  as  the  Board  of  Surveyors  may  deem  best. 

Sect.  2.  The  space  left  unpaved  between  the  present  curb 
line  and  the  revised  curb  line,  shall  be  excavated  to  a  proper 
depth,  filled  in  with  proper  soil,  sodded  with  grass  and  planted 
with  shade  trees,  not  less  than  twenty  feet  apart,  at  the  distance 
of  not  more  than  forty  nor  less  than  twenty  feet,  or  in  front  of 
each  pair  of  entrances  or  entrance  to  public  buildings  ;  there 
shall  be  a  paved  carriage  walk  which  shall  not  be  less  than 
four  feet  nor  more  than  eight  feet  in  width,  except  otherwise 
provided  in  the  ordinance  for  paving  or  repaving  any  particu- 
lar street. 

Sect.  3.  The  contract  for  paving  or  repaving  streets 
according  to  this  ordinance,  shall  be  awarded  for  the  entire 
work,  or  separate  contracts  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works,  be  awarded  for  the  paving,  filhng 
in,  sodding  and  planting  of  trees  in  the  unpaved  space,  and 
for  paving  the  carriage  walk.  The  care,  management  and 
maintenance  of  the  unpaved  spaces,  and  the  care  of  the  grass, 
trees  and  carriage  walks,  shall  be  under  the  control  and  super- 
vision of  the  Bureau  of  City  Property,  at  the  expense  of  the 
Cit3^  The  selection  of  the  kind  of  trees,  the  distance  of  plant- 
ing them  apart,  and  the  manner  of  sodding  the  grass,  shall  all 
be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Bureau  of  City  Property. 

Sect.  4.  Whenever  it  is  intended  to  apply  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  to  the  paving  or  repaving  of  any  street,  the 
ordinance  directing  the  paving  or  repaving  shall  so  prescribe^ 
and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  Board  of  Sur- 
veyors are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  alter  and 
change  the  lines  and  regulations  of  any  and  all  streets,  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  designated  to  be  paved  or  repaved  in 
accordance  herewith,  whenever  any  change  or  alteration  is 
necessary  in  order  to  comply  therewith.

The  laying  out  of  all  grass  plots  and  planting  of 
trees  shall  be  in  charge  of  such  ])ersons  having  knowledge  of 
arbor  and  grass  culture,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  keep  the  said 
plots  and  trees  in  good  condition ;  which  person  or  persons  shall 
be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  City 
Property,  and  receive  such  compensation  as  may  be  provided 
for  in  the  annual  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  (Bureau  of  City  Property).  All  ordinances,  or  parts 
of  ordinances,  inconsistent  herewith,  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed.  ^.^   '

eighteen  feet ;  And,  provided  also,  Tliat  n])()u  streets  of  one 
hundied  feet  in  width,  and  upwards,  architectural  ornamental 
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features  may  be  ]ilaccd  upon  said  stejos,  whicli  architectural 
ornamental  i'eatures  shall  in  no  case  be  placed  within  fifteen 
inches  of  the  extreme  projections  of  said  stej:>s. 

Sect.  2,  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of  this  ordi-

for  a  term  of  years  at  an  annual  rental  of  five  per  centum  per 
annum  on  the  cost  of  said  bridge  as  aforesaid,  payable  in 
equal  semi-annual  payments,  and  to  pay  all  County,  City, 
State  and  other  taxes  assessed,  settled,  or  which  may  become 
charged  against  said  company,  and  to  maintain  and  keep  said 
bridge  in  good  repair  during  the  term  of  said  lease ;

the  said  premises  except  upon  payment  of  all  arrears  of  water 
rent  and  the  sum  of  two  (2)  dollars  for  expenses  incurred ; 
and  a  printed  notice  containing  this  section  shall  be  left  upon 
the  premises.  All  ordinances  to  the  contrary  hereof  notwith- 
standing.

Whereas,  The  dangerous  practice  prevails  of  hoisting  and 
lowering  iron  safes,  and  other  lieavy  objects,  over  the  side- 
walks of  the  most  crowded  thoroughfares  of  the  City,  where 
pedestrians  are  constant!}^  passing  and  repassing,  and  exposed 
to  loss  of  life  by  the  accidental  parting  of  the  ropes,  or  break- 
ing of  other  appliances  used  for  said  hoisting  or  lowering  of 
said  heavy  substances  while  suspended  over  the  sidewalks; 
therefore. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of 
this  ordinance,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  corporation,  firm 
or  individual  to  hoist  or  lower,  or  cause  to  be  hoisted  or  low- 
ered, any  iron  safe,  or  other  heavy  substance  over  the  side- 
walks, along  the  streets  of  the  City,  so  that  said  safes,  or  other 
heavy  substances,  shall  be  suspended  over  said  sidewalks, 
without  first  placing  substantial  safeguards  marked  with  the 
word  "  Dangerous  "  across  the  sidewalks,  so  as  to  effectually 
prevent  the  passing  of  pedestrians  under  said  safes,  or  other 
heavy  substances,  during  the  suspension  of  the  same,  over 
said  sidewalks. 

Sect.  2.  Any  corporation,  firm  or  individual,  either  by 
themselves,  or  employes,  violating  the  provisions  of  the  first 
section  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  twenty- 
five  (25)  dollars,  to  be  collected  as  like  penalties  are  by  law 
recoverable.

erected  or  altered,  or  to  be  erected  or  altered,  fronting  on  any 
street  or  alley  in  which  there  is  a  sewer,  in  order  to  prevent 
the  How  of  drainage  or  other  matter  over  the  footways,  in  de- 
fault of  the  owner  doing  the  same  after  notice  as  hereinafter 
mentioned;  Provided^  That  such  contracts  shall,  after  due 
advertisement,  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidders ; 
that  the  work  shall  be  done  in  accordance  with  specifications 
to  be  furnished  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
"Works,  and  shall  not  be  charged  at  more  than  the  contract 
price ;  and  it  shall  also  be  a  condition  of  such  contract  that 
the  contractor  or  contractors  shall  accept  the  assessment  bills 
against  the  property  bounding  thereon,  prepared  in  accordance 
with  Sections  2  and  3  of  this  ordinance,  and  endorsed  by  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  in  favor  of  such 
contractor  or  contractc^rs,  which  bills  shall  be  accepted  by  him 
or  them  in  lieu  of  cash,  and  in  full  for  the  consideration  money 
mentioned  in  said  contract  to  be  paid  by  said  City,  unless  ex- 
pressly provided  otherwise  by  ordinance  of  Councils,  or  by 
the  contract ;  and  the  contractor  or  contractors  shall  collect 
said  bills  at  his  or  their  own  proper  cost  and  expense,  without 
recourse  to  the  City  in  any  event. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  AYorks,  it  shall  be  necessary  to  provide 
underground  drainage  to  prevent  the  flow  or  }iassage  of  water 
or  other  matter  over  and  across  the  footways  in  front  of  any 
dwelling  house,  factory,  store  or  other  building,  erected  or  to 
be  erected  or  altered,  fronting  upon  any  street  or  alley  in 
which  there  is  a  sewer  in  front  of  such  building,  or  to  prevent 
the  accumulation  of  ice  and  snow  upon  such  footways,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
"Works,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized,  to  give  written  or  printed 
notice  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  property  to  provide 
such  underground  drainage  by  connecting  such  building  with 
the  sewer  at  their  own  expense,  within  sixty  days  from  the 
date  of  such  notice,  and  on  failure  of  any  such  owner  or  ownere 
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to  comply  with  sucli  notice  within  the  time  specified  therein, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized,  to  cause  the 
necessary  work  to  be  done  for  such  underground  drainage 
under  the  contract  or  contracts  entered  into  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  3.  Upon  the  completion  of  any  work  done  under  the 
contracts  entered  into,  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
and  he  is  hereby  authorized,  to  estimate  the  cost  and  expense 
thereof  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  contracts 
therefor,  and  to  assess  such  cost  and  expense  against  the  prop- 
erty adjoining  which  the  work  is  done  in  the  name  of  the 
registered  owner  or  owners  thereof,  and  the  said  Director  shall 
then  cause  bills  for  said  work,  with  said  cost  and  expenses 
therein,  to  be  made  out  in  duplicate  against  each  property, 
one  copy  of  which  shall  be  served  on  the  registered  owner  or 
owners  of  such  property,  or,  in  case  he  or  they  cannot  be  found, 
the  same  shall  be  left  upon  the  premises,  and  the  other  copy 
of  said  bills  shall  be  endorsed  by  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  in  favor  of  the  contractor  or  contract- 
(3rs,  and  be  delivered  to  him  or  them  in  lieu  of  cash,  as  pro- 
vided in  the  first  section  of  this  ordinance,  and  if  the  same  be 
not  paid  within  thirty  days  from  the  service  thereof  upon  the 
owner  or  owners  of  the  property,  a  lien  therefor,  together 
with  a  penalty  of  ten  per  cent,  for  non-payment,  may  be  filed 
in  the  proper  court  against  the  respective  properties  and  the 
registered  owner  or  owners  thereof,  in  the  name  of  the  City, 
to  the  use  and  at  the  expense  of  the  contractor,  who  may,  in 
the  name  of  the  City,  but  at  his  own  expense,  take  all  neces- 
sary legal  proceedings  for  the  enforcement  of  said  lien,  and 
also  employ  all  other  legal  remedies  for  the  collection  of  said 
claims,  together  with  the  penalty  aforesaid,  to  which  the  City 
may  be  competent.  All  ordinances,  or  parts  of  ordinances, 
inconsistent  herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed.

To  authorize  John  F.  Betz  &  Son  to  construct  a  passage-way 
under  and  across  Crown  street. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  JPhiladelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  be,  and  is  hereby, 
granted  to  John  F.  Betz  &  Son  to  construct  an  underground 
passage-way  beneath  and  across  Crown  street,  above  Callow - 
hill  street,  in  the  Twelfth  Ward,  in  order  to  connect  the 
properties  of  said  John  F.  Betz  &  Son  on  either  side  of  said 
Crown  street.  The  said  passage-way  or  tunnel  shall  be  con- 
structed and  supported  by  substantial  stone,  iron  and  brick 
work,  which  shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection  and  approval 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  The  said  passage-way 
or  tunnel  shall  not  exceed  a  height  greater  than  ten  feet  from 
the  bottom  or  floor  thereof,  and  shall  not  be  over  forty  feet  in 
width.  In  the  construction  of  the  work  the  said  John  F. 
Betz  &  Son  shall  provide  through  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  for  the  removal  of  any  sewer,  water-pipe,  gas-pipe,  or 
conduits,  either  above  or  below  the  passage-way,  or  the  reloca- 
tion of  the  same  to  such  points  or  positions  as  will  in  no  way 
interfere  with  the  sewage,  or  water  and  gas-pipe  supply,  and 
they  shall  be  at  all  the  cost,  charges  and  expense  in  any 
change  or  relocation  as  above  provided  for.  Before  beginning 
the  work  the  said  John  F.  Betz  &  Son  shall  submit  plans  and 
drawings  of  the  proposed  passage-way  or  tunnel  to  the  Board 
of  Highway  Supervisors,  and  before  a  peniiit  is  issued  by  the 
Department  of  Pubhc  Works  said  plans  shall  be  approved  by

requested  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
to  put  the  street  in  order ;  And  provided.  That  the  privilege 
hereby  granted  shall  be  revocable  at  any  time  without  notice 
by  the  passage  of  a  resolution  or  ordinance  to  that  effect ; 
Provided  further.  That  said  John  F.  Betz  &  Son  shall  first 
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pay  into  tlie  City  Treasury  the  sum  of  five  liundred  (500) 
dollars  in  place  of  the  charges  provided  Ijy  tlie  ordinance  of 
September  17th,  1888,  for  frontage  feet  for  vaults  under  side- 
walks, and  shall  pay  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  printing  this  ordi- 
nance.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Supplementary  to  *'  An  Ordinance  authorizing  the  West  End 
Electric  Company,  of  Philadelphia,  to  lay  and  maintain 
conduits  in  certain  streets  and  avenues  of  the  City,  and  to 
erect  poles  within  certain  lines, "approved  January  24th,  1891 . 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  permission  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  gTanted  to  the  West  End  Electric  Company,  to  erect  the 
necessary  poles  and  wires  for  furnishing  light  and  power  in  the 
following  streets  and  avenues  of  the  City :  On  Poplar  street, 
from  Pennsylvania  avenue  to  Ridge  avenue ;  on  South  College 
avenue,  from  Twenty-fifth  street  to  Corinthian  avenue ;  and 
on  the  streets  and  avenues  of  the  territory  bounded  north  of 
Girard  avenue,  to  south  side  of  Montgomery  avenue;  and 
from  Thirty-third  street  to  Twenty-third  street,  in  accordance 
with  and  under  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  January 
2-lth,  1891,  authorizing  the  West  End  Electric  Company  to 
open  streets,  and  lay  and  maintain  conduits  and  poles,  imtil 
such  time  as  the  conduits  and  manholes  may  be  built  and  laid 
by  said  company,  over  that  portion  of  the  City  authorized. 
The  City  shall  have  the  right  to  use  said  poles,  and  attach 
wires  thereto,  for  municipal  purposes,  without  cost  to  the  City. 
The  said  poles  shall  be  erected  under  the  supervision  and  ap- 
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proval  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  and  shall  be  re- 
moved at  any  time  on  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  to  that 
effect ;  Provided^  That  nothing  contained  herein  shall  exempt 
the  said  West  End  Electric  Company  from  any  of  the  provi- 
sions and  conditions  of  said  ordinance  of  January  24th,  1891. 
The  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  shall  first  be  paid  by  said  West 
End  Electric  Company  into  the  City  Treasury,  for  the  printing 
of  this  ordinance.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  and  regulate  the  construction  of  an  elevated 
railway  by  the  Northeastern  Elevated  Railway  Company, 
and  to  authorize  a  contract  between  said  com})any  and  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  in  relation  thereto. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  upon  the  terms,  and  subject 
to  the  restrictions  hereinafter  set  forth,  the  said  Northeastern 
Elevated  Railway  Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  authorized 
to  build  and  operate  an  elevated  railway  upon  the  following 
route :  A  double  track  road  from  that  part  of  the  County  line 
known  as  Cheltenham  avenue,  over  property  hereafter  to  be 
purchased  by  the  company,  to  Butler  and  Mascher  streets ; 
on  Mascher  street  to  Tusculum  street ;  on  Tusculum  street  to 
Kensington  avenue ;  on  Kensington  avenue  to  Lehigh  ave- 
nue ;  on  Lehigh  avenue  to  Amber  street ;  on  Amber  street  to 
Front  street ;  on  Front  street  to  Pollock  street.  Also,  a 
branch  from  Lehigh  avenue  and  Emerald  street  northeast- 
ward on  Emerald  street  to  the  junction  of  Emerald  street  and 
Erie  avenue ;  thence  over  private  property  to  be  purchased 
by  said  company  to  Frankford  avenue  near  Butler  street  ; 
thence  on  Frankford  avenue  to  Margaretta  street ;  thence  over 
private  property  to  be  purchased  by  said  company  to  Cedar 
street ;  thence  on  Cedar  street  to  Bridge  street ;  thence  over 
])rivate  property  hereafter  to  be  purchased  by  the  company  to 
Tacony  and  Hohnesburg. 
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That  the  road  shall  be  so  built,  or  means  be  provided 
under  the  structure  by  said  conipan}-,  its  entire  lengtli,  built 
upon  the  public  highways,  so  as  to  catch  all  dripping  and 
falling  substances.  And  the  said  company  may  also  construct 
all  the  necessary  and  con^'enicnt  places,  such  as  sidings, 
switches,  turn-outs,  supports,  connections,  landing  places, 
plattbmis,  stations,  and  all  necessary  appliances  thereto.  Ijuild- 
ings,  telegraphs,  and  signals,  and  all  other  and  requisite  and 
convenient  appliances  upon  said  route,  and  upon  and  above 
the  grade  hereby  authorized  of  said  railway,  as  shall  be  re- 
quired for  the  convenient  and  rapid  and  safe  operation  of 
their  road ;  and  authorit}'  is  given  for  the  construction  of  the 
same,  elevated  over  the  streets  traversed  or  crossed  by  the 
route  of  said  railway.  That  the  said  telegraph  lines  shall  be 
attached  to  the  structure  itself.  The  Cit}^  shall  have  the 
privilege  of  attaching  its  wires  to  the  structure  without  cost 
or  compensation,  and  other  telegraph  companies,  with  consent 
of  the  com})any.  That  the  stations  on  the  entire  line  shall 
not  be  located  at  a  gi-eater  distance  than  half  of  a  mile  apart, 
and  that  no  siding,  turn-out,  or  any  part  of  the  said  road,  be- 
tween Snyder  avenue  on  the  south  and  Butler  and  Bridge 
streets  on  the  north,  shall  be  used  I'or  the  storage  of  cars.  No 
bituminous  coal  shall  be  used  as  fuel  in  locomotives  used  as 
motive  power. 

Skct,  2.  The  railway  herein  authorized,  except  from  the 
County  line  to  Butler  and  Mascher  streets,  and  from  Holmes- 
burg  to  Tacony,  shall  be  elevated  upon  iron  piers,  so  that 
there  shall  be  a  clear  headway  of  not  less  than  fourteen  feet 
at  all  places,  and  wherever  it  runs  across  or  over  the  tracks  of 
any  steam  road,  that  there  shall  be  a  clearance  of  not  less  than 
twenty  feet.  The  railway  shall  be  built  upon  the  best  meth- 
ods of  deadening  sound. 

From  the  Count}?-  line  to  the  intersection  of  Butler  and 
^[ascher  streets,  and  from  Tacony  to  Holmesburg,  over  the 
route  specified,  on  private  property  of  said  company,  the  road 
shall  be  elevated  or  depressed.  Whenever  the  City  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  cause  streets  to  be  opened,  whose  line  is  crossed 
or  traversed  by  said  company,  in  order  to  avoid  crossing  at 
grade,  the  com[)any  shall,  at  their  own  c<:)St,  erect  such  bridges 
and  ap})roaches  thereto,  or  make  such  de})ressions,  as  may  be 
required  by  ordinance.  .^%    \ 

The  railwav  shall  be  constructed  on  the  line,  with  the  curl) 
i6 
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on  all  streets  except  east  Lehigh  avenue  and  Frankford  avenue, 
where  the  said  railway  shall  be  constructed  as  near  as  practi- 
cable to  the  centre  of  the  street.  All  public  sewers,  gas  and 
water-pipes,  street  and  sidewalk  pavements,  and  all  other  mu- 
nicipal pro})erty  shall  he  carefully'  })rcscrved  and  restored  A\'heu 
disturbed,  to  a  condition,  satisfactory  to  the  Director  of  Public 
^\^orks ;  and  private  vaults  under  the  footway,  and  all  other 
private  property,  shall  be  interfered  with  and  damaged  as  little 
as  possible ;  and  the  said  railway  comjiany  shall,  at  all  times 
hereafter,  maintain  and  keep  in  repair,  all  bridges  constructed 
by  it  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

The  said  railway  company  shall  conform  their  elevation  to 
any  revision  the  Cit}"  shall,  by  ordinance  direct,  on  the  line 
of  their  road,  so  as  to  give  a  clearance  of  fourteen  feet  after 
said  revision  is  made,  and  shall  also  elevate  their  tracks  at  the 
crossings  of  the  Connecting  railroad  and  the  Philadelphia  and 
Eeading  Eailroad,  and  all  other  steam  railroads,  so  as  to  give  a 
clearance  of  twenty  feet.  - 

Sect.  3.  The  said  railway  company  shall,  at  all  times  here- 
after, run  cars  over  the  entire  route,  stopping  at  all  stations  on 
said  route,  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  ten  minutes  during 
the  day,  excepting  from  six  o'clock  A.  M.,  to  nine  o'clock  A. 
M.,  and  from  four-  and  a  half  o'clock  P.  M.  to  seven  o'clock 
P.  M.,  when  they  shall  run  said  cars  at  intervals  of  not  more 
than  five  minutes,  and  except  between  the  hours  of  midnight 
and  five  o'clock  A.  M.,  when  they  shall  run  said  cars  at  inter- 
vals of  not  more  than  one  hour. 

The  rate  of  fare  over  the  lines  of  said  road,  within  the 
limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  shall  not  exceed  five  cents 
for  a  continuous  ride  during  the  hours  from  six  o'clock,  A.M., 
to  nine  o'clock,  A.  M. ;  and  from  five  and  a  h-alf  o'clock,  P.M., 
to  seven  and  a  half  o'clock,  P.M. ;  and  at  all  other  hours  not 
to  exceed  ten  cents. 

Sec'J\  -i.  Work  shall  be  begun  Avithin  four  months,  and 
completed  over  the  entire  route  herein  specified  within  three 
years  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance ;  and  in  case  work  is 
not  begun  in  good  faith  within  said  four  months,  and  pushed 
with  reasonable  dispatch,  this  ordinance  shall  be  null  and  void. 

Sect.  5.  Plans  of  the  railway  and  the  location  of  piers, 
abutments  and  columns  in  the  street,  and  all  plans  for  bridges, 
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viaducts,  stations,  supports,  approaches  thereof  for  the  eou- 
struction  of  the  said  railway  within  and  crossing  the  pubHc 
streets  of  the  City,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Director  of 
Public  Works  and  be  approved  by  him ;  and  the  said  com- 
pany shall  file  a  bond  in  form,  to  be  approved  by  the  City 
Solicitor,  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  (100,000)  dol- 
lars, with  good  and  sufficient  securities,  approved  by  the 
Mayor,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  and  observ- 
ance of  all  the  conditions,  provisions  and  restiictions  of  this 
ordinance. 

Sect.  6.  No  cars  for  the  carriage  of  freight  shall  be  moved 
over  the  road  herein  and  hereby  authorized  within  the  limits 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  under  a  penalty  of  one  hundred 
(100)  dollars  for  each  and  every  car  for  every  trip  run  for  the 
carriage  of  freight,  to  be  collected  as  like  penalties  are  now 
by  law  collectible. 

Sect.  7.  The  said  company  shall,  on  or  before  the  tenth 
days  of  January,  April,  July  and  October  of  each  year,  file 
with  the  Controller  of  the  County  of  Philadelphia  a  statement, 
dul}-  sworn  to  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  said  com- 
pany, giving  the  number  of  passengers  carried,  together  Avith 
the  rate  of  fare  charged  for  each  passenger,  and  the  amount 
of  gross  receipts  of  said  company  during  the  three  months 
next  ]ireceding;  and  shall,  at  the  same  time,  pay  into  the 
City  Treasury  a  sura  equal  to  one  per  centum  of  the  gross 
receipts  for  the  three  months  embraced  in  said  statements: 
Provided,  That  this  section  shall  not  be  operative  until  after 
two  vears  from  the  time  the  road  shall  l)egin  running  its  cars. 
The  said  Controller,  or  other  authorized  reiDresentative  or 
representatives  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  shall  have  the 
right  at  all  times  to  examine  the  books,  papers  and  accounts 
of  said  company,  relating  to  the  number  of  passengers  carried, 
and  the  rate  of  fare  charged,  and  to  the  said  gross  receipts,  in 
order  to  verify  the  accuracy  thereof. 

Sect.  8.  The  said  railway  company  shall  make  just  com- 
pensation for  property  taken,  injured  or  destroyed  by  the 
construction  of  the  road  or  buildings,  which  com})ensation 
shall  be  paid  or  secured  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas  before  such  taking,  injury  or  destruction. 

Sect.  9.  Before  this  ordinance  shall  take  eftect  the  said 
company  shall  enter  into  a  contract  and  covenant  with  the 
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City,  ill  form  satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor,  to  perform  all 
and  singular  the  terms  and  requirements  of  this  ordinance ; 
aiid  that  no  sale  or  lease  of  the  franchises  by  this  ordinance 
conferred  shall  be  made  without  the  consent  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  for  that  purpose  be  first  had  and  obtained. 

Sect.  10.  Before  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  the  said 
railway  company  shall  pay  into  the  Cit}'  Treasury  the  sum  of 
fifty  (50)  dollars,  to  p&y  for  the  printing  of  the  same.

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized  to  strike  from  the 
City  plan  Huntingdon  street,  between  Thirteenth  and  Broad 
streets,  in  the  Twentj^-eighth  Ward ;  Provided.,  The  Philadel- 
phia and  Reading  Railroad  Company  shall  first  enter  into  an 
agreement  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  construct, 
at  their  expense,  an  iron  foot  bridge,  10  feet  wide  on  the  line 
of  Huntingdon  street,  to  carry  pedestrians  over  the  line  and 
3^ard  of  the  said  company.  The  plans  and  details  of  said  bridge 
shall  meet  ^\\Xh.  the  approval  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works ;  And  jyrovided^  The  said  Philadelphia  and  Reading 
Railroad  Company  shall  first  enter  into  an  agreement  satisfac- 
tory to  the  City  Solicitor,  indemnifying  the  Cit}^  against  any 
damages  or  liability  by  reason  of  striking  said  street  from  the 
plan. 

Sect.  2.  The  City  Solicitor  is  hereby  directed,  upon  the  re- 
vision of  the  plan  above  provided  for,  to  take  such  legal  pro- 
ceedings as  shall  be  necessary  to  secure  the  vacation  of  the 
said  portions  of  the  street  aforesaid.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  levy  and  fix  the  rate  of  taxes  for  the  year  1892. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Board  of  Revision  of 
Taxes  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  forthwith  to  levy  on 
the  taxable  property  returned  by  the  assessors  as  the  assess- 
ment made  in  the  year  1891  (except  such  as  are  marked  agri- 
cultural and  farm  lands  and  rural  or  suburban),  a  tax  of  one 
(1)  dollar  and  eighty-five  (85)  cents  on  the  hundred  (100)  dol- 
lars of  the  assessed  value  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1892  as  one 
City  and  County  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the  following- 
objects  for  the  said  year,  viz. : 

Item  1.  For  the  relief  "and  employment  of  the  poor,  the 
sum  of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  2.  For  the  Public  Schools,  the  sum  of  twenty -tw^o  (22) 
cents. 

Item  3.  For  lighting  the  City,  the  sum  of  four  (4)  cents. 

Item  4.  For  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  funded  debt  and 
for  the  sinking  fund,  the  sum  of  seventy-one  (71)  cents. 

Item  5.  For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum  of 
eight  (8)  cents. 

Item  6.  For  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  7.  For  the  police,  the  sum  of  twenty  (20)  cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  markets  and  City  property,  the 
sum  of  three  (3)  cents. 

Item  9.  For  fire,  the  sum  of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  10.  For  the  prisons,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners,  the 
sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 
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Item  12.  For  health,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  13.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  Municipahtj, 
the  sum  of  twenty-one  (21)  cents. 

And  said  amounts  are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated 
for  said  objects,  subject  to  further  direction  by  ordinance. 
And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Eecciver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to 
be  printed  on  the  tax  bills  the  rate  voted  for  the  objects  here- 
inbefore mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property  marked 
"  agricultural  and  farm  lands,"  only  one-half  of  the  highest 
rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied  ;  and  on  all  such  portions  marked 
"  rural  or  suburban,"  only  two-thirds  of  the  highest  rate  of 
tax  shall  be  levied ;  and  no  part  of  that  set  apai-t  for  the  relief 
and  employment  of  the  poor  shall  be  levied  on  the  assessed 
property  situate  in  the  wards  where  houses  for  the  accom- 
modation of  the  poor  are  provided,  as  required  by  the  eigh- 
teenth section  of  the  Act  of  February  2d,  1854. 

Sect.  4.  That  upon  all  taxes  paid  on  or  before  the  thir- 
tieth day  of  June,  a  discount  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per 
annum  shall  be  allowed.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  Sep- 
tember, and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October,  an  addition 
or  penalty  of  one  per  cent,  shall  be  added  and  made  payable 
to  the  same.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  October,  and  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  November,  there  shall  be  an  addition 
or  penalty  of  two  per  cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of 
November,  and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December,  there 
shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  three  per  cent.  If  paid 
after  the  first  day  of  December,  and  before  the  first  day  of  Jan- 
uary, there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  four  per  cent. ; 
and  upon  all  taxes  remaining  unpaid  on  and  after  the  first  day 
of  January,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  five  per 
cent,  added  to  and  made  payable  on  the  same.  And  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Eecciver  of  Taxes  to  display,  from  day  to 
day,  in  large  figures,  and  in  a  conspicuous  jDlace  in  the  Tax 
Office,  the  amount  of  discount  or  penalty  fixed  by  ordinance. 
And  all  ordinances,  or  parts  of  ordinances,  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

That  the  route  of  said  railroad  company  shall  be 
substantially  that  which  is  shown  on  the  map  or  ]3lan  now 
presented,  and  Avhich,  before  this  ordinance  shall  have  any 
effect  to  confer  the  authority  aforesaid  upon  said  railroad  com- 
pany, shall  be  filed  b}'  it  in  the  oflEice  of  the  De]iartment  of 
Pnbhc  Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys)  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect  3.  That  the  Department  of  Public  Works  be,  and  is 
liereby,  authorized,  at  the  cost  of  the  railroad  company,  to  re- 
vise the  lines  and  grades  of  sucli  streets  along  and  in  the 
vicinity  of  said  railroad  as  are  affected  by  its  location,  and 
shall  make  them  so  as  to  avoid  all  grade  crossings,  providing 
for  either  under-grade  or  over-grade  bridges. 

Sect.  -i.  The  said  railroad  company  shall  construct  their 
road  substantially  as  shown  upon  said  plan,  and  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys)  shall  have  author- 
ity to  revise  tlie  line  to  such  extent  as  may  be  necessarj^  to 
adjiist  the  streets  in  such  manner  as  to  avoid  all  grade  crossings. 

Sect.  5.  When  streets  heretofore  opened  to  public  use  shall 
be  cut  off  or  diverted,  necessary  outlets  to  other  streets  must 
be  made  at  the  cost  of  the  said  railroad  company,  which  shall 
pay  all  cost  of  changes  appurtenant  thereto.  All  bridges  over 
streets  heretofore  opened  shall  be  built  at  the  expense  of  the 
said  railroad  company,  as  well  as  the  regrading'or  alterations 
resulting  therefrom.  When  streets  have  been  laid  down  on 
the  City  plan,  but  not  opened,  the  bridges  hereaiter  required 
are  to  be  built  under  or  over  the  railroad.  On  undedicated  or 
unopened  streets  the  cost  of  constructing  all  necessary  under- 
grade or  ovor-grade  bridges  shall  be  divided  between  the  rail- 
road and  the  City,  and  the  railroad  company  shall  provide  its 
share  of  the  cost  of  building  said  bridges  whenever  and 
wherever  they  shall  be  notified  to  do  so  by  ordinance  of 
Councils. 
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Sect.  6.  All  bridges  hereafter  built  to  carry  the  streets 
over  the  railroad  shall  be  maintained  at  the  expense  of  the 
City,  and  all  iinder-grade  bridges  shall  be  maintained  by  the 
railroad  company ;  and  the  railroad  company  shall  keep  their 
road,  where  it  crosses  the  line  of  any  street,  in  good  order  and 
condition  at  all  times,  and  shall  save  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
harmless,  so  far  as  said  City  may  be  liable  therefor,  from  any 
responsibility  or  liability  that  may  grow  out  of  the  construc- 
tion and  use  of  the  said  railroad  over  or  under  the  streets  as 
aforesaid. 

Sect.  7.  This  ordinance  shall  not  go  into  effect  until  said 
railroad  company  shall  have  first  paid  into  the  City  Treasury 
the  sum  of  ilftj  (50)  dollars,  for  piinting  the  same.

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niitliorizcil  to  enter  upon  aad  occupy  any  and  all  streets,  lanes 
and  alleys,  which  it  may  be  necessary  for  the  line  of  its  branch 
railroad,  known  as  the  Fort  Washington  Branch,  to  pass  over 
and  under  between  a  point  on  the  Kne  of  the  Philadelphia, 
Germantown  k  Chestnut  Hill  Eailroad,  at  or  near  the  east  end 
of  Cresheim  bridge,  in  the  Twenty-second  Ward,  to  the  Mont- 
gomery County  line,  near  the  junction  of  Cresheim  avenue 
and  Stenton  avenue  ;  Provided^  That  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  authorize  the  longitudinal  occu})ation  of  any 
streets. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  route  of  said  railroad  company  shall  be 
substantially  that  which  is  shown  on  the  map  or  plan  now 
presented,  and  which,  liefore  this  ordinance  shall  have  any 
effect,  to  confer  the  authority  aforesaid,  upon  said  railroad 
company,  shall  Ije  filed  by  it  in  the  office  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys)  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  Department  of  Public  Works  be,  and  is 
hereby,  authorized,  at  the  cost  of  the  lailroad  company,  to  re- 
vise the  lines  and  grades  on  the  City  plan,  of  such  streets 
along  and  in  the  vicinity  of  the  said  railroad,  as  are  affected  by 
its  location,  and  shall  make  them  so  as  to  avoid  all  grade 
crossings,  providing  for  either  undergrade  or  overgrade 
bridges. 

Sect.  4.  When  streets  heretofore  opened  to  public  use 
shall  be  cutoff  or  diverted,  necessary  outlets  to  other  streets 
must  be  made  at  the  cost  of  the  said  railroad  company,  which 
shall  pay  all  costs  of  changes  appurtenant  thereto ;  all  bridges 
over  streets  heretofore  opened  shall  be  built  at  the  expense  of 
the  said  railroad  company,  as  well  as  the  regrading  or  altera- 
tions resulting  therefrom.  When  streets  have  been  laid  down 
on  the  City  plan,  but  not  opened,  the  bridges  hereafter  re- 
quired are  to  be  built  mider  or  over  the  railroad.  On  undedi- 
cated  or  unopened  streets,  the  cost  of  constructing  all  neces- 
sary undergrade  or  overgrade  streets,  shall  be  divided  be- 
tween the  railroad  company  and  the  City,  and  the  railroad 
company  shall  provide  its  share  of  the  cost  of  building  said 
bridges  whenever  and  wherever  they  shall  be  notified  to  do 
so  by  ordinance  of  Councils. 

Sect.  5.  All  bridges  hereafter  l)uilt  to  carry  the  streets  over 
the  railroad,  shall  be  maintained  at  the  expense  of  the  City, 
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and  all  undergrade  bridges  shall  be  maintained  by  the  rail- 
road comjDany,  and  the  railroad  company  shall  keep  their 
road,  where  it  crosses  the  line  of  any  street,  in  good  order  and 
condition  at  all  times,  and  shall  save  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
harmless  so  far  as  said  City  may  be  liable  therefor,  from  any 
damages  arising  to  public  or  private  property  for  changes  of 
lines  or  grades  made  pursuant  to  the  authority  of  this  ordin- 
ance, and  from  any  responsibility  or  liability  that  may  grow 
out  of  the  construction  and  use  of  the  said  railroad,  over  or 
under  the  streets  as  aforesaid.  This  ordinance  shall  not  go 
into  effect  until  said  railroad  company  shall  have  first  paid  in- 
to the  City  Treasury,  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  print- 
ing the  same.

Dear  Sir: — ^In  answer  to  your  favor  of  25th  instant,  as 
to  the  right  of  Frank  D.  La  Lanne,  2201  Trinity  Place,  to 
make  an  addition  to  bay-window  on  first  floor  of  said  building, 
I  would  say  that  the  plan  submitted  shows  that  the  proposed

addition  will  extend  three  feet  lour  inches  beyond  the  building 
line,  and  encroach  to  that  extent  upon  the  footway  on  Twenty - 
second  street. 

The  ordinance  of  June  7th,  1882,  provides  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  No  bay  or  oriel  windows  projecting  beyond 
the  building  line  of  any  street  shall  hereafter  be  erected  by 
any  person  upon  the  lirst  story  of  the  front  of  any  building. 

"Sect.  2.  Oriel  or  bay-windows  may  hereafter  be  erected 
upon  any  fronts,  sides,  and  rear  ends  of  buildings,  extending 
over  the  pavement  of  the  street,  from  any  story  excepting  tlie 
first,  within  lines  drawn  froin  the  intersection  of  the  party 
lines  and  building  line,  at  an  angle  of  twenty  degrees  with  the 
latter,  and  to  a  distance  of  not  more  than  four  feet  beyond  it. 
All  oriel  or  bay-windows  already  erected,  or  being  erected,  in 
conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  remain  or 
be  completed,  the  same  as  if  they  were  commenced  after  its 
passage. 

"Sect.  3.  No  oriel  or  bay-windows,  other  than  such  as  are 
specified  in  Section  2  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  erected  upon 
any  buildings  bounded  by  any  of  the  streets  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia." 

I  am  of  opinion,  therefore,  from  the  facts  submitted,  that 
the  proposed  alteration  or  enlargement  is  prohibited  by  the 
terms  of  the  ordinance  quoted,  and  that  your  Bureau  should 
decline  to  issue  a  permit  therefor.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  your  communication  of  November  15th, 
1890,  in  wbich.  you  ask  whether  an  auctioneer  "  can  sell  at 
public  sale  or  vendue  goods  belonging  to  persons  declining 
business  or  housekeeping,  or  executors'  or  administrators' 
sales,  or  sales  of  the  courts,  without  a  license  ?  " 


The  Act  of  April  9th,  1859,  Section  8  (P.  L.  435),  pre- 
scribes that  a  license  should  not  be  requisite  to  justify  "sales 
authorized  by  the  Courts  of  said  City  or  County,  or  in  conse- 
quence of  any  legal  proceeding  whatever,  or  of  personal  prop- 
ert}^  sold  in  consequence  of  the  owner  declining  business  or 
housekeeping." 

If  the  class  of  auctioneeis  to  which  you  refer  were  exempt 
from  license  fees  under  that  Act  they  would,  in  my  opinion, 
be  exempt  under  the  Act  of  June  23d,  1873.  The  question, 
therefore,  is,  Were  such  auctioneers  exempt  under  the  Act  of 
1859  ? 

I  interpret  the  provision  quoted  from  that  act  as  intended 
to  exempt  only  persons  making  such  sales  upon  occasion ; 
not  persons  whose  business  it  is  to  do  so.  If  there  be  profes- 
sional auctioneers  in  Philadelphia  who  confine  themselves  to 
such  sales,  and  hire  themselves  by  the  day  or  other  period  to 
the  owner  of  such  goods  to  so  sell  them — -persons  who  have 
no  establishment  or  place  of  business  of  their  own — probably 
they  would  be  exempt  from  the  charge.  In  my  opinion,  all 
others  are  bound  to  take  out  sucli  a  license. 

The  remedy,  in  case  an  auctioneer  who  should  take  out  a 
license  fails  to  do  so,  is  by  indictment  in  the  criminal  court, 
All  of  the  legislation  upon  the  subject  of  auctioneers'  licenses 
relates  to  the  County,  rather  than  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 
It  is,  therefore,  proper  for  me  to  say  that  the  question  which 
you  put  comes  more  properly  within  the  province  of  the  Dis- 
trict Attorney  than  my  own.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  your  letter  of  the  -Ith  instant,  in 

relation  to  a  contract  for  the  erection  of  a  school-house  at 

Greenway  and  Cemetery   avenues,    in   the   Twenty-seventh 

Ward,  in  which  you  ask  my  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  the 


City  has  the  right  to  annul  the  contiact  made  with  Mr.  Elwood 
Thompson, 

On  the  14th  instant  I  received  a  letter  from  J'oseph  D. 
Austin,  the  architect,  in  which  he  says  that  in  the  fall  of  1890, 
the  Committee  on  Property  of  the  Board  of  Public  Education, 
after  advertisement,  awarded  the  contract  to  Mr.  Elwood 
Thompson  to  erect  a  four-division  school-house  on  a  lot  owned 
by  the  City,  at  the  corner  of  Greenway  and  Cemetery  avenues, 
in  the  Twent}^- seventh  "Ward ;  that  when  the  contractor  went 
to  the  District  Surveyor  to  obtain  the  lines  and  grades,  he  found 
that  both  of  the  avenues  above  named  were  to  be  raised  at 
one  place  as  much  as  eight  feet,  in  order  to  cross  a  new  rail- 
road. This  left  the  lot  in  a  hollow,  and  Mr.  Thompson  refused 
to  sign  the  agreement,  for  the  reason  that  he  could  not  carry 
out  the  specifications  and  plans  until  the  grading  of  the  high- 
ways has  been  done  by  the  City. 

Under  these  circumstances  the  committee  decided  that  it 
was  inadvisable  to  erect  a  building  on  a  lot  so  situated,  and 
decided  to  ask  the  opinion  of  the  City  Solicitor  as  to  whether 
or  not  said  contract  could  be  annulled. 

On  the  6th  of  February  last,  Mr.  McCarthy,  representing 
the  Bond  and  Contract  Bureau  in  this  Department,  received  a 
letter  from  Mr.  Grew,  attorney  for  Mr.  Elwood  Thompson,  in 
which  letter  Mr.  Grew  states  that  he  has  advised  Mr.  Thomp- 
son not  to  execute  the  contract  until  the  changes  referred  to 
above  should  be  made. 

In  view  of  all  the  facts  in  this  case,  I  am  of  opinion  that 
the  Board  of  Education  has  authority  to  rescind  the  contiact 
awarded  to  Mr.  Thompson.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  your  communication  of  the  20th 
instant,  in  which  you  ask  me  to  inform  you  if  the  following 


proviso,  attaclied  to  a  bill  granting  permission  to  tlie  Citizens' 
Passenger  Eailway  Company  to  lay  tracks  on  Clinton  street, 
can  be  enforced  by  the  City.     The  proviso  reads  as  follows : 

^^ Provided,  That  said  company  shall  enter  into  an  agreement 
with  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  be  filed  with  the  Law  De- 
partment, that  they  will  not  permit  any  of  their  cars  to  remain 
or  stand  on  Clinton  street  for  a  longer  period  than  is  abso- 
lutely necessary  for  the  taking  on  and  letting  off'  of  passengers, 
and  that  any  violation  of  this  provision  shall  subject  the  said 
railroad  company  to  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  (25)  dollars  for 
each  offence,  to  be  recovered  as  like  penalties  are  now  by  law 
collected." 

I  presume  that  this  question  arises  under  an  apphcation 
made  by  the  Citizens'  Passenger  Eailway  Company  to  lay 
tracks  on  Clinton  street.  So  far  as  their  power  under  their 
charter  and  general  laws  to  exercise  this  right  is  concerned,  is 
a  matter  I  have  given  no  consideration  to.  The  right  to  oc- 
cupy any  street  by  any  railroad  company  must  come  origi- 
nally from  the  Legislature,  which  right,  of  course,  cannot  be 
exercised  without  permission  first  being  obtained  from  Councils. 

Presuming  that  the  Citizens'  Passenger  Eailway  Company 
has  the  power  under  its  charter  to  lay  tracks  on  Clinton 
street,  I  have  only  to  say  that  the  proviso  is  illegal  so  far  as 
the  imposition  of  a  penalty  is  concerned,  because  I  can  find 
no  power  given  by  the  State  to  the  City  to  impose  such  a 
penalty  upon  the  company.  If,  however,  an  agreement  be 
entered  into  between  the  City  and  the  company  that  such  a 
penalty  shall  be  imposed  whenever  the  company  occupies  a 
longer  time  than  is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  taking  on  and 
letting  off  of  passengers,  it  may  be  collected  as  liquidated 
damages.  This,  of  course,  will  always  raise  the  question  of 
fact,  and  the  onl}-  way  to  recover  the  so-called  p*^  lalty  would 
be  by  an  action,  and  the  amount  recovered  w'a  be  measured 
by  the  damages  sustained.

Deas  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the 
23d  instant,  in  which  you  ask  me  for  an  opinion  on  the  fol- 
lowing question : 

"  Has  Councils  the  legal  right  to  grant  permission  to  the 
Citizens'  Passenger  Railway  Company  to  use  Pine  street  U) 
connect  with  the  tracks  on  Tenth  and  Eleventh  streets,  and 
would  such  permission,  if  granted,  be  binding  on  the  Spruce 
and  Pine  Street  Company?" 

I  presume  that  this  question  arises  under  an  application 
made  by  the  Tenth  and  Eleventh  Street  Passenger  Eailway 
Company  to  complete  a  circuit. 

I  answer  this  question  by  referring  you  to  the  Act  of  April 
80th,  1878,  Section  1,  P.  L.  38,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"  The  Councils  of  any  City  of  the  first  class  are  hereby  em- 
powered, in  all  cases  of  passenger  railways  which  have  been 
authorized  heretofore  and  now  laid  in  the  streets  of  said  City, 
to  consent  to  the  further  construction  and  extension  of  the 
lines  of  said  railways,  from  any  point  at  which  there  is  an  ex- 
isting construction,  along  any  street  alread}'  used  by  them,  and 
over  any  street  or  streets  not  occupied  by  any  passenger  rail- 
way, or  the  right  to  use  which  street  or  streets  for  passenger 
railway  purposes  has  not  been  granted  by  any  Act  of  Assembly 
of  this  Commonwealth,  for  a  distance  not  exceeding  six  hun- 
dred feet  oil  any  one  street ;  and,  if  necessary,  to  use  any  street 
or  portion  of  street  already  oct'upied  by  the  track  of  another 
company,  or  granted  (as)  aforesaid,  in  order  to  complete  a 
route  or  make  a  circuit,  it  shall  be  lawful,  with  consent  of  the 
said  Councils,  to  lay  a  track  thereupori,  for  a  distance  not  ex- 
ceeding six  hundred  feet,  or  with  the  consent  of  the  company 
whose  track  is  already  laid  thereon,  to  use  such  track  ;  and  in 
such  latter  case,  compensation  shall  be  made  to  the  company 
whose  track  may  thus  be  used,  by  annually  jiaying  to  the  said 
company  six  per  centum  on  the  one-half  cost  of  that  portion 
of  the  track  so  used,  and  one- half  of  the  cost  of  keeping  it  and 
the  street  in  repair;  Provided^  That  no  passenger  railway 
company  shall  be  authorized,  by  virtue  hereof,  to  extend  its 


tracks  over  any  streets  whatsoever,  exceeding  in  the  aggregate 
eighteen  hundred  feet  in  distance."

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  4th  inst., 
stating  that  the  Empire  Passenger  Railway  Company  desires 
to  obtain  a  permit  to  extend  its  tracks  on  Twelfth  and  Six- 
teenth streets  and  Snyder  avenue,  and  that  the  company 
claims  that  under  its  charter  it  is  not  obliged  to  file  the  agree- 
ment called  for  by  the  ordinance  of  1857,  requiring  all  rail- 
ways to  abide  by  all  ordinances  passed  and  to  be  passed  by 
Councils,  and  asking  me  whether  such  is  the  proper  interpre- 
tation of  the  ordinance.  In  reply  I  beg  to  say  that  the  Em- 
pire Passenger  Railway  Company  was  incorporated  by  Act  of 
10th  February,  1869.     It  is  provided  in  the  charter: 

"And  the  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  construct  and  lay  the  said  railway  without  obtaining 
the  consent  of  the  City  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  ; 
but  whenevjir  the  said  railway  shall  be  laid  and  used  by  run- 
ning passenger  cars  thereon,  the  said  company  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  regulating 
the  running  of  passenger  railway  cars." 

I  am  of  opinion  that  under  this  section  of  the  charter  the 
company  is  not  required  to  file  the  corporate  obligation  re- 
ferred to  in  the  ordinance  of  1857.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  Communication  of  the 
SOtli  ult.,  in  wliicli  you  ask  my  opinion  upon  the  question  as 
to  whether  or  not  the  Board  of  Public  Education  has  the 
power  to  appoint  a  janitor  in  a  school  chstrict. 

In  answer  I  desire  to  quote  from  the  Act  of  March  3d,  1818, 
Section  9,  (7  Smith,  55): 

"  The  said  directors,  for  every  section  respectively,  shall 
have  power  to  erect  and  establish  so  many  schools  in  their 
respective  sections  as  may  be  determined  upon  by  the  said 
controllers,  as  provided  in  the  fifth  section  of  this  Act ;  and 
shall  appoint  teachers,  and  provide  all  things  necessary  for 
maintaining  and  conducting  the  schools  in  their  respective 
sections,  and  shall  superintend  and  direct  the  said  schools  re- 
spectively." 

Under  this  provision  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  power  of 
appointing  janitors  rests  in  the  Sectional  School  Board.

Dear  Sir  : — ^I  am  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  17th  instant, 
with  Mr.  Smedley's  letter  to  me  of  the  15th  instant  as  an  en- 
closure, asking  whether  the  contractor  for  the  construction  of 
the  Westmoreland  street  sewer  from  the  terminus  of  the 
present  sewer  near  Aramingo  street  to   the    Delaware  river, 
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has  the  right  to  enter  upon  private  property  belonging  to 
James  B.  Stevenson,  Jr.,  Lambert  street  and  the  Delaware 
liver,  and  remove  a  railroad  track  on  the  line  of  the  sewer, 
laid  down  by  Mr.  Stevenson  since  the  contract  was  awarded. 

In  reply,  I  beg  to  say  that  the  City  has  the  undoubted 
right  to  enter  upon  private  property  in  the  construction  of  a 
sewer,  and  that  a  contractor,  acting  for  the  City,  has  the 
same  right.  Of  course  this  right  of  entry  carries  with  it  the 
right  to  remove  any  structure  necessary  to  be  removed  that 
the  work  may  be  completed. 

As  to  the  question  of  remunerating  the  contractor  for  the 
extra  expense  of  removing  the  track,  I  cannot  answer.  The 
determination  of  that  question  may  depend  upon  the  terms  of 
the  contract,  which  I  have  not  before  me.  If  the  contract  is 
silent  upon  the  subject,  and  does  not  cast  upon  the  contractor 
the  duty  of  removing  whatever  may  be  found  in  the  line  of 
the  sewer,  then  you  will  either  have  to  get  power  from  Coun- 
cils to  modify  the  contract  or  to  pay  the  contractor  extra  for 
his  work.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  20th  inst.,  is  to  hand.  I 
understand  your  question  to  apply  to  cases  where  notices  to 
property  owners  under  ordinance  of  1889,  requiring  such 
owners  to  repave  their  foot-ways,  has  been  given,  and  an  in- 
surmountable obstruction  has  prevented  the  City  doing  the 
work  itself.  The  fact  that  the  City  has  not  laid  or  repaired 
the  foot-way  in  the  same  year  in  which  the  notices  to  prop- 
erty owners  have  been  served,  in  my  opinion,  makes  no  dif- 
ference.    In  other  words,  if  the  notices  were  served  last  year 
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and  the  work  was  delayed  for  some  good  reason  until  tliis 
year,  I  do  not  see  how  any  point  could  be  made  againt  the 
City  in  relation  to  the  serving  of  the  notices.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  April  29th, 
in  relation  to  the  proposed  building  of  a  sewer  on  Oxford 
street,  west  of  Twenty-ninth  street,  I  have  examined  with 
care  all  the  papers  submitted  to  me  in  relation  to  the  matter, 
and  reply  as  follows : 

The  ordinance  of  February  26th,  1891,  authorized  the 
building  of  a  sewer  on  Oxford  street,  from  Thirty-third  street, 
to  an  old  sewer  at  169  feet  west  of  Twenty-ninth  street. 
Under  this  ordinance,  a  contract  was  awarded  to  Frank 
Knapp  at  seven  (7)  dollars  and  forty  (-40)  cents  per  foot. 

The  reasons  given  for  the  proposed  change  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  sewer  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
strike  me  as  good  and  sufficient,  and  I  think  the  matter 
should  be  brought  at  once  to  the  attention  of  Councils,  in  or- 
der that  an  amendatory  ordinance  may  be  passed,  confirming 
the  contract  as  it  at  present  stands,  and  authorizing  the  con- 
struction of  the  sewer  as  proposed  by  Mr.  Smedley,  the  Chief 
Engineer  and  Surveyor.

Dear  Sir  : — In  jour  communication  of  April  23d  ult., 
you  ask  my  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  the  ordinance  of 
26th  February,  1891,  authorizing  the  construction  of  sewers 
on  streets  authorized  by  Councils  to  be  paved  or  repaved, 
gives  authority  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  build 
a  sewer  in  cases  beyond  the  square  authorized  to  be  paved. 

In  answer,  I  desire  to  say  that  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
ordinance  does  not  give  the  authority  sought  for,  and  that  an 
ordinance  should  be  passed  either  amending  the  present  ordi- 
nance or  giving  full  authority  to  tlie  Department  to  exercise 
its  discretion  in  such  matters. 

Under  the  present  ordinance,  I  think  it  would  be  dangerous 
for  the  Department  to  exercise  that  power.

Dear  Sir: — In  answer  to  your  communication  of  April 
28th  in  relation  to  the  grading  of  Jackson  and  Moore  streets, 
I  reply  as  follows : 

In  the  communication  addressed  to  you  by  Mr.  George 
Bullock,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  of  the  27th  of 
April,  he  states  that  an  ordinance  was  passed  by  Councils 
October  21st,  1890,  for  the  grading  of  Jackson  street,  from 
Eleventh  to  Thirteenth  street,  and  that  a  contract  for  said 
work  was  awarded  to  John  Cather,  February  28th,  1891,  and 
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another  ordinance  was  passed  March  18th,  1891,  for  the  grad- 
ing of  Jackson  street,  fi'om  Tenth  to  Twelfth  street.  An  or- 
dinance Was  also  passed  November  26tli,  1890,  for  the  grad- 
ing of  Moore  street,  from  Sixteenth  to  Seventeenth  street,  and 
the  contract  for  said  work  was  awarded  to  F.  P.  Smart,  Jan- 
uary 9th,  1891.  Another  ordinance  was  passed  March  18th, 
1891,  for  the  gi-ading  of  Moore  street,  from  Sixteenth  to  Ward 
street. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  second  ordinance  in  each  of  the 
above  named  cases  covers  part  of  the  work  contracted  for  as 
specified  in  the  first  ordinance  in  each  case. 

The  question  is.  Can  contract  be  legally  awarded  for  such 
portion  of  this  work  as  is  provided  for  in  the  second  ordinance 
and  which  is  not  covered  by  the  first  ? 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  matter  should  be  referred  to 
Councils,  and  the  mistake  rectified  before  the  contracts  are 
awarded.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  read  your  letter  of  May  11th,  and 
have  carefully  noted  its  contents. 

You  state  that  the  contract  was  awarded  to  Mr,  B.  M.  Shan- 
ley  for  paving  Hunter's  lane,  from  Fifty-second  to  Fifty- 
fourth  street,  with  Lambertville  blocks,  at  two  (2)  dollars  and 
twenty-nine  (29)  cents  per  square  yard ;  also,  for  the  paving 
of  Lansdowne  avenue  from  Fifty-second  to  Fifty-fourth  street,, 
and  that  it  is  shown  by  the  schedule  classifying  this  work 
that  Thomas  Cunningham  offered  to  do  the  same  paving  with 
French  Creek  granite  for  two  (2)  dollars  and  twenty-seven 
(27)  cents  per  square  yard;  and  that  by  report  of  the  Chief 
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of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  of  April  2cl,  it  is  shown  that 
French  Creek  granite  and  Lambertville  gxanite  are  consid- 
ered equally  valuable  for  street  paving. 

You  also  inform  me  that  the  character  of  the  bidders — 
Mr.  Shanley  and  Mr..  Cunningham — is  equally  satisfactory  to 
the  Department.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
the  18th  instant,  in  which  you  ask  me  to  inform  you,  as 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  to  Verify  the  Cash  Accounts  of 
the  City  Treasurer,  whether  or  not  said  committee,  or  a  sub- 
committee thereof,  has  the  right  imder  oixlinance  of  Councils 
or  other  legal  authority,  to  handle  the  cash  in  the  drawer  of 
the  City  Treasurer  for  the  purpose  of  counting  same  in  veri- 
fication of  his  monthly  statement. 

The  cash  you  refer  to  is  in  the  custody  and  care  of  the 
City  Treasurer,  and  I  can  find  no  ordinance  or  Act  that  au. 
thorizes  a  committee,  or  sub-committee  of  Councils,  to  handle 
the  cash  of  the  City  Treasurer  for  the  purpose  named  in 
your  letter.  It  is  within  your  power  to  request  the  City 
Treasurer  that  he  authorize  his  cashier  to  handle  and  count 
the  cash  in  your  presence,  or  in  the  presence  of  a  sub-com- 
mittee appointed  by  you.

Dear  Sir  : — On  the  IGth  instant  I  received  a  letter  from 
you,  in  whicli  you  state  that  at  the  time  of  opening  the  bids. 
May  15th,  1891,  the  Stillwell  Manufacturing  Company  were 
the  lowest  bidders  for  repairs  to  the  machinery  of  Ice  Boat 
No.  1,  for  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty-two  (252)  dollars 
and  fifty-nine  (59)  cents.  You  request  my  advice  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  contract  can  be  awarded  to  this  company, 
their  bid  being  signed,  "  Stillwell  Manufacturing  Company, 
A.  M.  Loudenslager,  Secretary,"  Mr.  Loudenslager  being  a 
member  of  Councils  from  the  First  Ward. 

The  Act  of  May  23d,  1874,  Section  6,  pamphlet  laws,  233, 
reads :  "  No  member  or  officer  of  Councils,  or  any  depart- 
ment of  the  City  government,  shall  be  in  any  way  interested 
in  such  contracts,  directly  or  indirectly,  either  at  its  incep- 
tion or  during  the  progress  of  its  fulfillment,  or  furnish  any 
materials  or  suDplies  or  labor  for  such  contract." 

The  Act  of  June  1st,  1885,  Art.  14,  P.  L.  52,  reads  :  "No 
contract  for  work  to  be  done  for,  or  property  or  materials  to 
be  sold  or  supplied  to  any  city  of  the  first  class,  or  any  de- 
partment thereof,  shall  be  made  with  any  Councilman,  officer, 
or  employe  of  such  city,  or  with  any  firm,  copartnership,  or 
association  of  which  such  Councilman,  officer  or  employe  is 
a  member,  and  if  any  Councilman,  officer,  or  employe  during 
the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected  or  appointed, 
knowingly  acquire  an  interest  in  any  such  contract,  he  shall 
forfeit  his  office." 

I  am  not  sufficiently  familiar  with  the  facts  in  the  case 
which  you  have  submitted,  to  give  an  opinion  as  to  the  in- 
terest Mr.  Loudenslager  may  have  in  the  matter.  The  Still- 
well Manufacturing  Company  may  be  incorporated,  or  may 
be  a  partnership  or  an  association,  which  employes  Mr.  Lou- 
denslager as  secretary.  He  may  have  no  interest  whatever  in 
the  contract ;  simply  an  employe  of  the  company  or  associ- 
ation.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the 
9tli  inst.,  enclosing  the  cori-espondence  of  Mr.  Joseph  Whar- 
ton in  relation  to  a  plan  for  the  supply  of  the  City  with  water 
from  Mullica  river.  New  Jersey.  You  request  me  to  advise 
you  as  to  whether  or  not  the  City  of  Philadelphia  can  enter 
into  an  agreement  such  as  is  proposed  by  Mr.  Wharton,  and 
whether  there  are  any  legal  objections  which  should  prevent 
the  consideration  of  the  matter  by  the  Department. 

1.  The  City  of  Philadelphia,  under  an  ordinance  of  Coun- 
cils, can  enter  into  an  agreement  with  any  company,  legally 
organized  and  with  power  to  contract,  for  the  supply  of  water 
to  the  City.  The  provisions,  the  advisability,  etc.,  are  mat- 
ters for  the  consideration  of  Councils. 

2.  I  know  of  no  legal  objections  which  should  prevent  the 
consideration  of  the  matter  by  your  Department.

Dear  Sir  : — In  answer  to  your  letter  of  the  7th  inst.,  in 
which  you  desire  my  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  you  would 
be  justified  in  countersigning  warrants  presented  by  employes 
of  this  City,  for  services  rendered  as  road  jurors,  or  as  witnesses 
in  the  various  courts  of  this  City,  I  desire  to  reply  as  follows :

1.  Ordinances  approved  29th  December,  1890,  making  an 
appropriation  to  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners  for 
1891,  Item  8  reads:  "To  pay  road  jurors,  ten  thousand  (10,- 
000)  dollars;  Provided,  That  no  employe  or  officers  of 
courts  shall  be  paid  out  of  this  item."  Under  this  provision 
you  are  not  authorized  to  countersign  warrants  presented  by 
employes  of  the  City  as  road  jurors. 

2.  As  to  witness  fees  in  courts.  I  am  unable  to  answer 
this  question  intelligently,  unless  you  give  me  the  facts  in  the 
cases  that  have  arisen  before  you.  For  instance,  after  the  re- 
ceipt of  your  letter  Mr.  Ashbridge,  the  Coroner,  communi- 
cated with  me  in  a  letter  dated  the  11th  inst.,  in  which  he 
states  that  some  days  ago  Dr.  Harry  B.  Taylor,  one  of  the 
physicians  of  his  office,  presented  a  bill  and  warrant  to  you 
for  witness  fees  in  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions,  in  a  homi- 
cidal case,  and  that  you  declined  to  countersign  the  warrant 
on  the  groimd  that  Dr.  Taylor  was  on  the  pay-roll  of  the 
Coroner's  office.  Mr.  Ashbridge  states  that  the  duties  of  the 
doctor  are  to  make  po^t-mortem  examinations  upon  the  bodies 
of  deceased  persons,  and  that  he  is  paid  only  for  this  service, 
and  is  not  in  constant  attendance  upon  the  office,  and  outside 
of  his  public  duties  practices  his  profession. 

In  answer  I  desire  to  say,  that  if  the  doctor  in  his  services 
to  the  courts  as  a  witness,  does  not  devote  time  that  should 
be  given  to  the  City,  I  do  not  think  you  could  refuse  to  count- 
ersign his  warrant.  I  am  basing  this  answer  upon  the  facts 
given  me  by  the  Coroner,  in  relation  to  the  duties  of  Dr.  Taylor. 
If  there  are  any  other  cases  in  your  office  which  have  given 
rise  to  the  question  I  will  be  glad  to  hear  from  you.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  yours  of  the  2od  inst.,  advising  me  of 
the  receipt  by  Councils  of  the  resignation  of  John  Bardsley 
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as  Citv  Treasurer,  and  asking  nie  to  advise  you  as  to  the  duty 
of  Councils  in  tlie  premises,  covering : 

1.  The  proper  action  of  Councils  with  reference  to  the  res- 
ignation. 

2.  The  right  of  Councils  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

3.  The  eligibility  of  a  member  of  Councils  to  be  chosen  to 
fill  the  vacancy  in  case  Councils  have  the  right  to  elect. 

■i.  Such  other  points  as  it  may  seem  propei"  that  Councils 
should  be  advised  upon. 
In  reply,  I  beg  to  say : 

1.  There  seems  to  be  no  coui'se  open  to  Councils  but  to  ac- 
cept the  resiguatiou.  That  the  present  incumbent  should  no 
longer  till  the  office  is  clear.  That  his  resignation  is  unequiv- 
ocal, and  that  on  the  80th  inst.  the  office  will  be  in  fact,  if 
not  in  law,  without  a  head,  unless  a  successor  be  at  once 
selected,  is  apparent.  The  interests  of  the  City  are  too  im- 
portant to  leave  them  without  a  proper  party  in  charge  as 
Treasurer,  Mr.  Bardsley  clearly  has  the  right  to  resign,  and 
I  cannot  see  how  the  naming  of  a  successor  in  anywise  re- 
lieves him  or  his  sureties  for  past  dereliction  of  duty.  As  a 
matter  of  precaution,  it  might  be  well,  in  accepting  the  resig- 
nation, to  add  a  proviso  that  such  acceptance  shall  in  nowise 
relieve  him  or  his  sureties. 

2.  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  power  to  till  the  vacancy  is  in 
Councils. 

County  Treasurers,  as  part  of  the  machinery  of  govermuent, 
date  back  to  the  foundation  of  governnrerrt  in  the  province. 

The  Act  of  May  27th,  IS-tl,  P.  L.  400,  Section  5,  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

"  In  case  any  person  so  elected  Countv  Treasurer  shall  be 
declared  iireligible,  refuse  to  give  bonds  agreeably  to  law,  die, 
resign,  remove  from  the  county  or  be  removed  li-om  office  on 
account  of  any  delinquency  or  misdemeanor,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  County  Commissioners  to  appoint  a  suitable  person  to 
fill  said  office  until  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  said 
County  Treasurer  shall  have  been  elected,  and  the  person  so 
appointed  shall  conform  and  be  subject  to  the  laws  of  this 
Commonwealth  in  relation  to  County  Treasurers,  and  be  sub- 
ject to  like  removal,  provided  no  person  shall  be  appointed 
declared  by  law  to  be  ineligible  to  election." 
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It  is  clear  then,  that  after  1841,  any  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
County  Treasurer  would  have  been  filled  by  aj^pointment  or 
election  by  the  County  Commissioners. 

In  1854,  the  Consolidation  Act  was  passed,  whereby  the 
various  districts,  townships,  etc.,  in  Philadelphia  county  were 
merged  with  the  then  City,  as  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and 
the  limits  of  the  new  City  were  made  co-extensive  with  the 
county.  The  Act  was  that  of  February  2d,  1854,  and  Section 
10  reads : 

"The  qualified  voters  of  the  said  City  shall,  on  the  first 
Tuesday  in  May,  1855,  and  until  such  election,  the  present 
City  Tieasurer  shall  continue  to  be  the  City  Treasm-er,  and  on 
the  first  Tuesday  in  May  in  every  second  year  thereafter,  elect 
a  City  Treasurer  to  serve  for  two  years  from  the  first  Monday 
in  July  next,  succeeding  such  election.  He  shall  give  bond 
to  the  City  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty, 
in  such  amount  as  the  City  Councils  shall  direct,  and  shall, 
before  he  enters  upon  his  oifice,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or 
affirmation  honestly  to  keep  and  account  for  all  public  moneys 
and  property  entrusted  to  his  care ;  and  if  such  Treasurer  shall 
knowingly  violate  said  oath,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  per- 
jury, and,  f»n  conviction  thereof  in  the  proper  court,  be  sent- 
enced to  undergo  solitary  imprisonment  at  hard  labor  in  the 
Eastern  Penitentiary  for  the  term  of  not  less  than  one  or  more 
than  ten  years.  Any  vacancy  in  said  office  shall  be  filled  by 
the  City  Councils  by  viva  voce  vote  in  joint  meeting." 

It  is,  of  course,  equally  clear  that,  after  1854,  any  vacancy 
■"  in  said  office  "  would  be  filled  by  Councils,  and  such  must 
be  the  law  to-day,  unless  this  power,  then  given  to  Councils, 
has  been  taken  away. 

Article  XIV  of  the  Constitution,  Section  1,  provides  that 
•"  County  officers  shall  consist  of  Sheriffs,  Coroners,  Prothon- 
otaries.  Registers  of  Wills,  Recorders  of  Deeds,  Commission- 
ers, Treasurers,  Surveyors,  Auditors  ol'  Controllers,  Clerks  of 
the  Courts,  District  Attorneys,  and  such  others  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  established  by  law,  and  no  Sheriff  or  Treas- 
urer shall  be  eligible  for  the  term  next  succeeding  the  one  for 
which  he  may  be  elected. 

"  Sect.  2.  County  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  general 
elections,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  three 
years,  beginning  on  the  first  Monday  of  January  next  after 
their  election,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  duly  qual- 
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ified ;  all  vacancies  not  otherwise  provided  for  shall  be  filled 
in  such  manner  as  may  be  provided  bj  law." 

The  Act  of  31st  March,  1876  (P.  L.  18),  Section  17,  pro- 
vides : 

"  In  all  cases  where  a  city  containing  over  300,000  inhab- 
itants is  co-extensive  in  boundaries  with  the  county,  all  of  the 
officers  known  therein  as  City  Treasure!-,  City  Controller,  City 
Commissioners,  shall  severally  be  regarded  as  county  officers, 
and  as  such  shall  severally  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the 
duties  herein  enjoined,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties  as 
if  they  had  each  been  elected  or  apjiointed  as  county  officers, 
and  had  been  designated  as  sucli." 

It  is,  of  course,  clear  that  by  virtue  of  the  adoption  of  tbe 
Constitution  and  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  1876  the  City 
Treasurer  must  be  regarded  as  and  is,  in  law,  a  County  Treas- 
urer. This  point  was  settled  beyond  doubt  by  the  decision 
of  the  Supreme  Court  in  Common  wealth  ex  rel.  the  Attorney 
General  vs.  Taggart,  102  Pa.,  354. 

The  fact  is,  however,  of  no  significance,  unless  by  reason  of 
the  Treasurer  becoming  a  county  officer  there  exists  in  law 
no  provision  to  fill  a  vacancy  except  under  the  Act  of  1874. 
If  sucli  is  the  case  then,  and  only  in  such  event,  the  Governor 
must  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  Act  of  15th  May,  1874  (P.  L.  205),  provides: 
"  That  in  case  of  a  vacancy  happening  by  death,  resignation 
or  otherwise,  in  any  office  created  by  the  Constitution  or  laws 
of  this  Commonwealth,  and  where  provision  is  not  already 
made  by  said  Constitution  and  laws  to  fill  said  vacancy, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Governor  to  appoint  a  suitable 
person  to  fill  such  office,  who  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  Sen- 
ate, if  in  session,  and  who  shall  continue  therein  and  discharge 
the  duties  thereof  till  the  first  Monda}'  of  January  next  succeed- 
ing the  first  general  election,  which  shall  occur  three  or  more 
months  after  the  happening  of  such  vacancy." 

In  Commonwealth  vs.  Taggart,  already  referred  to,  the  right 
of  the  Governor  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  City  Con- 
troller of  Philadelphia  was  sustained  under  this  Act.  The 
Commonwealth  contended  in  that  case  that  no  provision  had 
been  made  by  law  to  fill  a  vacancy. in  that  office,  and  hence 
he  appointment  was  in  the  executive. 
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Councils  claimed  the  right  to  fill  the  vacancy  and  elected 
Mr,  Taggart.  When  aaked  lor  their  authority  they  were 
forced  to  I'ely  alone  ou  the  -iGth  Section  of  the  Act  of  1854, 
which  provides : 

"  Whenever  any  elective  officer  of  said  Cit}'-  shall  die  or 
become  incapable  of  fulfilling  the  duties  of  his  office,  his 
place,  except  where  other  provision  is  made  for  filling  the 
vacauc}',  shall  be  filled  by  a  joint  vote  of  City  Councils  until 
the  next  City  election  and  the  qualification  of  a  successor  in 
office ;  Provided^  That  such  vacancy  shall  exist  at  least  thirty 
daj^s  before  the  next  City  election,  otherwise  such  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  at  the  next  election  thereafter." 

The  question  then  upon  which  the  case  turned  was  whether 
the  City  Controller  was  "  an  elective  officer  of  the  City,"  and 
the  determination  that  he  was  not  a  city  but  a  county  officer 
took  him  out  of  the  reach  of  the  forty-sixth  section,  and  there 
being  no  other  provision  in  law  for  the  selection  of  a  successor, 
the  case  fell  directly  within  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1874. 

If  there  be  no  law  giving  to  any  one  or  any  body  the  right 
to  select  a  successor  to  Mr.  Bardsley,  then  the  decision  in  the 
Taggart  case  applies,  and  the  Governor  can  and  must  appoint. 

The  officer  directed  by  the  tenth  section  of  the  Act  of  1854 
to  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
is  denominated  a  City  Treasurer.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind, 
however,  that  Section  1  of  the  Act  provides  : 

"  That  the  corporate  name  of  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and 
citizens  of  Philadelphia  shall  be  changed  to  '  The  City  of  Phil- 
adelphia,' and  the  boundaiies  of  the  said  City  shall  be  ex- 
tended so  as  to  embrace  the  whole  of  the  territory  of  the 
county  of  Philadelphia,  and  all  the  powers  of  the  said  cor- 
poration as  enlarged  and  modified  by  this  Act  shall  be  exer- 
cised and  have  effect  within  the  said  county  and  over  the  in- 
habitants thereof" 

The  scheme  of  government  provided  by  the  Act  was  to  act 
upon  and  apply  to  the  county  and  inhabitants  thereof. 

The  officer  named  in  Section  10  was  to  be  the  Treasurer. 
He  is,  it  is  true,  styled  City  Treasurer,  but  he  is  "to  keep  and 
account  for  all  public  moneys  and  property  entrusted  to  his 
care."  He  is  "to  pay  into  the  Treasury  of  the  State  the 
amount  of  the  State  tax  assessed  within  the  limits  of  the  said 
city."     He  is  further  to  give  bond  "conditioned  for  the  safe 
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keeping  of  and  accounting  for  all  moneys  received  by  him  for 
the  use  of  the  State." 

In  point  of  fact,  since  1854  the  City  and  the  County  of 
Philadelphia  has  had  but  one  Treasurer.  He  has  exercised 
the  powers  devolving  on  him  under  the  Act  of  1851,  and  has 
also  exercised  every  power  and  performed  every  duty  vested 
in  or  imposed  u]wn  County  Treasurers,  eo  nomine^  by  Acts 
prior  to  1851."     Thus  he  has — 

Collected  the  licenses  for  bagatelle  rooms,  to  be  paid  to 
County  Treasurers,  under  the  Act  of  May  11th,  1853,  P.  L.  678. 

Performed  the  duties  imposed  upon  the  County  Treasurer 
of  Philadelphia  by  the  Act  of  April  IGth,  1819,  P.  L.  657, 
entitled  "An  Act  to  change  the  mode  of  granting  tavern 
licenses  in  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia." 

Collected  the  license  fee  required  to  be  paid  "  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  proper  county,"  under  the  Act  of  April  10th, 
1849,  P.  L.  573,  for  billiard  rooms,  bowling  saloons  or  ten-pin 
alleys,  restaurants  and  dealers  in  patent  medicines. 

[It  may  be  instructive  to  note  that  in  this  last  Act,  in  Sec- 
tion 19,  the  Legislature  speaks  of  "the  Treasurer  of  the  proper 
county,"  in  Section  20  of  "  the  County  Treasurer  of  the  proper 
city  and  county,"  and  in  Section  21  of  "the  proper  City  or 
County  Treasurer."] 

Discharged  the  duties  imposed  upon  "  the  Treasurer  of  the 
proper  city  or  county,"  by  the  Act  of  April  21st,  1846,  P.  L. 
415,  and  of  April  16th,  1845,  P.L.533,  relating  to  mercantile 
taxes. 

Made  the  collections  and  payments  reqiured  to  be  made  by 
"the  respective  County  Treasurers  "  by  the  Act  of  April  29th, 
1844,  P.  L.  499. 

Issued  brokers'  licenses  i  equired  under  the  terms  of  the  Act 
of  May  27th,  1841,  P.  L.  396,  which  requires  the  "  Treasurer 
of  the  proper  county  "  to  grant  the  commissions  or  (licenses). 

Made  the  returns  required  to  be  made  by  "  the  Treasurer  of 
each  county,"  under  the  Act  of  June  11th,  1840,  P.  L.  612. 

Kept  the  separate  accounts  of  all  moneys  received  by  him 
on  behalf  of  the  Commonwealth  from — 

I.  Licenses  granted  to  hawkers  and  peddlers. 

II.  Licenses  to  tavei'n  keepers. 

III.  Licenses  to  letailers  of  foreign  merchandise. 
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IV.  Taxes  assessed  for  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth, 
which  tlie  Act  of  April  loth,  1834,  P.  L.  542,  made  it  the 
duty  of  "  every  County  Treasurer  to  keep." 

Settled  his  accounts  with  the  Auditor-General,  as  required 
by  the  Act  of  May  8d,  1882,  P.  L.  417,  and  of  March  25th, 
1831,  P.  L.  209. 

Collected  the  licenses  imposed  upon  hawkers  and  peddlcis, 
which  the  Act  of  April  2d,  1830,  P.  L.  148,  made  it  the  duty 
of  "  County  Treasurers  "  to  account  for. 

In  this  connection  the  opinion  of  the  Couit  in  Philadelphia 
V.  Martin  and  Philadelphia  v.  Irvine,  125  Pa.,  583,  is  applicable. 
The  Court  there  said :  "A  review  of  the  legislation  of  Penn- 
sylvania establishes  beyond  controversy  that,  almost  from  the 
foundation  of  the  Commonwealth,  County  Treasurers  have 
been  required  not  only  to  perform  the  special  duties  connected 
with  the  office  to  which  they  were  appointed  or  elected  for 
the  county,  but  at  the  same  time  to  act  as  the  officer  or  agent 
of  the  State,  discharging  the  most  impoitant  trusts  in  con- 
nection with  the  collection  of  its  revenue." 

It  seems  to  me,  then,  that  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Treas- 
urer, whether  he  be  termed  City  Treasurer,  as  in  the  Act  of 
1854,  or  County  Treasurer,  as  in  the  new  Constitution  or  in 
the  Act  of  1876,  is,  within  the  meaning  of  Section  10  of  the 
Act  of  1854,  "  a  vacancy  in  said  office." 

Neither  the  Constitution  nor  the  Act  made  any  change  in 
the  office. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  there  is  in  fict  no  distinction 
between  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia.  There  is  a 
distinction  in  law,  but  the  Legislature  has  ignored  it.  Thus 
the  Act  of  June  1st,  1885,  says:  "In  cities  of  the  first  class 
the  executive  power  shall  be  vested  in  the  Mayor  and  in  the 
executive  departments  authorized  by  this  Act ; "  and  in 
Article  2  it  is  provided  that  there  "  shall  be  the  following  ex- 
ecutive departments,"  the  fourth  named  being  "the  Depait- 
ment  of  City  Treasurer." 

In  the  Act  of  May  14th,  1874,  P.  L.  175,  the  Treasurer  is 
spoken  of  as  "the  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia." 

In  the  Act  of  April  18th,  1878,  we  find  it  provided  that 
"  whenever  a  Treasurer  of  a  city  of  the  first  class,"  etc. 

In  the  Act  of  April  20th,  1887,  we  find  reference  again  to 
the  Treasurer  of  cities  of  the  first  class. 
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Briefly,  in  conclusion,  then,  under  the  Act  of  1841,  the 
power  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the  office  of  County  Treasurer 
was  vested  in  the  County  Commissioners. 

Under  the  Act  of  1854,  the  power  to  fill  a  vacancy  was 
vested  in  Councils,  and  the  only  question  to  be  considered  is 
whether  or  not  the  power  of  selection  to  fill  a  vacancy  so  im- 
posed under  the  Act  of  1854  in  Councils  has  been  repealed 
by  the  Constitution  or  subsequent  legislation. 

The  Constitution  designated  the  Treasurer  of  Philadelphia 
a  county  officer,  but  in  no  wise  repealed  the  provision  of  the 
Act  of  1854,  so  far  as  the  power  of  filling  a  vacancy  in  that 
office  is  concerned. 

The  Constitution  gave  to  the  Governor  of  the  Comrnon wealth 
the  power  to  fill  the  vacancies  in  offices  in  which  provision 
by  law  and  the  Constitution  had  not  been  made  for  the  filling 
of  vacancies. 

The  Act  of  May  15th,  1874,  provides  that  in  case  of  vacancy 
in  any  office  created  by  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Governor  to  appoint  a 
suitable  person  to  fill  such  oifice,  but  only  in  those  cases  whei  e 
provision  is  not  already  made  by  said  Constitution  and  laws. 

In  this  case  under  consideration,  in  the  organic  law  of  this 
City,  provision  is  made  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
Treasurer,  whose  duties  relate  to  the  County  as  well  as  to  the 
City. 

The  Constitution  making  the  Treasurer  a  county  officer 
therein  did  not  repeal  the  provision  of  ihe  Act  of  1854  giving 
power  to  Councils  to  fill  a  vacancy,  because  it  cannot  be  con- 
tended that  the  Legislature  could  not  vest  in  Councils  the  right 
to  fill  a  vacancy  in  a  county  office,  and,  the  Constitution  desig- 
nating this  as  a  county  office,  does  not  by  the  mere  designa- 
tion repeal  an  Act  which  provides  specially  for  the  filling  of 
a  vacancy  in  that  office. 

The  mere  fact  that  by  the  Constitution  this  office  is  placed 
in  a  particular  class,  in  no  wise  repeals  any  Act  that  provides 
for  the  filling  of  a  vacancy  in  said  office. 

The  power  vested  in  Councils  in  1854  in  relation  to  the 
filling  of  any  vacancy  in  this  particular  office  has  not  been 
repealed  directly  nor  by  implication  in  the  Constitution 
or  the  Acts  of  1874  and  1876.  The  Constitution  and  the 
Acts  just  referred  to,  simply  gave  power  to  the  Governor  to 
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fill  vacancies  only  in  those  cases  in  wliicli  provision  bad 
not  been  made  by  law,  and  the  provision  in  the  Act  of  1854 
in  relation  to  this  particular  ofiicc  in  this  particular  county 
was  known  to  the  frainers  of  the  Constitution  and  the  Acts  of 
1874  and  187(5 ;  and  that  provision  has  in  no  wise  been  af- 
fected simply  by  the  classification  and  designation  of  the 
official  who  holds  said  office. 

In  the  case  of  Commonwealth  against  Taggart,  Councils 
claimed  the  right  to  fill  a  vacancy  caused  in  the  office  of  City 
Controller,  and  attempted  to  exercise  their  authority  under 
the  following  portion  of  Section  46  of  the  Act  of  1854 : 

"  Whenever  any  elective  officer  of  said  City  shall  die  or  be- 
come incapable  of  fulfilling  the  duties  of  his  office,  his  place, 
■except  where  such  provision  is  made  for  filling  the  vacancy, 
shall  be  filled  by  a  joint  vote  of  the  City  Councils." 

The  case  simpl}?'  turned  upon  the  point  as  to  whether  or 
not  the  Controller  was  a  City  or  County  officer. 

But  it  will  at  once  be  seen  that  there  is  a  vast  difference 
between  that  case  and  the  one  under  consideration.  There 
was  no  special  provision  in  that  Act  for  the  filling  of  the  va- 
cancy in  the  office  of  City  Controller  as  in  the  office  of  City 
Treasurer.  There  was  no  special  section,  as  in  the  case  of  the 
Treasurer,  providing  for  the  election,  in  case  of  a  vacancy, 
*'  by  a  joint  meeting  of  Councils  and  by  a  liva  voce  vote." 

The  power  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Treasurer  is 
vested  by  law  in  Councils.  The  Governor  is  authorized  to 
fill  vacancies  in  those  cases  only  where  provision  is  not  made 
by  law,  and  I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  the  vacancy  cre- 
ated by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Bardsley  is  to  be  filled  by 
Councils.  •   - 

As  to  your  third  question,  I  answer  .that  I  am  of  opinion 
that  a  member  of  Councils  is  not  eligible  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Act  18th  March,  1863,  Section  2,  P.L.  143  :     ' 
"  No  member  of  Councils  of  said  City  shall  be  eligible  to 
•any    office,    employment  or   agency,    directly   or  indirectly, 
chosen  by  Councils,  or  either  branch  of  them,  during  the 
term  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected  to  Councils." 

Act  2d  February,  1854,  Section  4 : 

"  *  *  *  Nor  shall  any  member  of  said  Councils,  during 
the  term  for   which   he  shall  have  been  elected,  hold  anv 
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office  or  employment  herein    created  or  provided  for  of  a 
municipal  character." 

(Section  10  provides  for  City  Treasurer). 
Act  11th  March,  1869,  Section  2,  P.  L.,  317  : 
"  No  member  of  said  Councils  shall  hereafter  hold  any 
office  or  employment  in  the  choice  of  said  Councils  during 
the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected." 
Act  15th  May,  1874,  Section  11,  P.  L.,  136  : 
"  No  member  of  Councils  of  any  city  shall  be  eligible  to 
any  office,  employment  or  agency,  directly  chosen  by  Coun- 
cils, or  either  branch  of  them,  during  the  term  for  which  he 
shall  have  been  elected  to  Councils. 

"  Sect,    13.  No  member  of  said   Councils  shall  hereafter 
hold  any  office  or  employment  in  the  choice  of  said  Councils 
during  the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected."

Dear  Sir  : — I  duly,  received  the  resolution  of  Common 
Council,  entitled, 

*'A  Resolution  of  request.' to  the  Cit}^  Solicitor  for  informa- 
tion as  to  the  right  of  Councils  to  grant  special  permission 
to  an  individual,  firm  or   corporation   to    erect   a   wooden 
building  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia." 
"Whereas,  Councils    by   ordinance   of   11th   of  April, 
1863,  and  various  supplements  thereto,  prohibited  the  erec- 
tion of  any  wooden  iramed,  brick  paned  or  other  building 
whatsoever,  the  walls  whereof  are  not  composed  wholly  of 
incombustible  mateiials,  within  certain  parts  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  therein  specified ; 

"And  Whereas,  The  power  of  Councils  to  grant  per- 
mission by  ordinance  to  erect  frame  buildings  in  the  })rohib- 
ited  districts  has  been  questioned  ;  therefore, 
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"  Resolved,  By  Common  Council  of  tlie  Citj  of  Philadel- 
phia, that  the  City  Solicitor  be  re(|uested  to  inform  this  body 
whether  Councils  have  power  or  not  to  grant  special  permis- 
sion to  an  individual,  firm  or  corporation  (by  ordinance)  au- 
thorizing the  erection  of  a  wooden  building  within  those 
parts  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  which  the  erection  of 
wooden  buildings  are  prohibited  by  the  ordinance  of  18(>o 
and  its  supplements." 

The  Legislature  by  the  Act  of  24th  March,  1832,  (P.  L. 
178)  provided : 

"  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor,  aldermen  and  citizens  of 
Philadelphia  to  pass  ordinances  prohibiting  the  construction 
within  the  said  City,  or  any  part  thereof,  of  all  framed  oi' 
brick  paned  or  other  buildings,  the  walls  whereof  are  not 
wholly  composed  of  incombustible  materials." 

Councils  by  ordinance  of  llth  April,  1863  (p.  73),  pro- 
vided : 

"  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  erect  or  construct  any 
wooden  framed,  brick  paned  or  other  building  whatsoever, 
the  walls  whereof  are  not  composed  wholly  of  incumbustible 
materials,  or  remove  any  such  building,  except  on  the  same 
or  adjoining  lot,  or  enlarge  any  such  building  anywhere 
within  certain  defined  limits,  being  then  the  built-up  portion 
of  the  City." 

By  several  ordinances  since  1863,  the  limits  within  which 
the  construction  of  wooden  buildings  is  prohibited,  has  been 
considerably  increased. 

To  construct  a  wooden  building  upon  one's  land  where 
there  is  no  law  prohibiting  such  construction  is,  of  course,  but 
a  legitimate  exercise  of  the  rights  of  ownership. 

To  construct  a  wooden  building  within  the  territory  where 
such  construction  is  prohibited,  is  unlawful. 

The  question  presented  by  the  resolution  is  whether  Coun- 
cils have  the  right  to  grant  special  permission  to  any  one  to 
erect  a  wooden  building  within  that  portion  of  the  City 
where  such  erection  is  declared  unlawful  by  the  ordinance  of 
1863,  and  those  of  subsequent  years. 

I,  of  course,  recognize  that  Councils  have,  by  numerous 
ordinances,  assumed  to  grant  permission  for  such  erections.    ■ 

I  am  clearly  of  opinion  that  Councils  have  not  the  power 
to  grant  special  permission  to  any  one,  authorizing  the  erection 
of  a  wooden  building  within  those  parts  of  the  City  of  Phil- 
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adelphia  in  which  the  erection  of  wooden  buildings  is  prohib- 
ited by  the  ordinance  of  1863,  and  its  supplements. 

Tlie  piinciple  involved  has  been  decided  by  the  Courts  of 
Common  Pleas  in  this  county,  and  by  the  Supreme  Court. 

The  first  case  was  the  celebrated  "bay-window  case"  of 
Commonwealth  vs.  Harris  (10  W.  IST.  C.  10).  The  Attorney 
General  succeeded  in  procuring  the  removal  of  a  bay-window 
erected,  under  special  license  from  Councils,  into  a  sidewalk. 

The  ordinance  was  declared  to  be  absolutely  invalid,  and 
the  power  of  Council  to  regulate  the  subject,  except  by  gen- 
eral rules  and  regulations,  was  denied.  The  Court  said,  "  Per- 
fect equity  befoje  the  law  is  the  attribute  of  free  government ; 
it  proceeds  by  general  laws  affecting  all  the  citizens  alike, 
while  in  arbitrary  governments,  the  enjoyment  of  liberty  and 
property  is  dependent  on  the  favor  of  the  sovereign." 

The  same  question  came  np  again  and  was  decided  the 
same  way  in  lieimer's  appeal,  100  Pa.  182.  The  Couit  said, 
speaking  of  a  special  ordinance  to  permit  a  bay-window,  "  This 
is  characterized  as  special  legislation  on  subjects  of  general  in- 
terest and  concern,  forming  no  rule  or  regulation  for  all  alike, 
but  giving  invidious  privileges  to  the  favored  few  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  many,  which  is  contrary  to  the  whole  spirit  and 
intent  of  the  authority  entrusted  to  Councils. 

Both  the  cases  I  have  referred  to  have  been  recently  com- 
mented on  and  approved  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  Laramie 
and  Lincoln  Street  Eailway  Company.  Laramie  Street  Rail- 
way Company  et  al,  187  Pa.  54:6. 

The  effect  of  the  Act  of  1834  and  the  ordinances  of  1863 
and  later  dates  is  to  make  it  absolutely  unlawful  to  erect 
wooden  buildings  within  certain  portions  of  the  City  of  Phil- 
adelphia. Councils  may  repeal  all  ordinances  prohibiting  the 
erection  of  wooden  buildings,  thus  giving  to  every  property 
owner  the  right  to  improve  his  lot  as  he  please,  but  to  grant 
special  permission  to  one  lot  owner  to  put  up  a  wooden  build- 
ing, while  similar  permission  is  refused  to  adjoining  and  adja- 
cent owners  is  to  attempt  special  legislation,  which  the  law 
has  prohibited.     I  am,

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  your  communication  of  tlie  3d 
inst.,  in  whicli  you  state  that  Dr.  E.  M.  Herbst  was  com- 
missioned Lazaretto  Pbj-sician  on  May  1st;  that  his  commis- 
sion was  accepted  and  recorded  May  22d ;  that  he  entered 
upon  active  duty  on  June  1st,  the  commencement  of  the  quar- 
antine season,  and  you  desire  to  know  from  what  date  Dr. 
Ilerbst  can  claim  his  pay. 

The  Act  of  March  14th,  1874,  is  a  supplement  to  the  Act  of 
June  29th,  1818,  which  provides,  inter  alia,  that  the  salary  of 
the  Lazaretto  Physician  shall  he  two  thousand  five  hundied 
(2,500)  dollars  per  annum,  payable  quarterly. 

It  is  not  a  question  when  the  quarantine  season  begins.  It 
is  a  question  when  the  first  year  of  the  official's  teim  begins, 
and  no  doubt  his  term  begins  when  he  is  regularly  commis- 
sioned and  qualified.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  request  for  an  opinion  as  to  whether  or 
not  you  shall  issue  a  permit  to  Mr.  Buckley  to  build  a  dwell- 
ing-house on  Annapolis  street,  with  two  stables  in  the  rear, 
fronting  on  a  court  twelve  feet  wide,  as  per  plan  duly  received. 

There  is  no  doubt,  whatever,  that  Mr.  Buckley  is  entitled 
to  a  permit  for  the  house  alone,  fronting  on  Annapolis  street, 
there  being  the  yard  space  required  by  the  Act  of  1855,  of 
144  square  feet. 
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From  the  facts  and  plans  submitted,  as  well  from  the  re- 
port of  Assistant  City  Solicitor,  Norris  S.  Barratt,  who  has 
made  a  personal  inspection  of  the  premises,  I  lind  that  there 
are  two  old,  wooden  stables  on  Bailey's  court,  which  Mr. 
Buckley  proposes  to  tear  down  and  rebuild  of  Ijrick ;  and 
that  there  are  two  old  wooden  dwelling-houses  fronting  on 
Lieb  place,  immediately  opposite  the  first  fiame  stable,  access 
to  which  can  be  obtained  only  from  Lieb  place,  but  can  he 
build  the  two  brick  stables  fronting  on  Bailey's  court,  twelve 
feet  wide,  ingress  and  egress  to  them  being  through  Lieb 
place  to  Anapolis  street,  65  feet  of  which  is  only  nine  feet 
wide  ? 

The  sixth  section  of  the  Act  of  Assembly,  April  21st,  1855, 
provides,  inter  alia,  that  "No  new  dwelling-house  or  other 
building  within  said  City  (Philadelphia)  shall  front  upon  any 
street,  alley  or  court,  which  shall  be  of  less  width  than  twenty 
feet,  or  witliout  being  made  to  recede  so  that  such  street,  alley 
or  court  shall  be  of  that  width,  the  buildings  on  each  side 
equally  receding ;  the  damages  for  which  widening  shall  be 
assessed  and  paid  to  the  owner  in  manner  provided  by  law, 
in  case  of  opening  new  streets  *  *  *  *  and  no  build- 
ing of  any  kind  shall  be  permitted  to  be  erected  on  any  street, 
court  or  alley  hereafter  to  be  laid  out,  or  if  laid  out  and 
wholly  unimproved  by  brick  or  stone  buildings  before  the 

passage  of  this  Act,   of  a  less  width  than  twentv-five  feet." 
-;f      *      -;f      *      *      *      -»      *      -;•;- 

Under  this  Act,  both  stables  will  have  to  recede  from  the 
line  one-half  the  distance  necessary  to  make  Bailey's  court 
twenty  feet  wide.  As  it  is  twelve  feet  wide  now,  they  will 
each  have  to  recede /oiir  feet. 

The  second  section  of  ordinance  of  April  8th,  1890  (Ordi- 
nances 1890,  p.  12-1),  as  far  as  relates  to  your  Bureau,  pro- 
vides: "It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  Board  of  Building  In- 
spectors *  *  *  ^  oranyofficialof  the  City,  either  to  issue, 
or  cause,  or  allowed  to  be  issued,  any  permit  or  permits  for  the 
erection  of  any  building  or  buildings  *  *  *  *  or  in  any 
manner  countenance,  authorize  or  permit  the  erection  of  any 
building  or  buildings  on  any  street,  unless  said  street  shall  be 
of  not  less  than  thirty  feet  in  width,  as  provided  in  Section  1 
of  this  ordinance,  or  on  the  the  City  plan,  and  all  of  said 
streets  sliall  be  continuous  and  run  in  a  stiaight  line  from  one 
public  street  to  anotlier." 

This  was  amended  l)y  ordinance  of  June  9th,  1890  (Ordi- 
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nances,  1890,  p.  214),  so  as  not  to  apply  to  any  street  that  was 
on  the  City  phin,  or  that  was  actually  or  legally  open  at  the 
time  said  ordinance  was  passed. 

Under  this  ordinance,  you  are  forbidden  to  issue  a  permit 
for  a  building  on  any  street^  unless  said  street  shall  be  of  not 
less  than  tliirty  feet  in  width. 

These  two  buildings  do  not  front  on  a  street,  but  on  Bai- 
ley's court.  If  Lieb  place  and  Bailey's  court  are  streets  within 
the  meaning  of  the  ordinance,  tlien  it  would  be  improper  for 
you  to  issue  a  permit  except  they  were  made  thirty  feet  wide. 

But  I  am  of  opinion  that  Lieb  place  and  Bailey's  court  are 
not  streets,  but  merely  private  passage-ways,  therefore,  the 
ordinance  of  April  8th,  1890,  has  no  application. 

I  very  much  doubt  if  they  could  be  properl}^  called  "  alley- 
ways," which  are  generally  understood  to  be  open  and  unob- 
structed ways,  not  a  passage-way  through  which  a  person  may 
pass  by  opening  and  closing  doors  and  gates.  I  see  no  reason, 
therefore,  why  a  permit  should  not  be  issued  to  Mr.  Buckley, 
provided  he  recedes  so  as  to  make  Bailey's  court  twenty  feet 
wide,  as  I  have  suggested.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  25th  ult., 
in  which  you  enclose  a  copy  of  a  resolution  passed  by  Coun- 
cils that  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  be 
authorized  to  grant  the  request  of  the  per  diem  employes  of 
said  Department,  in  relation  to  the  half-holiday  on  Saturdays, 
as  authorized  by  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania  at  the  ses- 
sion of  1891,  providing  same  can  be  done  without  injury  to 
said  Department,  You  request  my  advice  as  to  whether  or 
not,  if  the  request  be  granted,  it  is  to  be  considered  that  the 
per  diem  employes  are  to  be  paid  for  the  half-holiday  so 
authorized. 
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The  Act  approved  May  7tli,  1801,  designating  days  and 
lialf-days  to  be  observed  as  legal  liolidaj^s  provides,  inter  alia, 
that  in  construing  this  Section  (Section  1),  every  Saturday 
designated  a  half-holiday  shall,  until  twelve  o'clock  noon,  be 
deemed  a  secular  or  business  day. 

The  resolution  passed  by  Councils  reads  as  follows : 
*'  Resolution  of  request  to  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Pubhc  Works. 

'■^Resolved,  by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  That  the  Directoi-  of  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  requested  to 
grant  the  request  of  the  employes  (per  diem)  of  the  said  De- 
partment in  relation  to  the  half-holiday  on  Saturdays,  which 
was  authorized  by  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania  at  the  ses- 
sion of  IbUl ;  Provided,  The  same  can  be  done  without  in- 
jury to  said  Department." 

Your  authority  is  contained  in  this  resolution,  and  in  order 
to  find  out  how  far  the  resolution  goes,  it  will  be  necessary  for 
you  to  read  carefully  the  request  made  to  Councils  in  relation 
to  this  matter.  In  other  words,  if  the  request  of  the  employes 
of  the  De})artment  of  Public  Works  to  Councils  petitions  for 
a  full  day's  pay  on  a  half-holiday,  and  the  resolution  granted 
that  request,  you  are  authorized  to  act  accordingly.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  your  communication  of  the  9th  in- 
stant, in  which  you  ask  me  the  following  questions : 

1.  "  When  the  City  fnnds  in  a  given  bank  or  depository 
shall  be  found  to  be  below  the  pro  rata  proportion  of  the  total 
sura  of  the  capital  stock  and  surplus  of  such  depository,  will  it 
be  my  duty  as  City  Treasurer  to  immediately  adjust  the  bal- 
ances in  the  several  City  depositories,  so  that  each  shall 
receive  and  hold  only  its  pro  rata  share  of  the  total  amount  of 
the  City  funds  on  deposit  ?  " 
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In  answer  to  tliis  question,  I  reply  that  the  ordinance  of 
June  21st,  1882  (Ordinances,  1882,  p.  280),  provides: 

"That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  the 
Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  deposit  the  City's 
money  remaining  as  balances  in  the  City  Treasury,  whether 
to  the  credit  of  the  City  fimd  account,  or  of  the  City  debt  ac- 
count, in  no  bank  now  or  hereatter  made  a  depository  of  the 
City's  money,  a  greater  sum  or  amoimt  of  said  money  than 
twenty-live  (25)  per  cent,  of  the  capital  stock  and  surplus  of 
said  bank." 

The  language  of  this  ordinance  is  somewhat  involved,  but 
I  take  it  to  mean  that  the  City  Treasurer  shall  not  deposit  in 
any  bank  designated  as  a  depository  by  Councils,  a  greater 
sum  of  money  than  twenty-iive  (25)  per  cent,  of  the  capital 
stock  and  surplus  of  said  bank. 

Under  this  provision,  I  understand  that  as  City  Treasurer 
you  cannot  exceed  the  limit  fixed  in  this  section. 

Section  3  of  the  same  ordinance  provides : 

"  That  each  and  every  bank  now  or  hereafter  made  a  de- 
pository of  the  City's  money  shall,  while  in  good  credit  and 
standing,  be  entitled  to  and  receive  on  deposit  such  portion 
of  the  City's  money  remaining  as  balances  in  the  City  Treas- 
ury, as  shall  be  in  a  pro  rata  proportion  to  the  total  sum  of 
the  capital  stock  and  surplus  of  such  bank." 

Under  this  provision,  you  are  required  to  adjust  this  matter 
in  as  practicable  a  way  as  possible ;  but  I  do  not  believe  you 
are  called  upon  to  perform  impossibilities,  nor  to  make  daily 
adjustments. 

2.  "  Is  each  of  the  depositories  of  the  City  funds,  as  se- 
lected and  designated  by  ordinances  of  Councils,  entitled  of 
right  to  a  pro  rata  share  of  the  total  funds  on  deposit ;  or 
have  I,  as  City  Treasurer,  any  discretion  in  the  matter?  If 
I  have  no  such  discretion,  should  a  daily  adjustment  be  made 
of  the  balances  in  the  various  depositories  ?  " 

In  answer  to  this  question,  I  have  but  again  to  refer  you 
to  Section  3  of  the  ordinance  above  quoted,  which  section 
you  should  follow  as  closely  as  practicable. 

3.  "  If  at  any  time  it  shall  appear  to  be  to  the  interest  and 
advantage  of  the  City  that  all  of  the  funds  in  a  given  deposi- 
tory shall  be  withdrawn,  will  it  be  necessary  to  have  the 
Mayor  and  Controller  join  in  signing  the  check  or  draft  to  be 
drawn  for  that  purpose?  " 
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The  ordinance  of  February  28th,  1872  (Ordinances,  1872, 
p.  71),  in  Section  5,  provides  that  "  all  moneys  of  the  City 
may  be  at  any  time  withdrawn  from  any  depository  by  check 
signed  by  the  Mayor,  Controller  and  Treasurer,  who  shall 
hold  or  deposit  the  same  in  such  manner  as  may  be  directed 
by  Councils." 

This  is  the  only  authority  I  can  find  providing  for  the 
withdrawal  of  all  funds  in  any  one  particular  depository. 
This  is  to  provide  for  the  case  where  all  the  funds  are  to  be 
drawn  from  a  depository,  not  for  the  payment  of  a  City 
debt,  but  from  motives  of  prudence,  or  where  there  may  be 
some  doubt  as  to  the  safety  of  the  deposits. 

4.  "  Have  I,  as  City  Treasurer,  authority  under  any  cir- 
cumstances to  withdraw  money  from  one  depository,  and 
place  the  same  in  any  other  depository  of  the  City  funds  ?  If 
so,  to  what  extent  and  for  what  purpose  may  I  so  withdraw 
it?" 

In  answer  to  this  question,  I  refer  you  to  an  ordinance  en- 
titled "An  Ordinance  to  prevent  transfers  by  the  City  Treas- 
urer of  moneys  of  the  City  from  one  bank  to  another,  and  to 
regulate  the  drawing  of  checks,"  approved  December  31st, 
1877  (Ordinances,  1877,  p.  391).  This  ordinance  in  Section 
1  provides: 

"  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  for  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to 
transfer  any  moneys  of  the  said  City  from  one  bank  or  depos- 
itory of  said  moneys  to  another,  by  checks  drawn  upon  the 
City  account  on  one  bank  and  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the 
City  account  in  another."

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the 
20th  instant,  in  which  you  state  that  you  have  received  my 
letter  of  the  15th  instant,  in  answer  to  yours  of  the  9th,  and 
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you  desire  further  light  upon  certain  questions  propounded  to 
me  in  your  lirst  letter. 

First,  3'ou  desire  to  know  whether  as  City  Treasui'er  you 
have  authority,  under  any  circumstances,  to  withdraw  money 
from  one  depository  and  place  the  same  in  any  other  depository 
of  City  funds  ;  and  if  so,  to  what  extent,  and  for  what  purpose 
you  may  so  withdraw  it ;  and,  second,  or  do  the  words  "  in 
good  credit  and  standing  "  vest  in  the  Treasurer  any  discretion 
as  to  the  banks  entitled  to  enjoy  the  use  of  the  City's  money 
on  deposit? 

In  answer  to  the  lirst  (question,  I  must  again  refer  you  to 
the  Ordinance  of  December  31st,  1877,  Section  1  of  which 
provides : 

"  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  for  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to 
transfer  any  moneys  of  the  said  City  from  one  bank  or  de- 
pository of  said  moneys  to  another,  b}^  checks  drawn  upon  the 
Citv  account  on  one  bank  and  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the 
City  account  in  another." 

This  ordinance  is  plain  and  specific  in  its  direction — that  it 
shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  City  Treasurer  to  transfer  any 
moneys  of  tbe  City  from  one  bank  to  another.  And  in  the 
matter  of  your  future  protection,  I  deem  it  of  the  utmost  im- 
portance that  you  should  ol)ey  this  ordinance  to  the  very 
letter.  I  can  find  no  repeal  of  this  provision  in  the  Ordinance 
of  June  21st,  1882.     This  ordinance  provides: 

"  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  the 
Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  deposit  the  City's 
money  remaining  as  balances  in  the  City  Treasury,  whether 
to  the  credit  of  the  City  fund  account  or  of  the  City  debt  ac- 
count, in  no  bank  now  or  hereafter  made  a  depository  of  the 
City's  money,  a  greater  sum  or  amount  of  said  money  than 
twenty-five  (25)  per  cent,  of  the  capital  stock  and  surplus  of 
said  bank." 

Under  this  provision,  you  cannot,  as  City  Treasurer,  deposit 
in  any  one  depository  a  greater  sum  of  the  City's  money  than 
twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  capital  stock  and  surplus  of  such 
bank. 

If  by  accident,  by  oversight,  or  perhaps  by  necessity,  a 
greater  sum  than  that  authorized  by  the  ordinances  be  de- 
posited in  a  bank,  it  will  be  your  duty  to  reduce  this  excess 
by  drawing  against  that  deposit  in  the  payment  of  the  City's 
debts. 
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Section  3  of  the  same  ordinance  provides : 

"That  each  and  every  bank  now  or  hereafter  made  a  de- 
pository of  the  'City's  money  shall,  while  in  good  credit  and 
standing,  be  entitled  to  and  receive  on  deposit  such  portion  of 
the  City's  money  remaining  as  balances  in  the  City  Treasury 
as  shall  be  in  a  pro  rata  proportion  to  the  total  sum  of  the 
capital  stock  and  surplus  of  such  bank." 

This  provision  authorizes  you  to  make  as  fair  a  distribution 
of  the  moneys  in  your  hands  for  deposit  among  the  designated 
depositories  as  you  possibly  can  under  all  the  circumstances 
in  the  case.  In  other  words,  as  trustee  holding  these  moneys 
for  the  City  you  are  to  pursue  a  practicable  plan  and  to  make 
the  adjustments  as  fairly  and  as  equitably  as  possible.  So  far 
as  the  words  "in  good  credit  and  standing"  are  concerned, 
you  have  here  perhaps  room  for  some  discretion.  In  other 
words,  it  would  not  be  reasonable  to  suppose  that  Councils 
intended  to  so  strip  you  of  all  discretion  and  judgment  that 
you  would  be  obliged,  in  order  to  make  your  adjustments,  to 
deposit  money  in  a  bank  that  you  were  convinced  was  in  a 
failing  condition.  When  information  leads  you  to  believe 
that  one  of  the  designated  depositories  is  not  safe,  you  should 
communicate  your  information  to  Councils,  in  order  that  they 
may  consider  the  matter  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  and 
make  some  safe  provision  tor  the  City's  money. 

In  conclusion,  the  ordinance  of  1877  declares  it  to  be  un- 
lawful for  you  as  City  Treasurer  to  withdraw  the  City's 
money  from  one  bank  and  place  it  in  another,  and  the  ordi- 
nance of  1882  imposes  upon  you  the  duty  to  deposit  not  more 
than  a  certain  amount  in  any  one  bank,  and  to  make  as  fair 
and  as  equitable  a  distribution  of  the  public  moneys  in  your 
hands  among  the  several  designated  depositories  as  can  pos- 
sibly be  done. 

In  case  of  exigency,  when  you  are  called  upon  to  exercise 
your  judgment,  communicate  the  facts  to  Councils,  and  place 
the  responsibility  where  it  belongs,  for  you  are  bound  by  their 
ordinances  and  are  subject  to  their  directions.  You  should  at 
all  times  avoid  that  which  may  personall}''  involve  you  in 
liability  to  the  City ;  and  if  in  your  discharge  of  the  duties 
of  your  office  you  discover  defects  in  the  system,  or  duties 
imposed  by  ordinances  that  cannot  be  carried  out,  you  should 
state  fully  in  a  communication  to  Councils  the  reforms  yon 
desire  to  effect,  or  the  changes  you  think  it  would  be  advis- 
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able  to  make.     Until  this  be  done,  you  are  bound  to  a  close 
interpretation  of  the  ordinances.

In  answer,  I  am  of  opinion  that  in  the  matter  of  pohce 
regulations  the  ordinances  of  the  City  apply  to  City  avenue.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the 
8th  inst.,  asking  my  opinion  as  to  whether  carriages  in  the 
employ  of  the  American  District  Telegraph  Company  come 
under  the  hackney  carriage  law. 

In  answer  I  would  say,  that  the  ordinance  of  July  11th, 
1876,  Section  1,  provides: 

"  That  every  hack,  stage  coach,  cab,  coupe,  barouche  or 
other  vehicle,  whether  on  wheels  or  runners,  sent  upon  public 
stands,  except   omnibuses  and  railroad  cars,  which  shall  be 
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used  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  the  conveyance  of  per- 
sons for  hire,  from  place  to  place,  within  said  City,  shall  be 
deemed  a  hackney  carriage  within  the  meaning  of  this  ordi- 
nance." 

Section  11,  of  the  same  ordinance,  provides: 
"  That  the  Mayor  be  authorized  to  appoint  as  many  tem- 
porary stands  for  hackney  carriages  at  steamboat  landings, 
railroad  depots  and  adjacent  to  hotels  as  the  convenience  of 
the  public  may  require,  with  power  to  regulate  the  number  to 
be  employed,  hours  during  which  such  temporary  stands  may 
be  occupied,"  etc. 

Section  12,  of  the  same  ordinance,  provides: 
"  That  Councils  shall  fix  by  ordinance  all  permanent  stands 
on  the  public  highways  for  hackney  carriages." 

I  am,  therefore,  of  opinion,  that  if  the  carriages  of  the 
American  District  Telegraph  Company  occupy  any  portion  of 
the  highway,  or  the  permanent  or  temporary  stands  provided 
for  hackney  carriages,  for  the  purpose  of  hire,  they  come  within 
the  meaning  of  the  above  ordinance.

Dear  Sir  : — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  yours  of 
the  24th  ult.,  asking  whether,  under  the  contract  between  the 
City  and  the  Frankfort  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company, 
that  company  is  entitled  to  be  paid  fifty-five  (55)  cents  per 
night,  per  lamp,  for  arc  lights,  with  a  current  of  nine  and  six- 
tenths  amperes  and  forty-seven  volts. 

Some  time  prior  to  or  about  January  1st  last,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  invited  bids  for  electric  lights  under 
printed  specifications,  the  third  clause  of  which  provided  that 
' '  a  current  strength  of  not  less  than  nine  and  six-tenths 
amperes  and  a  voltage  of  not  less  than  forty-seven  at  the  lamp 
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must  be  maintained."  The  company  bid  on  these  s})ccifica- 
tions,  but  wrote  thereon  "  Tlie  system  we  are  using  is  the 
Thomson-Houston  arc  six  and  six-tenths  amperes  and  forty- 
seven  or  over  volts,  which  can  be  increased  to  seven  amperes. 
These  seven  amperes  and  forty-seven  volts  we  can  famish  at 
forty  (40)  cents  per  light,  per  night.  If  you  must  have  nine  and 
six-tenths  amperes  and  forty-seven  volts,  we  will  change  our 
dynamos  and  lamps  and  furnish  that  amount  for  fifty-five  (55) 
cents." 

On  January  8th,  1891,  the  Director  of  Public  Works  re- 
quested me  to  draw  a  contract  with  the  company  "  in  accord- 
ance with  the  accompanying  specifications,"  A\'hich  specifica- 
tions were  those  to  which  I  have  referred.  The  contract  was 
drawn  providing  for  the  payment  to  the  company  for  arc 
lights  "  six  and  six- tenths  amperes  and  forty-seven  volts  per 
light,  per  night,  and  for  said  lights  nine  and  six-tenths  amperes 
and  forty- seven  volts,  fifty-five  (55)  cents  per  light,  per  night." 

It  seems  plain  to  me,  then,  that  if  the  company  shall  furnish 
a  current  of  the  strength  of  nine  and  six-tenths  amperes  and  a 
voltage  of  forty -seven  at  your  request,  or  with  your  concur- 
rence, that  it  is  entitled  to  be  paid  the  contract  price  therefor, 
to  wit :  Fifty-five  (55)  cents.

Deae  Sie  : — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  yours  of

Solicitor,  with  reference  to  the  paving  of  Trenton  avenue, 
from  Norris  to  Dauphin  street,  received. 

You  state  as  follows:  "Trenton  avenue,  from  Norris  to 
Dauphin  street,  was  authorized  to  be  paved  on  the  east  side 
of  the  railroad  by  ordinance  of  November  29th,  1890.  The 
Philadelphia  and  Trenton  Railroad  is  in  the  middle  of  the 
street,  33  feet  wide  with  the  right  of  way  of  13|  feet  on  each 
side."  You  inquire  whether  the  right  of  way  of  the  rail- 
road is  chargeable  with  one-half  of  this  paving. 

It  has  been  frequently  decided,  particularly  in  the  case  of 
the  Borough  of  Mt.  Pleasant  against  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  (27  W.  N.  C,  177)  that  the  right  of  way  of  a  rail- 
road is  not  liable  for  the  paving  of  a  street. 

If  the  13  J  feet  you  refer  to  forms  a  portion  of  the  right 
of  way  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Trenton  Railroad,  it  cannot  be 
chargeable  with  the  cost  of  paving.

My  Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
the  18tli  inst,  in  which  you  state  that  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  Water  Department  informs  you  that  in  the  matter  of 
water  rent,  bills  rendered  in  cases  where  meters  are  used  by 
manufacturing  establishments,  etc.,  the  consumers  object  to 
making  payments. 

You  further  state  that  these  bills  are  rendered  in  accord- 
ance with  the  resolution  of  May  18th,  1870,  and  the  ordinance 
of  July,  1872  (Brightley's  Digest,  page  205,  par.  70  ;  and  page 
206,  par.  71),  directs  that  the  prices  that  shall  be  paid  by  con- 
sumers of  water  shall  be  sixty  (60)  cents  per  1,000  cubic  feet. 

You  desire  my  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  it  is  best  for 
the  Department  to  insist  upon  the  settlement  of  such  bills 
without  further  delay. 

In  answer,  I  have  only  to  say  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  De- 
partment to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  ordinance.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  18th  inst., 
in  which  you  enclose  a  copy  of  a  letter  dated  September  13th, 
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received  from  Thomas  R.  Elcock,  Esq.,  attorney  for  R.  B. 
Malone  &  Company,  in  which  he  states  "that  they  are  the  low- 
est and  best  bidders  for  the  work  "  of  erecting  a  bridge  at  Ken- 
sington avenue  and  Frankford  creek,  their  proposal  being  for 
forty-nine  thousand  (49,000)  dollars  for  a  steel  structure,  and 
forty-eight  thousand  (48,000)  dollars  for  an  iron  structure. 
These  amounts  are  correct,  and  were  scheduled  at  the  opening 
of  the  bids. 

In  your  letter  you  state  that  at  the  time  the  bid  was  re- 
ceived from  R.  B.  Malone  &  Company,  the  Department  also 
received  a  proposal  from  I.  H.  Hath  way  &  Company,  the 
lowest  bidders,  amounting  to  forty-three  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  sixty-six  (43,96(3)  dollars  for  a  steel  structure,  and 
forty-four  thousand  three  hundred  and  eighty-five  (44,385) 
dollars  for  an  iron  structure  ;  that  against  the  awarding  of  the 
contract  to  the  latter  firm  objection  was  made  by  Thomas  R. 
Elcock,  attorney  for  R.  B.  Malone  &  Company,  that  the  con- 
tract should  not  be  awarded  to  Hathway  &  Company,  on 
the  ground  that  they  are  defaulting  contractors.  In  answer 
to  this,  however,  you  state  that  under  a  certain  contract 
awarded  by  the  City  to  Hathway  &  Company,  in  the  matter 
of  the  building  of  the  bridge  masonry  at  Walnut  street  bridge, 
the  work  has  not  been  completed  within  the  time  set  forth  in 
the  contract,  but  they  have  from  time  to  time  presented  such 
extenuating  circumstances  that  your  predecessor  in  ofiice,  using 
his  best  judgment,  extended  the  time  fixed  by  the  contract. 

If  this  be  so,  Hathway  &  Compan}'  to-day  are  not  default- 
ing contractors.  On  the  other  hand,  the  letter  addressed  to 
you  by  Samuel  L.  Smedley,  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
shows  that  R.  B.  Malone  is  one  of  a  firm  of  defaulting  con- 
tractors, and  that  his  bid  is  largely  in  excess  of  the  amount 
appropriated,  and  that  under  no  circumstances  should  the 
contract  be  awarded  to  R.  B.  Malone  &  Company. 

Under  all  these  facts  I  do  not  see  what  position  R.  B. 
Malone  &  Company  can  take  in  opposing  the  award  of  the 
contract  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder.

Dear  Sir  : — In  answer  to  your  letter  of  tlie  lOtn  instant, 
I  would  say  that,  if  the  "Charles  W.  Wetmore"  unloaded 
her  cargo,  shipped  from  Liverpool,  at  New  York,  within  less 
than  thirty  days  before  her  arrival  at  this  port,  she  ought  to 
have  been  subjected  to  the  same  requirements  as  if  she  had 
carried  such  cargo  into  Philadelphia  without  discharging  any 
part  thereof  or  stopping  at  any  intermediate  port. 

In  my  opinion,  the  fact  that  such  a  vessel  may  be  now  on 
her  way  to  a  foreign  port,  for  which  she  is  here  completing 
her  cargo,  does  not  govbm  her  capacity  as  a  foreign  or  coast- 
wise vessel  when  arriving  at  this  port.  The  examination,  etc., 
to  which  a  vessel  is  subjected,  is  predicated  by  law  upon  tlie 
facts  of  her  voyage  to  this  port,  and  not  upon  her  subsequent 
movements.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  19th  in- 
stant, in  which  you  state  that  Michael  O'Rourke  claims  to 
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have  a  contract  for  the  paving  of  Jasper  street,  from  Somerset 
street  to  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Eailroad,  with  rubble 
stone,  and  desires  to  go  on  with  the  work.  That  the  contract 
was  made  wath  him  on  the  25th  day  of  April,  1874,  in  pursu- 
ance of  a  resolution  of  April  1st,  1874,  for  the  paving  of  Jas- 
per street,  from  Hart  lane  to  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading 
Railroad,  a  portion  of  which  was  completed  several  years  ago. 

That  subsequent  to  this  contract,  an  ordinance  was  passed  on 
the  12th  of  December,  1881,  which  provided  :  "  That  on  and 
after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  it  shall  be  unlawful  to 
pave  with  cobble  or  rubble  pavement  any  street  in  the  City 
of  Philadelphia." 

The  ordinance  of  January  26th,  1878,  provides  that  all 
contracts  for  grading  or  paving  made  for  two  years  or  more, 
and  the  work  remaining  iincompleted  on  January  1st,  1878, 
said  contracts  shall  be  declared  void  and  of  no  effect. 

On  July  8th,  1891,  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  approved  an  or- 
dinance directing  the  paving  of  Jasper  street,  from  Somerset 
to  Sterner  street,  which  is  included  in  that  portion  of  the 
street  between  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad,  with 
Belgian  blocks. 

In  your  letter  you  state  that  you  have  advertised  the  work 
under  the  ordinance  of  July  8th,  1891. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  you  are  to  proceed  in  accordance  with 
the.  pro  visions  of  the  ordinance  of  1891.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  26th  in- 
stant, asking  for  my  opinion  as  to  the  time  when  the  City 
Treasurer  should  accumulate  the  amount  necessary  for  the 
payment  of  the  semi-annual  interest  on  the  City  debt,  and  in  • 
which  letter  you  also  call  my  attention  to  the  ordinance  of 
December  10th,  1878,  which  directs  that  the  City  Treasurer 
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shall  "accumulate  the  sums  of  money  necessary  for  the  semi- 
annual payment  of  the  interest  upon  the  funded  debt,"  as  fol- 
lows : 

"  1.  From  the  first  moneys-  received  by  the  City  Treasurer 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June  of  each  year,  he  shall  de- 
posit in  each  of  the  said  months  with  the  fiscal  agent  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  one-half  the  amount  needed  to  pay  the 
interest  falling  due  on  the  succeeding  first  day  of  July. 

"2,  From  the  first  moneys  received  by  the  said  City  Treas- 
urer during  the  months  of  September,  October,  November 
and  December  in  each  year,  he  shall  deposit  in  each  of  the 
said  months,  with  the  fiscal  agent  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
one-fourth  the  amount  needed  to  pay  the  interest  falling  due 
on  the  succeeding  first  day  of  January." 

You  further  call  my  attention  to  the  ordinance  of  December 
22,  1888,  which  provides  as  follows : 

"  1.  That  in  order  to  facilitate  the  business  of  the  office  of 
the  City  Treasurer,  and  for  the  convenience  of  the  public  in- 
terest, the  City  Treasurer  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  aathorized  to 
deposit  with  the  fiscal  agent  of  the  City,  the  moneys  required 
to  pay  the  interest  on  the  City  debt,  and  the  amount  of  the 
serial  loans  at  least  three  days  prior  to  the  same  falling  due. 

"2.  He  is  hereby  further  authorized  to  select  from  the  na- 
tional banks  which  are  now  depositories  of  the  City's  money, 
an  additional  bank  in  which  to  transact  the  business  of  the 
City,  subject  to  Section  5  of  the  ordinance  approved  June 
21st,  1882,  and  orchnance  of  April  2d,  1887. 

"All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed." 

In  reply,  I  answer  as  follows : 

In  my  opinion,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  City  Treasurer  to  ac- 
cumulate the  sums  of  money  necessary  for  the  semi-annual 
payments  of  interest  upon  the  funded  debt,  as  provided  for  in 
the  ordinance  of  December  10th,  1878,  and  that  the  ordinance 
of  December  22d,  1888,  is  not  necessarily  inconsistent  with 
and  does  not  repeal  the  prior  ordinance.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  15tli 
instant,  in  relation  to  the  refiisal  of  Michael  O'Eourke  to  sign 
the  contract  for  work  to  be  done  at  the  new  county  prison, 
awarded  to  him  on  the  11th  ultimo. 

Under  the  law,  in  all  cases,  a  contractor,  who  makes  a  bid 
for  the  doing  of  public  work,  files  what  is  termed  a  proposal 
bond  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred  (500)  dollars.  If,  under  that 
bid,  the  contract  is  awarded  to  him,  and  he  refuses  to  comply 
with  his  agi-eement,  readvertisement  takes  place  and  new  pro- 
posals arc  received,  and  in  case  it  is  subsequently  awarded  to 
a  contractor  at  a  higher  price  than  the  original  bid,  the  origi- 
nal contractor  who  refuses  to  comph^  with  his  agreement  is, 
under  the  law,  compelled  to  pay  to  the  City  the  difference  be- 
tween the  bids.

Gentlemen:— I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  16th 
inst.,  in  which  you  state  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  Highway 
Committee,  held  on  the  14th  inst.,  the  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee, in  conjunction  with  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Pubhc  Works,  were  requested  to  obtain  my  opinion  whether 
or  not,  in  the  event  of  the  City  making  an  appropriation  to 
pave  Frankford  avenue  in  the  sections  which  have  been  dis- 
placed by  the  contractor  in  preparatory  work  for  laying  an 
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improved  pavement,  imder  ordinance  approved  March  11th, 
1891,  such  action  would  in  any  manner  prejudice  the  rights  of 
the  City  to  recover  from  the  property  owners,  by  assessment 
bills,  for  the  cost  of  paving  in  front  of  their  respective  prop- 
erties. 

In  view  of  your  statement  that  the  street  is  in  a  dangerous 
condition  and  virtually  impassable,  I  think  that  the  City  has 
the  right  to  put  it  into  a  fairly  travclable  condition,  and  that 
an  appropriation  for  the  necessary  money  so  to  do,  would  not 
prejudice  the  rights  of  the  City  to  recover  from  the  property 
owners  for  the  cost  of  paving  in  front  of  their  respective 
properties. 

I  note  your  suggestion  that  by  bill  in  equity  filed  in 
March  Term,  1891,  783,  the  City  and  the  Vulcanite  Paving 
Company  were  restrained  from  proceeding  to  work  under 
their  contract,  audi  shall,  at  as  early  an  opportunity  as  possi- 
ble, call  the  attention  of  the  court  to  the  present  dangerous 
condition  of  the  street  and  the  necessity  of  having  it  restored, 
so  that  it  will  be  in  a  condition  for  travel  during  the  coming 
winter,  in  order  that  you  may  not  be  placed  in  the  position  of 
disobeying  the  iujuncrion  of  the  court.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  23d  ult., 
in  which  you  state  that,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Sur- 
veyors, held  on  the  21st  of  September,  1891,  Mr.  John  H. 
Sloan,  solicitor  for  the  Citizens'  Passenger  Railway  Company, 
submitted  a  plan  of  the  extension  of  their  road  on  Tenth 
street,  from  Mifflin  to  Snyder  avenue ;  on  Snyder  avenue, 
from  Tenth  to  Twelfth  street,  and  on  Twelfth  street,  from 
Snyder  avenue  to  Mifflin  street ;  and  that  he  submitted  for 
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their  authority  the  Acts  of  Assembly  of  March  6th,  1878,  and 
April  24th,  1873,  and  ordinance  of  Councils  approved  April 
16th,  1858 ;  and  you  further  state  that  the  board  desired  my 
opinion  as  to  whether  it  would  be  proper  for  them  to  ap})rove 
the  plans  of  this  road  without  the  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  having  assented  thereto ;  also  asking  me  to  ex- 
amine the  laws,  and  see  whether  the  proper  assent  has  been 
given.  You  also  inquire  whether  they  must  not  sign  an  agree- 
ment to  be  governed  by  the  ordinances  of  Councils. 

In  reply,  I  answer  as  follows :  I  have  examined  the  charter 
of  the  company,  and  the  Acts  of  Assembly  sup[)lemental 
thereto,  especially  the  Act  of  March  6th,  1878,  and  of  April 
24th,  1873,  the  first  of  which  is  entitled  "A  Further  Supple- 
ment to  an  Act  to  incorporate  the  Citizens'  Passenger  Kail- 
way  Company,  and  authorizing  them  to  extend  their  tracks 
southward  on  Tenth  and  Eleventh  streets,"  and  the  second, 
bearing  the  same  title,  being  supplemental  to  the  original 
charter  of  the  company. 

I  think  that,  under  these  Acts  of  Assembl}-,  the  Citizens' 
Passenger  Railway  Company  has  the  right  to  have  the  plans 
of  their  road  approved  by  the  Board  of  Surveyors,  provided 
that  the  plans  are  reasonable,  and  the  courses,  style  or  rails, 
and  manner  of  laying  same,  meet  with  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Surveyors,  and  that  the  prior  assent  of  the  Councils 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  not  a  pre-requisite  to  such 
approval  of  the  plans  by  the  Board  of  Surveyors. 

In  answer  to  the  second  question,  I  reply  that  the  Citizens' 
Passenger  Eailway  Company  appears  to  have  applied  to  the 
Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  permission  to  occupy 
the  streets  named  in  their  act  of  incorporation.  Councils,  by 
ordinance  approved  April  18th,  1858,  ordained  that  if  the 
company  defendant  should,  within  ninety  days,  file  in  the 
office  of  the  City  Solicitor  a  written  obligation,  sufficient  in 
his  opinion,  in  law,  to  bind  the  said  company  to  observe  and 
be  subject  to  all  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in 
relation  to  passenger  railways,  then  in  force  or  at  any  time 
thereafter  to  be  passed,  then  the  consent  of  the  City  to  the 
laying  of  the  tracks  shall  be  given. 

Such  corporate  agreement  seems  to  have  been  filed  with 
the  City  Solicitor  within  ninety  days  from  the  16th  day  of 
April,  1858,  although  it  cannot  now  be  found  among  the 
records  of  this  office,  and  said  agreement  bound  the  said  com- 
pany to  observe  and  to  be  subject  to  all  ordinances  of  the  City 
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of  Philadelphia  in  relation  to  passenger  railways,  then  in  force 
or  at  any  time  thereafter  to  be  passed. 

In  my  opinion,  this  was  an  assent  on  the  part  of  Councils 
to  build  the  road  as  provided  in  the  charter,  and  a  binding 
agreement  on  the  part  of  the  Citizens'  Passenger  Railway 
Company  to  observe  all  ordinances  of  Councils. 

In  reply  to  the  third  question,  I  would  say  that  on  Novem- 
ber 12th,  1890,  I  wrote  to  Mr.  M.  M.  Coppuck,  Secretary, 
Board  of  Highway  Supervisors,  in  answer  to  a  communication 
received  from  him  on  the  same  subject,  as  follows: 

"Dear  Sir. — In  answer  to  your  communication  of  the 
28th  ult.,  relating  to  the  Citizens'  Passenger  Railway  Com- 
pany, and  asking  me  to  advise  you  whether  the  permit  asked 
for  by  the  said  company,  to  lay  curves  and  tracks  on  certain 
streets,  can  be  granted  without  the  company  fihng,  in  this 
office,  the  obligation  called  for  by  the  ordinance  of  July  7th, 
1857,  I  have  only  to  say  that,  after  a  careful  search,  I  find  no 
such  obligation  on  file  in  this  office ;  but,  if  the  company  will 
certify  to  you,  from  their  minutes,  that  such  an  obligation 
was  filed,  I  think  that  permission  then  can  be  given  to  them 
to  do  .what  they  desire.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  September  29th,  1891,  stating 
that  it  is  proposed  that  the  returns  of  the  District  Surveyors 
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to  the  City  Controller  shall  be  made  iu  accordance  with  a 
form,  which  is  described  in  that  letter,  and  inquiring  whether 
this  will  be  in  accordance  with  the  law ;  how  the  Keceiver  of 
Taxes  shall  make  these  collections,  and  whether  he  can  file 
liens  as  usual  in  other  cases,  or  must  suit  be  entered  and  judg- 
ment obtained,  is  at  hand. 

Upon  application  to  the  Survey  Bureau,  I  have  been 
furnished  with  a  blank  copy  of  the  statement  of  amounts  to  be 
collected  by  the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  and  for  the  Surveyors  and 
Regulators  ;  also,  a  copy  of  the  orders  furnished  to  property 
owners  desiring  surveys  to  be  made  of  their  property  ;  and, 
in  my  opinion,  the  statement  is  in  accordance  with  law,  and 
vour  instructions  to  the  Surveyors  and  Regulators  in  your 
letter  are  proper  ones. 

The  ordinance  of  20th  June,  1863,  page  161,  Section  13, 
provides  that  the  District  Surveyors  shall  be  allowed  to  charge 
and  demand  certain  fees  for  work  of  surveying  and  regulating. 

The  ordinance  of  30th  December,  1886,  which  is  entitled 
"An  Ordinance  to  carry  into  effect  the  Act  of  Assembly,  enti- 
tled 'An  Act  for  the  better  government  of  cities  of  the  first 
class  in  this  Commonwealth,'  "  approved  June  1st,  1885,  com- 
monly called  the  "  Bulhtt  bill,"  provides  by  Section  29  : 

"  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Department  of  the  City  Gov- 
ernment and  the  Clerks  of  Councils  to  furnish  the  Receiver  of 
Taxes  with  a  list  of  all  accounts  due  the  City,  on  or  before 
the  day  the  same  may  accinie  and  become  due,  from  any  and 
every  source,  giving  such  information  as  will  fully  enable  him 
to  collect  the  same.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Dej)art- 
ment  to  furnish  the  City  Controller  with  a  duplicate  of  such 
return  made  to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes ;  whereupon  the  Con- 
troller shall  forthwitli  charge  such  return  to  the  Receiver  of 
Taxes.  All  moneys  due  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  be 
paid  to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  an}^ 
person  to  pay  moneys  to  any  one  for'  the  City,  except  as  above 
stated." 

The  Act  approved  June  1st,  1885,  provides,  that  no  officer 
or  employe  of  the  City  shall  collect  any  fees  or  perquisites 
for  his  own  use,  and  that  all  such  fees  or  perquisites  now  col- 
lected under  the  law,  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury,  so 
that  the  fees  which  were  formerly  collectible  by  the  Survey- 
ors are  now  payable  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  Re- 
ceiver of  Taxes  is  the  proper  officer  for  their  collection. 
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You  suggest  that  there  are  some  cases  in  which  it  is  imprac- 
ticable to  compel  payment  for  services  in  advance  of  the  work 
done  by  the  District  Surveyors,  and  in  such  exceptional  cases, 
I  am  of  opinion,  that  in  the  event  of  the  failure  of  the  parties 
to  pay  the  Eeceiver  of  Taxes,  a  memorandum  of  the  amount 
due,  and  the  circumstances  under  which  it  became  due,  should 
be  sent  to  the  Eeceiver  of  Taxes  and  the  Law  Department,  in 
order  that  suit  may  be  entered  and  judgment  obtained  for  the 
amount.  • 

I  do  not  know  of  any  statute  under  which  a  hen  could  be 
filed  for  the  Surveyor's  bills,  which  are  not  strictly  taxes,  but 
a  charge  for  services  by  a  City  officer  who  is  now  paid  a  salary.

Dear  Sir: — Your  communication  of  October  5th,  1891, 
enclosing  a  copy  of  a  communication  fi^om  the  Taxpayeis' 
Rights  Association  of  Frankford,  together  with  a  copy  of  the 
report  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  has  been 
referred  to  me. 

In  answer,  I  send  you  a  copy  of  the  "Legal  Intelligencer" 
of  October  9th,  1891,  containing  a  copy  of  the  opinion  of 
Judge  Wilson  in  the  case  of  Leake  et  al,  against  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  and  the  Vulcanite  Paving  Company,  in  which 
it  was  decided  that  the  Frankford  and  Southwark  Passenger 
Railway  Company  was  not  responsible  for  the  original  paving. 

Under  the  circumstances,  I  do  not  think  a  Court  of  Equity 
would  interfere  to  prevent  the  extension  of  the  tracks  ot  the 
Frankford  and  Southwark  Passenger  Railway  Company  until 
the  decision  of  Judge  Wilson,  if  it  be  erroneous,  be  reversed 
by  the  Supreme  Court. 
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I  do  not  understand  from  the  letter  of  the  Taxpayers' 
Eights  Association,  that  any  other  question  is  involved, 
■except  the  one  argued  in  the  case  of  Leake  vs.  The  City  of 
Philadelphia,  the  decision  of  which  I  have  already  referred 
jou.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  17th  ult., 
in  which  you  state  that  "  at  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  on 
Highways,  held  on  the  14th  inst.,  I  was  requestsd  to  obtain 
your  opinion  as  to  whether  the  Act  of  May  16th,  1891,  P. 
L.  75,  applies  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia." 
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I  reply  as  follows :  The  Act  referred  to  is  an  Act  en- 
titled "An  Act  in  relation  to  the  laying  out,  opening,  widen- 
ing, straightening,  extending  or  vacating  streets  and  alleys, 
and  the  constn^ction  of  bridges  in  the  several  municipalities  of 
this  Commonwealth;  the  grading,  paving,  macadamizing  or 
otherwise  improving  streets  and  alleys ;  providing  for  ascertain- 
ing the  damages  to  private  property  resulting  therefrom ;  the  as- 
sessment of  the  damages,  costs  and  expenses  thereof  upon  the 
property  benefited,  and  the  constniction  of  sewers  and  pay- 
ment ol  the  damages,  costs  and  expenses  thereof,  including 
damages  to  private  property  resulting  therefrom." 

It  confers  on  all  municipal  corporations  in  this  Common- 
wealth, the  power  "  whenever  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary  in 
the  laying  out,  opening,  widening,  extending  or  grading  of 
streets,  lanes  or  alleys ;  the  construction  of  bridges  and  the  ■ 
piers  and  abutments  therefor ;  the  construction  of  slopes,  em- 
bankments and  sewers ;  the  changing  of  water-courses  or  va- 
cation of  streets  or  alleys ;  to  take,  use,  occupy  or  injure 
private  lands,  property  or  material." 

It  also  empowers  all  municipal  corporations  "  to  lay  out, 
establish  or  re-establish  grades  of  streets  and  alleys,  and  to 
construct  bridges,  piers  and  abutments  therefor,  and  sewers 
and  drains  in  any  street  or  alley,  or  through,  or  on,  or  over 
private  property." 

It  also  empowers  them  "  upon  the  petition  of  a  majority  of 
the  pi'operty  owners,  to  grade,  pave,  curb,  macadamize  and 
otherwise  improve  anj^  public  street  or  public  alley,"  and  also 
"upon  the  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  property  owners,  to 
open,  widen,  straighten  or  extend  streets  or  alleys,  or  parts 
thereof,  within  its  limits,  and  to  vacate  the  same." 

It  provides  for  compensation  for  damages  and  for  assessing 
benefits  by  a  jury  of  three  discreet,  disinterested  freeholders 
appointed  by  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas.  The  Act  is  gen- 
eral, and  applies  to  all  municipalities  in  this  Commonwealth. 

It  appears  that  as  the  Supreme  Court  has  in  Appeal  of 
Engel  et  al,  27  W.  N.  C,  136,  decided  that  various  Acts 
under  which  the  City  of  Pittsburg  made  its  street  improve- 
ments, were  unconstitutional  as  being  special  legislation  ;  the 
Act  referred  to  by  you  was  passed  as  a  general  Act  to  confer 
upon  the  City  of  Pittsburg  or  other  municipalities  which 
were  without  it,  the  power  to  do  the  various  acts  and  things 
therein  set  forth. 

This  Act  does  not  repeal  the  various  locaJ  Acts  on  which 
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the  present  system  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  founded,  as 
there  is  no  repealing  clause  in  the  Act. 

In  Mallo}'  vs.  Commonwealth,  115  Pa.  St.,  25,  and  Evans 
vs.  Phillipi,  117  Pa.  St.,  226,  it  was  decided  that  a  general 
Act  does  not  repeal  a  special  or  local  Act,  unless  it  is  so 
expressed  in  the  Act.  A  local  Act  is  not  repealed  by  im- 
plication. 

In  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  there  is  a  system  provided  for 
the  plotting,  opening,  widening,  vacating,  grading  and  curbing 
of  streets,  building  of  bridges  and  sewers,  and  the  laying  of 
water-pipe.  Power  to  do  all  these  acts  had  been  conferred 
upon  the  City  of  Philadelphia  before  the  passage  of  the  Act 
of  May  16th,  1891.  Those  powers  were  conferred  and  the 
system  of  maldng  street  improvements  and  assessing  damages 
and  benefits  were  provided  by  various  local  Acts  referring  to 
Philadelphia. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  do  anything  more  than  to  refer  to  a 
few  of  these  Acts.  The  charter  of  the  City  and  the  various 
amendments  thereto,  and  particularly  the  Consolidation  Act 
of  Febraary  2d,  1854,  and  the  Acts  of  April  13th,  1854 ; 
April  21st,  1855;  April  21st,  1858;  April  1st,  1864;  April 
8th,  1864,  and  April  28th,  1873,  are  some  of  the  local  Acts 
referred  to.  These  apply  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and 
provide  the  present  system  of  street  improvement.  These  are 
not  repealed  by  the  Act  of  May  16th,  1891. 

It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  the  Act  of  May  16th,  1891, 
is  a  general  Act  referring  to  all  municipalities  in  this  Common- 
wealth, and  it  may  add  to  the  remedies  provided  by  law  for 
the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Whether  the  remedy  for  recovering  damages  and  assessing 
benefits  provided  by  the  said  Act  supersedes  the  present 
method  of  proceeding,  does  not  come  within  the  scope  of 
your  communication,  and  it. is  not,  therefore,  necessary  for  me 
to  decide  that  question.

In  re  removal  of  poles  and  wires  from  the  highways. 

Abraham  M.  Beitler,  Esq., 

Director  of  Public  Safety. 

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  5th  in- 
stant, stating  that  "  several  of  the  electric  light  companies, 
which  have  permission  from  Councils  to  erect  poles  and  wires 
within  prescribed  territory,  are  certainly  violating  the  ordi- 
nances by  extending  their  lines  beyond  that  in  which  they 
are  authorized  to  build,  and  that  the  only  possible  way  to  deal 
with  these  cases  is  to  cut  down  the  wires  and  poles,  if  you 
have  that  authority,  and  inquiring  what,  in  my  opinion,  your 
powers  in  the  premises  are." 

In  the  opinion  rendered  by  Judge  Thayer  in  the  case  of 
the  City  vs.  The  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company,  with 
which  you  are  familiar,  it  is  held  to  be  within  the  police 
powers  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  regulate  and  control 
the  erection  of  telegraph  poles  and  the  stringing  of  wires 
thereon,  and  that  the  City  authorities  are  the  proper  and  law- 
ful g-uardians  of  the  rights  of  the  citizens. 

In  his  opinion  he  cites  numerous  cases  and  the  Constitution 
of  Pennsylvania,  Article  16,  Section  3,  which  provides:  ''  That 
the  exercise  of  the  police  powers  of  the  State  shall  never  be 
abridged  or  so  construed  as  to  permit  corporations  to  conduct 
tlieir  business  in  such  a  manner  as  to  infringe  the  equal  rights 
of  individuals,  or  the  well  being  of  the  State."  He  says 
lurther,  "  that  the  police  powers  exercised  by  the  City  is  a 
part  of  the  police  power  of  the  State,  which  it  exercises  by 
virtue  of  the  delegated  authority  derived  from  the  State." 

I  have  also  examined  with  care  your  own  brief  prepared  in 
the  case  of  Electric  Light  Company  vs.  The  City,  to  which  you 
refer,  and  I  think  that  when  electric  light  companies  have 
exceeded  the  authority  given  them  by  Councils,  and  erected 
poles  and  strung  wires  in  territory  beyond  that  in  which  they 
are  authorized  to  do  so,  they  are  acting  without  authority  of 
law,  and  such  poles  and  wires  are  in  the  nature  of  a  public 
nuisance,  and  may  be  abated  by  you  as  Director  of  Public

Safety,  if  iu  your  judgment  they  are  dangerous  to  the  Hves 
and  property  of  the  citizens, 

I  would  suggest,  however,  that  the  facts  in  each  case  be 
furnfshed  this  Department,  in  order  that  I  may  apply  to  the 
courts  for  relief  by  way  of  a  mandatory  injunction,  ordering 
the  poles  and  wires  to  be  removed,  except  in  the  cases  which, 
in  your  judgment,  are  a  pressing  menace  to  life  and  property. 

A  vigorous  prosecution  of  each  company  for  each  offence 
may  compel  obedience  to  the  ordinances  of  Councils,  which 
the  courts  have  construed  to  be  witliin  the  powers  of  Councils 
to  pass,  and  if  this  remedy  sliould  fail,  an  application  could  be 
made  to  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  for  an  indictment 
against  the  officers  of  the  companies  offending.

My  Dear  Sir  : — A  communication  was  received  by  this 
Department  some  time  ago,  being  a  "  Resolution  of  inquiry  to 
the  City  Solicitor  in  regard  to  assessments  for  improved  pave- 
ments to  macadam  roads,  setting  forth  that, 

"  Whereas,  Chew  street,  from  Mill  to  Penn,  in  the 
Twenty-second  Ward,  was  macadamized  in  1861,  under  ordi- 
nance permitting  the  Chief  of  Highways  to  enter  into  a  con- 
tract ;  Provided,  The  citizens  first  paid  one  thousand  (1,000) 
dollars  into  the  City  Treasury,  the  chief  part  of  the  expense 
being  borne  by  the  City  ; 

"And  Whereas,  A  number  of  citizens  along  the  line  are 
asking  for  an  ordinance  for  improved  pavements,  for  which 
they  expected  to  pay ;  but  some  owners  declined  to  pay  for 
it,  the  property  being  assessed  at  full  City  rates. 
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'^Resolved,  hy  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia^  That  the  City  Solicitor  be  requested  to  in- 
form Councils  whether,  in  his  opinion,  frontage  charges  could 
be  collected  under  these  circumstances."  • 

This  communication  has  remained  unanswered  for  the  pur- 
pose of  allowing  counsel  for  the  property  owners  time  to  ar- 
range the  matter.  He  has  just  informed  me  in  an  interview 
that  he  has  been  unable  to  do  so,  and  desires  that  an  answer 
be  sent  to  your  communication. 

I  am  of.  opinion  that  the  macadam  road  already  laid  upon 
the  streets  referred  to  was  not  a  pavement,  and  that  when  the 
City  pavement  is  laid,  frontage  charges  can  be  collected. 

I  am  further  of  the  opinion  that  the  one  thousand  (1,000) 
dollars  paid  by  the  citizens  to  aid  in  the  building  of  the  mac- 
adam road,  was  in  the  nature  of  a  voluntary  payment  by 
them,  and  that  consequently  there  has  been  no  municipal  tax 
for  this  purpose.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  your  communication  of  the  1st  in- 
stant, in  which  you  state  "  that  Mr.  John  Lamon,  Superin- 
tendent of  Police,  Department  of  Public  Safety,  was,  on  the 
4th  ultimo,  owing  to  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  retire- 
ment of  Mr.  George  Roney,  designated  by  you  to  act  as  Di- 
rector of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  ad  interim,  and 
that  Thomas  Brown,  Captain  of  Police,  was  named  to  serve 
as  Acting  Superintendent  of  Police." 

You  request  me  to  advise  you  as  to  the  salary  each  of 
these  gentlemen  is  entitled  to  receive  as  Acting  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Safety  and  Acting  Superintendent 
of  Police,  respectively. 
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The  Act  of  June  1st,  1885,  Article  12,  Section  1,  provides : 
"  That  the  Mayor  shall  nominate,  and  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  Select  Council,  appoint  a  Director  of  Public 
Safety." 

The  ordinance  of  April  4th,  1887,  Section  22,  provides: 
"  Upon  the  removal  by  the  Mayor  of  any  head,  director  or 
other  officer  appointed  by  him,  he  shall  transmit  to  Select 
Council,  at  its  next  meeting,  his  reasons  therefor,  and  shall, 
within  thirty  days  thereafter,  nominate  to  that  body  a  suc- 
cessor. During  any  vacancy,  the  Mayor  shall  designate  an 
officer  to  serve  ad  interim^  who  shall  have  the  same  powers 
and  perform  the  same  duties  as  the  officer  removed  performed 
and  discharged." 

In  answer,  I  reply  as  follows:  I  am  of  opinion  that  the 
Director  of  Public  Safety  appointed  ad  interim  to  fill  the 
vacancy  in  that  office,  is  entitled,  while  filling  that  vacancy, 
to  the  salary  provided  for  the  Director  of  Public  Safety. 

I  am  also  of  opinion  that  the  Captain  of  Police  appointed  to 
fill,  ad  interim^  the  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Superintendent  of 
Police,  is  entitled  to  the  salary  appropriated  for  the  payment 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Police.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  October  15th  is  at  hand. 
Enclosed  you  send  copy  of  a  report  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Water,  in  relation  to  the  outstanding  claim  for  water-pipe 
laid  on  Nineteenth  street,  from  Ontario  street  to  Tioga  street, 
in  1873.     You  state  that  Mr.  E.  H.  Faulkner  called  on  you 
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in  person  in  relation  to  this  matter,  and  that  you  requested 
him  to  state  the  case  in  writing,  which  he  did  in  letter  dated 
October  13th,  copy  of  which  is  also  enclosed. 

You  further  state  that  a  letter  from  the  Law  Department, 
of  January  28th,  1891,  signed  by  Thomas  S.  Stout,  Chief 
Clerk,  was  submitted  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  as  the  facts 
in  the  case  upon  which  he  was  to  base  his  reply ;  also  enclos- 
ing a  copy  of  a  letter  addressed  to  John  L.  Ogden,  dated  April 
30th,  1887,  on  the  same  subject.  You  ask  me  to  advise  you 
what  further  action  it  will  be  proper  for  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  to  take  in  the  premises. 

In  answer,  I  reply,  that  Mr.  Joseph  L.  Hopson,  of  this 
Department,  states  that  the  docket  entries  in  the  matter  are  as 
follows : 

Docket  S3,  page  327,  0.  C.  P.,  M.  '7J^,  589. 

"  February  10th,  1880.  Order  to  satisf)-  claim  and  discon- 
tinue sci.fa.  prepared,  it  appearing,  by  Sheriff  Elliott's  docket, 
No.  1,  page  186  (real  estate),  that  the  above  premises  were 
sold  by  Sheriff's  sale,  on  February  2d,  1874,  for  the  sum  of 
$6,100,  on  mortgage,  etc. ;  the  above  work  having  been  com- 
pleted on  November  28th,  1873,  and  lien  filed  May  27th,  1874. 
The  said  sale  being  within  six  months  after  completion  of 
work,  the  claim  of  City  is  discharged.

The  record  of  the  Common  Pleas  Court  (the  order  filed  as 
above)  shows  the  reason  for  satisfying  lien ;  that  it  was  not 
because  of  the  payment  of  the  debt.  Some  one  (I  think  it 
was  Mr.  McGrath),  representing  the  owner  of  the  lot  liened, 
upon  inquiry  at  this  office,  was  informed  of  the  reason  for 
satisfying  the  lien,  and  that  the  debt  was  still  due. 

I  advise  you  that  Chief  Ogden's  report  covers  the  case,  and 
that  nothing  can  be  done  except  to  paj^  the  frontage  to  the 
City,  or  wait  for  action  of  the  Court  on  case  stated.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  21st  instant,  in  reference  to 
the  subject  of  sidewalks  on  North  Broad  street,  is  at  hand. 
You  ask  my  opinion  "  whether  a  railroad  company,  having 
property  fronting  on  the  street,  is  not  under  the  same  obliga- 
tion to  grade  and  pave  footways  as  other  owners  of  property 
are,"  and  you  state  that  in  the  case  of  "  North  Broad  street, 
part  of  the  footway  to  be  re-established  is  on  property  of  the 
Peimsylvania  Railroad  Company." 

In  answer  I  reply,  that  there  is  a  distinction  to  be  made 
between  the  obligation  of  a  railroad  company  to  pave  along 
its  road-bed,  or  that  narrow  strip  of  ground  which  forms  its 
right  of  way,  and  the  other  property  belonging  to  a  railroad 
company,  such  as  its  passenger  and  freight  depots,  lumber 
yards,  etc. 

It  was  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania  in 
the  case  of  borough  of  Mt.  Pleasant  vs.  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company,  27  W.  N.  C,  page  177,  that  "  Local  assess- 
ments can  only  be  constitutional  when  imposed  to  pay  for 
local  improvements  clearly  conferring  special  benefits  on  the 
properties  assessed,  and  to  the  extent  of  those  benefits.  They 
cannot  be  imposed  when  the  improvement  is  either  expressed 
or  appears  to  be  for  the  general  public  benefit.  (Citing  Ham- 
mett  vs.  City  of  Philadelphia,  65  Pa.,  150.)  It  requires  no 
argument  to  show  that  the  paving  of  a  footway  by  the  side  of 
a  railroad  track  can  confer  no  possible  benefit  upon  the  prop- 
erty known  as  the  right  of  way.  *  *  *  But  this  reason 
does  not  apply  to  a  railroad  station  where  passengers  assemble 
to  take  the  train ;  much  less  does  it  apply  to  ground  used  as  a 
freight  station  or  a  lumber  yard." 

The  actual  point  decided  in  the  above  case  was  that  a  muni- 
cipal claim  for  paving  a  footway  in  front  of  a  road-bed  or  right 
of  way  could  not  be  legally  filed,  but  that  such  a  claim  could 
be  against  the  passenger  station  or  other  property  of  the  rail- 
road corporation.     The  opinion  of  the  court  does  not  go  so 
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far  as  to  decide  that  it  is  not  within  the  power  of  the  muni- 
cipahty  to  compel  a  railroad  corporation  to  keep  its  sidewalks 
in  repair,  or  to  build  and  maintain  new  sidewalks  where  they 
are  necessary  for  the  safety  of  hfe  and  limb  of  the  citizens. 

On  the  contrary,  the  regulation  of  the  sidewalks  of  a  borough 
is  held  to  be  a  part  of  its  police  powers,  and  it  was  accord- 
ingly held  in  the  case  of  Wilkinsburg  Borough  vs.  Home  for 
Aged  "Women,  131  Pa.,  109,  "that  the  defendant,  although, 
a  charitable  institution,  and  its  estates  and  property  exempt 
from  taxation,  was  nevertheless  bound  to  confoi'm  to  the 
borough  law  of  1851,  in  respect  to  the  pavement  in  front  of 
its  real  estate,  and  having  permitted  the  same  to  become  a 
nuisance,  was  obliged  to  repair  it  when  required  by  the 
borough  authorities."  And  the  Supreme  Comt  in  that  case 
says :  "  In  that  of  borough  footwalks,  the  owners  of  property 
are  required  by  law  to  keep  their  footwaj^s  in  repair,  and,  if 
necessary,  to  relay  them.  This  is  a  duty  imposed  directly 
upon  the  property  owner,  and  is  in  the  nature  of  a  police  reg- 
ulation. It  is  no  more  a  tax,  or  a  municipal  assessment  in  the 
nature  of  a  tax,  than  would  be  the  imposition  of  any  other 
duty  by  virtue  of  the  police  powers  of  the  borough,  with  a 
penalty  for  its  violation.  This  footway  was  a  pubhc  nui- 
sance, dangerous  in  its  character ;  and  the  fact  that  the  defend- 
ant is  a  charity,  and  exempt  from  taxation,  does  not  authorize 
it  to  maintain  a  nuisance.  It  could  be  required  to  abate  it 
precisely  as  in  the  case  of  any  other  corporation  or  individual." 

As  the  result  of  the  decisions  of  our  Supreme  Court  upon 
this  question,  I  am  of  opinion  that  while  the  remedy  against 
a  railroad  corporation  is  not  the  same  for  the  grading  and 
paving  of  footways  along  its  right  of  way  or  road-bed  as  that 
against  other  owners  of  property,  yet  if  in  the  judgment  of 
the  municipal  authorities  an  existing  footway  along  its  right 
of  way  and  upon  its  property  is  so  out  of  repair  as  to  become 
a  nuisance,  the  railroad  company  may  be  notified  to  put  it  in 
repair,  or  to  build  and  maintain  new  sidewalks  where  thev 
are  necessary  for  the  life  and  limb  of  the  citizens ;  and  if  it 
should  fail  to  do  so,  it  may  be  repaired  or  built  at  the  expense 
of  the  municipality,  and  the  costs  collected  by  personal  action 
against  the  railroad  corporation. 

As  to  the  other  property  of  the  railroad  corporation,  it  is 
under  the  same  obligation  to  grade  and  pave  footways  as  the 
other  owners  of  property  are,  and  the  cost  of  such  grading 
and  paving   of  footways  may  be  recovered  by  tiling  a  lien

against  the  property  and  the  proper  proceedings  therein,  same 
as  in  the  case  of  property  owned  by  individuals. 

You  also  ask  my  opinion  whether  the  responsibility  of  the 
railroad  company  extends  to  paving  and  maintaining  the  foot 
ways  under  its  bridge. 

In  answer  to  this  I  reply  that  in  my  judgment  the  respon- 
sibility does  not  extend  so  far  where  a  railroad  corporation 
has  nothing  more  than  the  right  to  cross  a  street.  In  such  a 
case,  the  railroad  company  does  not  own  the  land,  but  has 
only  a  right  of  way,  viz. :  the  right  to  pass  and  repass  with 
its  trains  across  the  public  highway ;  and  when  it  passes  by  a 
bridge  above  a  public  street,  its  liability  does  not  extend  fur- 
ther than  the  maintenance  and  safe  condition  of  its  track  and 
structures. 

The  duty  of  constructing  and  maintaining  the  footway 
under  such  bridge  is,  I  think,  imposed  upon  the  municipality, 
which  represents  the  general  public,  who  have  the  right  of 
passing  to  and  fro  under  such  bridge,  either  on  foot  or  in 
vehicles. 

Where,  however,  a  railroad  corporation  is  the  owner  of 
land  adjacent  to  and  abutting  upon  the  public  highway,  and  a 
iDridge  is  built  for  the  raihoad  company  to  pass  and  repass 
with  its  trains  above  such  highway,  with  its  piers  or  structures 
for  the  support  of  the  bridge  resting  upon  its  own  land  abut- 
ting or  adjacent  to  the  highway,  in  such  a  case  I  think  the 
duty  of  maintaining  the  sidewalks  is  upon  the  railroad  com- 
pany. It  is  an  incident  of  ownership  in  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia that  owners  of  property  can  be  compelled  to  construct 
and  maintain  sidewalks.  This  is  a  duty  imposed  -upon  the 
property  owner  in  the  nature  of  a  police  regulation.  It  is 
not  a  tax  nor  a  municipal  assessment  in  any  sense. 

It  was  decided  in  the  case  of  City  of  Philadelphia  vs.  Phil- 
adelphia, Wilmington  and  Baltimore  Eaihoad  Company,  9 
Casey,  page  41,  that  a  municipal  claim  cannot  be  supported 
against  a  railroad  companj^  for  paving  a  street  running  side  by 
side  with  the  defendants'  railway.  This  decision  was  re- 
affirmed in  an  opinion  delivered  in  the  Supreme  Court  by 
Judge  Paxson,  in  the  case  of  Junction  Railroad  Company  vs. 
City  of  Philadelphia,  88  Pa.  St.  Reports,  page  424,  but  in 
both  of  these  cases  the  attempt  was  to  enforce  a  municipal 
claim  in  the  nature  of  a  tax  for  paving  the  road-bed  of  a  street 
along  the  right  of  way  of  a  railroad  company. 
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Tlie  present  case  raises  a  point  not  yet  decided  hy  the 
courts,  and  that  is,  the  right  of  a  municipality  under  its  police 
power  to  compel  the  paving  of  sidewalks  by  a  railroad  cor- 
poration where  it  owns  lands  adjacent  to  and  abutting  on  the 
highway. 

I  think,  however,  this  right  can  successfully  be  maintained 
in  the  courts,  and  therefore  I  advise  you  that  a  railroad  com- 
pany having  property  fronting  on  a  street,  should  be  notified 
to  grade  and  pave  its  sidewalks  as  other  owners  of  property 
are,  and  in  the  event  of  its  failure  to  do  so,  that  the  work 
should  be  done  by  the  City  authorities,  and  the  bill  for  said 
work  sent  to  the  railroad  company,  and  if  the  company  should 
refuse  to  pay  the  bill,  suit  can  be  brought  thereupon,  and  a 
decision  had  upon  this  question. 

You  also  ask  whether  it  could  be  reasoned  by  the  property 
owners,  that  the  damages  assessed  for  the  widening  of  the 
street  do  not  include  their  responsibihty  to  re-establish  foot- 
ways along  such  property. 

I  am  not  clear  that  I  understand  your  question,  but  the 
general  rule  as  to  the  assessment  of  damages  for  the  widening 
of  streets  is  the  dift'erence  between  the  market  value  of  the 
property  before  and  after  the  street  was  widened,  and  the 
property  owner  is  not  allowed  to  prove,  as  a  substantive  claim 
for  damages,  that  he  will  be  obliged  to  expend  a  large  sum  of 
money  to  pay  for  paving  or  other  urban  servitudes.  So  that 
I  do  not  think  it  can  be  fairly  reasoned  by  the  property  own- 
ers that  the  damages  assessed  for  the  widening  have  anything- 
to  do  with  their  responsibility  to  re-establish  footways  along 
their  property.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  the  21st  instant^is  at  hand,  in 
which  you  state  that  a  contract  has  been  awarded  to  William 
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A.  Nester  for  the  paving  of  Dounton  street,  between  German- 
town  avenue  and  Sixteenth  street ;  that  before  going  on  with 
the  work  the  contractor  sought  to  have  an  agreement  with  the 
property  owners  that  they  would  pay  for  their  frontage  if  the 
paving  was  done,  this  property  being  assessed  at  suburban 
rates ;  that  said  contractor  failed  to  secure  the  property  own- 
ers on  the  street  to  a  distance  of  80  feet  west  of  Sixteenth 
street,  and  that  a  subsequent  ordinance  was  passed  that  the 
street  be  paved  to  within  80  feet  of  Sixteenth  street,  and  you 
ask  my  opinion  "  whether  the  contractor  for  the  paving  of 
the  entire  block  cannot  be  directed  to  pave  the  section  lim- 
ited by  the  second  ordinance,  as  the  contract  is  based  upon  a 
price  per  square  yard  for  the  work  which  may  be  done  ;  or  do 
I  consider  it  necessary  to  re-advertise  this  work  on  account  of 
the  ordinance  limiting  the  amount  of  work  original^  com- 
templated  ?  " 

In  reply,  I  answer,  that  I  do  not  think  the  contractor  for 
the  paving  of  the  entire  block  can  be  directed  to  pave  the  sec- 
tion limited  by  the  second  ordinance.  I  am  of  opinion  that  it 
is  necessary  to  re-advertise  the  work. 

The  amount  of  work  for  which  proposals  were  asked  in  the 
first  advertisement,  differed  in  quantity  from  that  directed  by 
the  second  advertisement,  and  this  may  have  affected  bidders. 

If  I  am  correctly  advised  as  to  the  facts,  Mr.  Nester  made 
a  proposal  to  do  the  work  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  the 
entire  block  at  a  certain  specified  price.  This  proposal  or  bid 
was  accepted,  but  before  the  contract  was  entered  into,  he 
notified  the  Department  that  he  could  not  and  would  not  comply 
with  his  bid,  and  the  judgment  was  entered  upon 'his  proposal 
bond. 

In  order  to  recover  from  Mr.  Nester,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
show  the  difference  between  his  bid  and  that  of  a  subsequent 
bidder.  This  can  be  done  where,  as  in  this  case,  Councils- 
have  changed  the  quantity  of  work  to  be  bid  for. 

In  order  to  establish  a  legal  claim  against  Mr.  Nester,  a  re- 
advertisement  would  have  to  be  made  under  the  first  ordi- 
nance, and  the  difference  between  Nester's  bid  and  the  bid  of 
any  subsequent  bidder  for  paving  Dounton  street,  from  Ger- 
mantown  avenue  to  Sixteenth  street,  can  be  recovered  from 
Mr.  Nester,  providing  it  does  not  exceed  the  amount  of  his 
bond,  five  hundred  (500)  dollars. 

As  Councils  have  seen  fit,  however,  to  direct  the  paving  of 
the  street  to  within  80  feet  of  Sixteenth  street,  I  do  not  see 
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wliat  couise  is  o})eii  to  yon  except  to  re-advertise  in  accord- 
ance witli  the  ordinance.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  even  date  herewith,  in  reference 
to  the  above  matter  and  request  for  an  immediate  answer,  is 
at  hand. 

You  state  that  a  contract  has  been  awarded  to  B.  F.  Dutton 
for  the  construction  of  a  portion  of  the  Wissahickon  high 
level  sewer,  in  compliance  with  ordinance  of  Councils ;  that 
the  Bureau  of  Surveys  have  laid  out  the  work ;  that  to  some 
extent  the  course  of  the  sewer  is  through  private  property, 
suburban,  in  which  streets  are  not  open,  and  that  to  enable 
the  contractor  to  construct  the  sewer,  it  is  necessary  for  him 
to  have  a  roadway  for  the  supply  and  removal  of  materials. 

You  further  state  that  Mr.  Livezey,  a  property  owner,  has 
objected  to  the  contractor  proceeding  with  his  work,  and  has 
served  notice  upon  3^our  Department  that  the  City  is  trespass- 
ing, and  3'ou  ask  my  opinion  as  to  how  your  Department 
may  proceed  with  the  construction  of  the  work,  to  be  in  con- 
formity with  the  law. 

The  power  of  the  City  to  construct  se\\-ers  through  private 
pi'operty  is  derived  from  the  Act  of  February  18th,  1769, 
Section  2,  which  Act  was  })assed  "for  regulating,  pitching, 
})aving,  cleansing  tlie  highwaj's,  streets,  lanes  and  alleys ;  and 
for  regulatino-  makinsi;  and  amendino-  the  water  courses  and 
common  sewers  in  the  inhabited  and  settled  parts  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,"  etc.,  which  Act  of  Assembly  has  been  held 
to  be  still  in  force. 
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Power  to  build  sewers  tlirough  piivate  proper!}'  has  also 
been  sustained  as  being  one  of  the  necessary  police  powers 
incident  to  a  municipalit}'.  In  a  case  argued  before  Judge 
Hare,  involving  the  right  of  the  City  to  build  a  sewer  through 
private  proj^erty,  the  City's  right  was  sustained  under  both 
the  Act  referred  to  and  the  general  police  Act. 

In  the  case  of  Cox  vs.  City  of  Philadelphia,  11  Wright, 
page  12,  it  was  held  that  "it  is  not  intended  to  limit  the  Act 
of  February  ISth,  1769,  1  Smith's  L.,  284,  or  the  powers 
vested  in  the  City  as  a  municipal  corporation  to  construct 
culverts  or  common  sewers  through  private  property  when 
necessary,  a  power  which  has  been  exercised  by  the  old  City 
in  various  instances." 

In  conclusion,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  City  has  the  right 
to  enter  upon  private  ]iropert3^  for  the  purpose  of  building  a 
sewer,  and  as  an  incident  to  that  right,  a  contractor  can  enter 
upon  the  property  for  the  supply  and  removal  of  materials 
necessary  in  the  construction  of  said  sewer.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  the  16th  instant  is  at  hand,  and 
in  reply  I  would  say,  that  Section  1,  Article  ITI,  of  the  Act 
of  June  1st,  1885,  provides: 

"The  Superintendent  of  Police,  whenever  directed  by  the 
Department,  shall  appoint,  and  cause  to  be  sworn  in,  any  num- 
ber of  additional  patrolmen  to  do  dut}''  at  any  place  in  the 
City  designated,  by  and  at  the  charge  and  expense  of  the 
person  or  persons  who  may  ask  for  such  appointment.  They 
shall  be  subject  to  and  ohex  the  orders,  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Department,  and  conform  to  the  general  discipline  and 
special  regulations  thereof." 
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You  state  that  it  has  been  the  custom  heretofore  for  Mi-. 
Horter,  who  has  been  either  private  secretary  or  book-keeper, 
but  who  hokls  no  connnission  of  any  sort,  to  administer  the 
oath  to  these  private  watchmen,  and  to  sub- patrol  men,  patrol- 
men and  hosemen,  and  you  ask  for  my  opinion  as  to  whether 
Mr.  Horter  has  any  authority  to  swear  in  these  officers. 

In  reply  I  answer,  that  in  my  opinion,  under  the  facts  as 
submitted  by  you,  he  has  not. 

You  also  ask  whether  the  power  would  be  conferred  upon 
him  if  he  secured  a  commission  as  Notary  Public. 

That  question  I  answer  in  the  affirmative. 

The  Act  of  March  5th,  1791,  in  Section  10,  provides  that 
"Notaries  properly  commissioned,  and  every  of  them,  shall 
have  the  power  to  administer  oaths  and  affirmations  according 
to  law  in  all  matters  belonging  or  incident  to  the  exercise  of 
their  notarial  office." 

I  do  not  lind  any  provision  in  the  Act  of  Assembly  as  to 
the  swearing  in  of  hosemen.  The  Third  Article  of  the  Act 
of  Jime  1st,  1885,  applies  as  well  to  the  Fire  Department  as 
to  the  Police  Department,  and  the  appointments  in  the  Fire 
Department  are  to  be  made  by  the  Director  of  Public  Safety 
in  accordance  with  a  general  system  prescribed  by  the  Act, 
and  the  specific  regulations  which  were  to  be  promulgated 
and  adopted  by  the  Department.  And  undoubtedly,  if  there 
is  a  regulation  of  the  Department  that  hosemen  should  be 
sworn  to  faithfully  discharge  their  duties,  it  is  a  proper  regula- 
tion, and  the  oath  ought  to  be  administered,  as  in  the  case  of 
patrolmen  and  sub-patrolmen,  by  an  officer  qualified  to 
administer  oaths. 

The  only  case  in  which  the  Director  of  Public  Safety  him- 
self seems  to  be  vested  by  law  with  the  power  to  administei- 
oaths  is  on  the  trial  of  policemen  or  firemen,  in  which  case  it 
is  provided  by  the  Act  of  June  1st,  1886,  that  "the  persons 
composing  such  Court  shall  be  appointed  and  sworn  by  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  to  perform  their 
duties  impartially  and  without  fear  or  favor." 

Except  in  this  instance,  I  do  not  think  that  the  Director  of 
Public  Safety  has  the  power  himself  to  administer  oaths,  or  to 
delegate  that  power  to  any  person  not  qualified  by  law  to 
administer  oaths.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  the  23d  instant  in  reference  to 
the  above  matter  is  at  hand,  together  with  copy  of  letter  to 
you  from  Joseph  L.  Caven,  Esq.,  President  of  the  Real  Estate 
Title  Insurance  and  Trust  Com[)any,  relative  to  a  claim  for 
water  pipe  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  Water  against  the  premi- 
ses situate  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Forty-first  street  and 
Girard  avenue;  also,  copy  of  your  letter  to  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Water,  and  a  copy  of  his  report  thereon.  You 
ask  me  to  give  this  matter  my  consideration,  and  to  favor  you 
with  an  opinion  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible. 

In  answer,  I  reply  that  on  Jul}^  3d,  1891,  this  Department 
received  a  letter  fi-om  John  L.  Ogden,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Water,  asking  me  to  inform  that  Bureau  whether  a  municipal 
claim  for  laying  water  pipe  in  front  of  the  premises  on  the 
"south  side  of  Girard  avenue,  west  Forty-first  street,  52  feet, 
half  inch  front,  Smith  and  Rogers,  owners,  the  amount  being 
fifty-two  (52)  dollars  and  four  (4)  cents,  returned  for  lien,  May 
22d,  1875,  has  been  paid  or  satisfied  of  record." 

This  communication  was  answered  on  August  20th,  1891, 
and  I  enclose  herewith  a  copy  of  the  letter  sent  from  this 
Department  in  reply  to  Mr.  Ogden.  From  this  communica- 
tion it  appears  that  there  is  no  evidence  here  that  any  claim 
was  ever  sent  to  the  Law  Department  for  the  water  pipe 
referred  to. 

The  ordinance  of  January  29th,  1855,  provides:  "No  per- 
mit for  the  use  of  water  shall  be  issued  unless  at  the  time  of 
the  application  the  person  or  persons  shall  exhibit  the  receipt 
of  the  proper  officer  for  the  amount  of  assessment,  or  other 
satisfactory  evidence  of  the  payment  thereof  for  the  expense 
of  la3dng  the  water  pipe  on  the  premises  for  which  the  permit 
is  requested." 

While  there  is  considerable  force  in  what  Mr.  Caven  says, 
I  am  inclined  to  thi  nk  that  notwithstandino;  the  clear  search 
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given  by  tlie  Clerk  of  tlic  Water  Bureau,  that  a  propeity 
owner  is  not  entitled  to  have  his  connection  made  with  the 
water  pipe  where  there  is  an  outstanding  claim,  until  he  pro- 
duces the  receipts  for  his  water  pipe  frontage. 

Upon  November  10th,  1884,  having  been  requested  to  give 
an  opinion  upon  a  similar  state  of  facts,  I  advised  Col. 
William  Ludlow,  then  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Water  Depart- 
ment, that  the  ordinance  of  1855  allowed  him  to  satisfy  him- 
self of  the  fact  of  payment,  (1)  by  a  receipt,  or  (2)  in  the 
absence  of  that,  by  satisfactory  evidence,  and  that  it  was 
simply  a  question  of  flict,  viz.,  the  fact  of  payment  to  decide, 
and  that  the  ordinance  of  1855  allowed  him  to  found  his 
decision  on  au}^  satisfactory  evidence. 

I  think  in  this  case,  as  in  the  one  just  above  cited,  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water  must  decide  from  the  evidence 
before  him  whether  or  not  the  claim  has  been  paid.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  stating 
that  "  on  the  west  side  of  Fifteenth  street,  from  Mt.  Vernon 
to  AVallace  street,  there  is  a  vacant  lot,  fenced  in,  and  having 
a  footway  paved  of  the  width  of  10  feet,  and  that  according 
to  the  City  plan,  the  footway  at  that  point  is  laid  down  of  the 
width  of  12  feet."  You  further  state  that  "the  ordinance  of 
May  23d,  1888,  page  72,  directs  that  the  sidewalks  in  front 
of  vacant  lots,  between  Washington  avenue  and  Dauphin 
street,  and  between  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  rivers,  shall 
be  paved  their  full  width ;    that  the  ordinance  of  Septembej*; 
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23cl,  1864,  (Brightly,  p.  808,  sec.  39)  permits  of  the  placing  of 
a  fence  outside  the  building-line,  provided  it  does  not  reduce 
the  width  of  the  fbotwalks  on  streets  of  50  feet  in  width,  to  a 
less  wddth  than  10  leet;  also,  that  Fifteenth  street,  between 
Mt.  Vernon  and  Wallace  street,  is  a  50-foot  street,  and  that 
the  fence  does  not  reduce  the  width  of  the  footwalk  to  a  less 
width  than  10  feet." 

You  ask  my  opinion  as  to  whether  the  owner  of  this  vacant 
lot  can  be  compelled  to  remove  this  fence  back  to  the  build- 
ing-line, and  pave  the  footwalk  to  its  full  width,  12  feet,  as 
provided  in  ordinance  of  May  28d,  1888. 

In  answer,  I  reply  that  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  property 
owner  can  be  compelled  to  pave  tire  footwalk  to  its  fiill  width 
of  12  feet. 

By  the  ordinance  of  September  23  d,  1864,  Section  12,  p. 
358,  it  is  declared  a  nuisance  to  set  up  or  maintain  any  fence 
beyond  the  building-line,  or  any  railing,  except  around  exca- 
vated areas  now  existing,  so  as  to  reduce  the  footways  of 
streets  of  50  feet  in  width  to  a  width  of  less  than  10  feet. 

This  was  a  general  police  regiilation  which  the  City  Coun- 
cils had  a  right  to  make. 

Afterwards,  by  the  ordinance  of  March  23d,  1888,  which 
was  "An  Ordinance  to  regulate  the  manner  of  ])aving  side- 
walks in  front  of  vacant  lots  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and 
to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  thereof,''  it  was 
ordained  as  follows: 

"That  in  front  of  all  vacant  lots  on  any  of  the  paved 
streets,  Avhere  the  property  is  assessed  at  full  City  rates, 
between  Washington  avenue  on  the  south  and  Dauphin  street 
on  the  north,  and  between  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  rivers, 
the  sidewalks  shall  be  paved  to  its  full  width,  and  that  any 
owner  neglecting  to  do  the  paving  within  thirty  (30)  days 
after  receiving  notice,  the  Director  of  Public  Works  shall  do 
the  work  anil  collect  the  cost.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of 
ordinances  inconsistent  herewith  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby 
repealed." 

This  ordinance  is  also  within  the  general  police  powers  of 
Councils,  and  I  think  rej^ealed  so  much  of  the  prior  ordinance 
of  Sejrtember  23d,  1864,  as  is  inconsistent  with  it. 

Before  any  proceedings,  however,  are  taken  to  compel  the 
property  owner  to  move  back  his  fence  and  pave  his  sidewalk 
the  full  width,  it  will  be  necessary  to  ascertain  whether  the 
land  within  the  line  of  the  fence  has  ever  been  dedicated  to 
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public  use,  or  whether  any  legal  proceedings  have  been  had 
to  open  the  street  to  its  full  width.     The  Survey  Bureau  can 
furnish  you  probably  with  this  information.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  the  29th  ultimo,  enclosing- 
copy  of  communication  from  Joel  J.  Baily,  Chairman  of  the 
Citizen's  Municipal  Association  of  Philadelphia,  protesting 
against  the  approval  by  your  Department  of  a  warrant  drawn 
in  favor  of  Mr.  John  Mecleary,  for  services  as  Deputy  Tax 
Collector,  upon  the  ground  of  his  being  a  member  of  the 
Legislature,  is  at  hand.  You  ask  me  to  inform  you  whether, 
under  the  circumstances  you  would  be  authorized  in  counter- 
signing the  warrant  referred  to,  and  also  whethec  you  would 
be  authorized  to  coiuitersign  Mr.  Mecleary's  warrant  in  case 
he  should  resign  his  position  as  a  member  of  the  Legislature. 

In  answer,  I  reply  that  the  Act  of  June  1st,  1885,  provides 
that  "  no  person  shall  hold  more  than  one  office  of  profit  in 
any  City  Depaitment,  and  no  person  shall  hold  any  office  of 
profit  under  the  City  or  any  Department  thereof  while  holding 
any  other  official  or  representative  position  of  profit  in  or 
under  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  Com- 
monwealth." ?■ .'   ;?.•'■ 

The  office  of  Deputy  Tax  Collect6r  is  an  office  of  profit  in 
a  City  Department,  and  is  incompatible  with  being  a  member 
of  the  Legislature,  nor  do  I  think  that  the  resignation  of  Mr. 
Mecleary  as  a  member  of  the  Legislature  would  justify  you 
in  countersigning  a  warrant  for  services  as  Deputy  Tax  Col- 
lector while  a  member  of  the  Legislature.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  olst  ultimo,  enclosing  a 
copy  of  a  communication  sent  to  tlie  Cliief  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  by  Charles  H.  Downing,  attorney  for  the  Shetzline 
Estate,  is  at  hand.  You  state  that  the  Bureau  of  Surveys, 
under  ordinance  of  Councils,  are  about  to  construct  a  sewer 
on  Miftlin  street,  between  Sixteenth  and  Eighteenth  streets, 
and  you  ask  for  my  opinion  as  to  the  propriety  of  the  Depart- 
ment going  on  with  the  work  at  once. 

In  answer,  I  reply  that  if  Mifflin  street  has  been  opened  by 
legal  proceedings  or  dedicated  to  public  use,  and  if  the  Cit}' 
■of  Philadelphia  has  the  power  to  construct  a  sewer  thereon 
under  the  Act  of  April  8th,  1864,  which  is  a  supplement  to 
the  Act  to  incorporate  the  City  of  Philadelphia ;  and  if 
Mifflin  street,  between  Sixteenth  and  Eighteenth  streets,  is 
upon  the  City  plan  and  not  opened,  I  think  that  the  City  has 
the  right  to  build  this  sewer  under  the  Act  of  1769,  and  under 
its  general  police  power. 

The  Act  of  May  16th,  1891,  P.  L.,  75,  providing  for  three 
viewers  may,  and  I  think  does,  give  a  new  method  for  the 
ascertainment  of  damages  which  may  be  suffered  by  building 
the  sewer. 

On  Saturday  last  there  was  an  argument  before  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas  No.  4  in  relation  to  this  Act  of  Assembly, 
and  there  will  probably  be  a  decision  in  a  few  days  which  will 
determine  whether  or  not,  in  the  judgment  of  that  Court,  this 
Act  of  Assembly  is  applicable  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Should  the  public  health  and  convenience  demand  it,  I 
think  you  would  be  justified  in  notifying  the  contractor  to 
proceed  at  once  with  his  work.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  5th  inst.,  stating  that  you 
have  been  directed  by  the  Sub- Committee  of  the  Committee 
on  Highways  to.  present  to  me  certain  facts,  and  to  ask  my 
opinion  thereon,  is  at  hand. 

You  state  that  Elkhart  street,  from  Clarion  to  Joyce  street, 
has  been  paved  under  an  ordinance  authorizing  same,  that 
when  the  work  was  completed  bills  were  given  the  contractor 
for  the  southwest  side  of  Elkhart  street  against  the  three  feet 
wide  alley  which  runs  parallel  with  the  side  of  said  street. 
You  further  state  that  the  properties  bounding  and  backing 
on  the  alley  mentioned,  Avere  sold  without  conveying  any 
title  to  the  said  alley,  only  giving  the  right  of  way  through 
same,  which  right  of  way  is  also  vested  in  other  property. 

You  desire  to  know  if  the  properties  fronting  on  Franklin 
Cemetery  avenue  and  running  back  to  the  alley  in  question, 
are  in  any  way  liable  for  the  cost  of  paving  Elkhart  street, 
and  submit  a  sketch  or  plan  of  the  streets  and  the  property 
thereon. 

Under  the  facts  as  submitted  to  me,  I  reply,  that  I  am  ot 
opinion  that  the  properties  fronting  on  Franklin  Cemetery 
avenue  are  not  liable  for  the  cost  of  paving  Elkhart  street. 

I  would  further  say,  however,  that  the  City  appears  to  have 
furnished  to  the  contractor  bills  for  which  he  would  have  a 
right  to  file  claims  and  enforce  his  lien  against  the  owner  in 
fee  to  the  land  immediately  adjacent  to  Elkhart  street. 

The  fact  that  the  owner  in  fee  of  the  land  immediately  ad- 
jacent to  Elkhart  street  has  granted  an  easement  to 'the 
property  fronting  on  Franklin  Cemetery  avenue,  and  to  other 
properties,  in  the  shape  of  an  alleyway,  does  not,  in  my  judg- 
ment, release  such  adjacent  land  from  the  obligation  to  pay 
for  street  jDaving  in  front  of  the  property.  The  City  does  not 
seem  to  be  under  any  legal  obligation  to  pay  for  the  paving, 
because,  if  as  stated,  the  properties  on  Franklin  Cemetery 
avenue  have  no  title  in  fee  extending  as  far  as  Elkhart  street 


nevertheless,  title  in  fee  to  the  three  feet  wide  alley  must  be 
vested  in  some  one,  and  be  subject  to  the  lien  for  paving.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  communication  of  the  -ith  instant  is  at 
hand,  in  which  jo\x  state  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
School  Directors  of  the  Twenty -fourth  Section,  held  on  the 
3d  instant,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

'■'■Resolved,  That  the  City  Solicitor  be  requested  to  give 
this  Board  an  opinion  upon  the  following  points,  viz. : 

"  L  Do  the  members  of  the  Sectional  School  Boards  whose 
terms  expire  December  31st,  l!^91,  hold  over  until  first  Mon- 
day of  April,  1892  ? 

"  2.  Do  Sectional  School  Boards  reorganize  on  the  first 
Monday  of  January,  1892,  or  the  first  Monday  of  April, 
1892?' 

"3.  Does  the  Act  of  Assembly  passed  in  1891  reducing 
the  number  of  Directors  of  Sectional  Schools  Boards  apply  to 
the  Twenty-fourth  Section  ?  " 

In  answer  to  your  first  question,  I  reply  that  the  Act  of 
Assembly  approved  June  8th,  1891,  provides  "that  hereafter 
there  shall  be  twelve  school  directors  in  each  ward  in  cities 
of  the  first  class.  They  shall  meet  and  organize  by  the  elec- 
tion of  a  president  and  secretarj^,  on  the  first  Monday  of 
April  after  their  election.  Those  now  in  office  shall  serve 
out  their  terms,  which  shall  be  extended  until  the  first  of 
April,  in  the  year  in  which  they  would  otherwise  expire." 

I  think  this  section  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  referred  to, 
provides  that  the  members  of  the  Sectional  School  Boards 
whose  terms  expire  December  31st,  1891,  will  hold  over  until 
the  first  Monday  of  April,  1892. 
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In  answer  to  the  second  question,  tlic  Sectional  School 
Boards  will  reorganize  as  usual,  on  the  first  Monday  of  Janu- 
ary, 1892,  and  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  1893. 

The  reorganization  contemplated  by  the  Act  will  not  take 
place  until  the  first  Monday  of  April,  1893,  after  the  election, 
in  accordcnce  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

To  your  third  inquiry,  I  reply  that  I  am  of  opinion  that 
the  Act  of  Assemblj"  applies  to  all  Sectional  School  Boards, 
but  the  reduction  of  the  number  of  Directors  of  the  School 
Board  of  the  Twenty-fourth  Section  will  be  gradual,  each 
member  of  the  Board  as  at  present,  holding  over  until  his 
term  as  extended  by  the  Act  expires.

In  reply  to  your  second  inquirj^,  I  answer  that  the  mem- 
bers whose  terms  will  expire  in  January,  1891,  hold  over 
until  April,  1892.

Deae  Sir: — Your  letter  of  November  9tli  is  at  hand.  In 
it  you  state  that  an  application  has  been  made  to  Councils  by 
the  Second  and  Third  Street  Passenger  Railway  Company,  to 
lay  a  track  on  Fourth  street,  from  Wolf  to  Snyder  avenue. 
You  further  state  that  the  Germantown  (Fourth  and  Eighth 
Street)  Passenger  Railway  Company's  charter  gives  them  the 
right  to  occupy  that  portion  of  Fourth  street;  that  the  charter 
of  the  Second  and  Third  Street  Company  (at  the  time  it  was 
granted)  gave  them  the  right  of  occupying  Moyamensing 
avenue,  as  far  as  "the  same  may  extend,"  and  that  since  then 
it  appears  that  Moyamensing  avenue,  south  from  Snyder  ave- 
nue, has  been  stricken  from  the  City  plan  ;  also,  that  it  is  as- 
serted that  that  portion  of  Fourth  street,  from  Wolf  to  Snyder 
avenue,  is  a  continuation  of  what  would  otherwise  have  been 
Moyamensing  avenue. 

You  desire  to  know,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Rail- 
roads, whether  Councils  have  the  right  to  grant  to  the  Second 
and  Third  Street  Passenger  Railway  Company,  the  privilege 
of  occupying  that  portion  of  Fourth  street  named,  the  dis- 
tance that  the  track  will  cover  being  1,000  feet. 

In  answer,  I  reply  that  I  have  been  furnished  by  the  Sur- 
vey Bureau  with  a  plan  showing  the  old  hues  of  Moyamen- 
sing avenue  and  Fourth  street,  Irom  Wolf  to  Snyder  avenue, 
as  originally  laid  out ;  also,  Fourth  street,  southward  from 
Jackson,  showing  the  width  reduced  to  70  feet,  confirmed 
June  2d,  1890.  Moyamensing  avenue,  from  Snyder  to 
Jackson,  was  stricken  from  the  plan,  June  2d,  1890,  and 
Moyamensing  avenue,  between  Fourth  and  Fifth  streets,  was 
stricken  from  the  City  plan  June  19th,  1891. 

The  dotted  lines  (as  per  plan  enclosed  in  this  letter)  from 
Snyder  avenue  to  Wolf  street,  show  Fourth  street  as  now  laid 
down  on  the  confirmed  plan,  to  take  the  place  of  Moyamen- 
sing avenue,  from  Snyder  avenue  to  Jackson  street. 

The  confirmation  of  Fourth  street,  from  Snyder  avenue  to 
Wolf  street,  is  the  same  date  that  the  striking  of  Moyamen- 
sing avenue,  from  Snyder  avenue  to  Jackson  street — June 
2d,  1890. 
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I  am  of  opinion,  upon  tliis  statement  of  facts  as  furnislied 
me  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  through  the  Survey 
Bureau,  that  Fourth  street,  from  Wolf  to  Snyder  a^•enue,  is  a 
continuation  of  what  would  otherwise  have  been  Moyamen- 
sing  avenue,  and  as  the  charter  of  the  Second  and  Third 
Street  Passenger  Bailway  Company,  at  the  time  it  was  granted, 
gave  tliem  the  right  to  occupy  Jeiferson,  afterwards  Moya- 
niensing,  avenue  as  far  as  same  may  extend,  tliej^  have  the 
right  to  occupy  Fourth  street  where  that  street  has  taken  the 
place  of  Moj^amensing  avenue. 

As  to  that  portion, of  Fourth  street,  between  Jackson  and 
Wolf  streets,  I  do  not  think  that  the  original  charter  of  the 
Second  and  Third  Street  Passenger  Railway  Company  gives 
them  the  right  to  occupy  that  part  of  Fourth  street. 

The  Act  of  Assembly,  approved  April  30th,  1878  (P.  L. 
38),  however,  provides : 

Section  1.  "The  Councils  of  any  City  of  the  first  class 
are  hereby  empowered  in  all  cases  of  passenger  railways, 
winch  have  been  authorized  heretofore  and  now  laid  in  the 
streets  of  said  Cit}',  to  consent  to  the  further  construction  and 
extension  of  tlie  lines  of  said  railways  from  any  point  at 
whicb  there  is  an  existing  construction,  along  any  street 
already  used  by  them,  and  over  any  street  or  streets  not 
occupied  by  any  passenger  railway,  or  the  right  to  use  which 
street  or  streets  for  passenger  railway  purposes  has  not  been 
granted  by  any  Act  of  Assembly  of  this  Commonwealth,  for 
a  distance  not  exceeding  six  hundred  feet  on  am-  one  street ; 
and  if  necessarv  to  use  anj^  street  or  portion  of  street  already 
occupied  by  the  track  of  another  company,  or  granted  afore- 
said, in  order  to  complete  a  route  or  make  a  circuit  it  shall  be 
lawful,  with  consent  of  the  said  Councils,  to  lay  a  track  there- 
upon for  a  distance  not  exceeding  six  hundred  feet,  or  with 
the  consent  of  the  company  whose  track  is  already  laid  there- 
on, to  use  such  track ;  and  in  such  latter  case  compensation 
shall  be  made  to  the  company  whose  tracks  maj*  thus  be  used, 
b}'  annually  paying  to  the  said  company  six  per  centum  on 
the  one-half  of  the  cost  of  that  portion  of  the  track  so  used, 
and  one-half  the  cost  of  keeping  it  and  the  street  in  repair; 
P7'0vided,  That  no  passenger  I'ailway  company  shall  be  author- 
ized b}^  virtue  liereof  to  extend  its  tracks  over  any  streets 
whatsoever  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  eighteen  hundred  feet 
in  distance." 
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By  Section  2,  of  the  same  Act,  it  is  provided : 
"  The  pi^ovisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  inure  to  the  benefit  oi' 
any  corporation,  unless  such  corporation  shall,  before  claiming 
the  benefits  of  this  Act,  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretar\^  of 
the  Commonwealth  an  acceptance  of  the  provisions  of  Article 
XVI  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Connnonwealth,  which  accept- 
ance shall  be  made  by  resolution  adopted  at  a  regular  or  called 
meeting  of  the  directors  of  such  corporation,  wdiich  shall  be 
certified  under  the  seal  of  the  corporation  and  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  ;  and  a  copy  of  such 
resolution  under  tlie  seal  of  the  office  of  the  Secretarj^  of  the 
Commonwealth  shall  be  evidence  for  all  purposes." 

The  distance  between  Wolf  and  Jtickson  streets,  as  it  appears 
by  the  plan,  is  less  than  six  hundred  feet,  and  I  therefore  am 
of  opinion  that  Councils  have  the  right  to  consent  to  the  use 
of  that  portion  of  Fourth  street  by  the  Second  and  Third 
Street  Passenger  Eailway  Company,  in  order  that  they  may 
complete  their  route  and  make  a  circuit;  Provided,  That  thej- 
shall,  before  claiming  the  benefits  of  the  Act,  file  in  the  office 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  their  acceptance  ot 
the  provisions  of  Article  XYI  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, as  provided  by  the  second  section  of  the  Act. 
Whether  this  has  been  done  is  a  question  of  fact  which  I 
cannot  determine.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  r)th  in- 
stant in  relation  to  the  abo\'e  subject,  enclosing  a  letter  from 
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Thomas  J.  Worrell,  Esq.,  attorne}' ;  also,  one  from  tlie  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Highways. 

In  your  letter  you  ask  me  to  advise  you  if  your  Depart- 
ment can  proceed  to  remove  the  fences  and  open  the  street. 

In  answer,  I  reply  that  the  (question  whether  the  land  be- 
tween the  lines  of  Tasker  street,  formerly  Franklin  street, 
from  the  east  side  of  Front  street  to  the  Delaware  river  as  it 
exists  at  present,  is  a  continuation  of  the  street,  and  therefore 
a  public  highway ;  or,  whether  the  riparian  owner  in  fee  to 
the  land  constituting  tlie  bed  of  the  highway  is  entitled  to  the 
accretions  caused  by  the  recession  of  the  river,  is  one  not  free 
from  doubt.  I  am  inclined  to  think,  under  the  decisions  of 
our  courts  in  Pennsylvania,  that  we  can  maintain  the  position 
that  the  public  is  entitled  to  the  right-of-way  over  the  accre- 
tions at  the  end  of  the  higliway,  and  that  the  owner  of  the 
land  in  fee  is  not  entitled  to  compensation  for  such  use  by  the 
public. 

The  report  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  says 
that  Tasker  street,  formerly  known  as  Franklin  street,  has 
been  open  to  the  Delaware  river  for  sixty  years,  and  that 
compensation  was  made  for  such  opening. 

I  think,  under  the  circumstances,  that  I  cannot  safely  ad- 
vise you  to  take  down  the  fences  and  open  the  street,  but 
would  rather  advise  that  the  case  be  remitted  to  the  courts  for 
their  decision.  I  have  suggested  to  Mr.  Worrell  that  a  case 
stated  be  framed  and  submitted  to  the  court  for  its  decision, 
but  he  has  declined  to  do  so,  as  he  is  very  confident  that  his 
client  has  a  perfect  title  to  the  land  fenced  in,  not  subject  to 
any  public  use.  I  think,  therefore,  that  all  the  evidence  in 
the  matter  had  better  be  submitted  to  me,  in  order  that  I  may 
ascertain  therefrom  whether  a  proper  case  can  be  presented 
and  maintained  before  the  court.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from  you, 
dated  November  16tli,  1891,  certifying  a  resolution  passed  by 
Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  as  follows :    ^ 

"  Whereas,  The  City  Solicitor  (page  78,  1885,)  gave  an 
opinion  that  institutions  exempt  from  taxation  under  the  Con- 
stitution, must  yet  pay  frontage  for  water-pipe  before  a  permit 
for  the  use  of  water  can  be  given ; 

And  Whereas,  It  is  stated  in  the  public  prints  that 
recent  decisions  have  sustained  this  opinion  and  extended 
it  to  other  public  improvements  (recited  below) ;  the  law  of 
Pennsylvania  as  recently  declared,  now  is,  that  the  prop- 
erty of  a  charitable  corporation  which  is  expressly  ex- 
empted by  law  from  liability  to  taxation,  may  be  required 
to  pay  its  share  of  the  expense  of  a  street  improvement 
made  by  the  municipality  in  like  manner  as  if  it  belonged 
to  an  individual ; 

^'■Resolved,  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, That  the  City  Solicitor  be  requested  to  inform  this 
body  whether  in  his  opinion,  or  by  any  recent  construction  of 
the  law,  Councils  are  authorized  to  assess  institutions  exempt 
from  taxation  by  law,  for  their  share  of  street-paving  or  con- 
struction of  sewers  when  the  said  institutions  use  these  im- 
provements in  common  with  citizens  who  pay  their  share  of 
the  charges  of  such  work." 

In  answer  to  your  query  as  to  whether  Councils  are 
authorized  to  assess  institutions  exempt  from  taxation  by  law 
for  their  share  of  street  paving  or  construction  of  sewers,  when 
the  said  institutions  use  these  improvements  in  common  with 
citizens  who  pay  their  share  of  the  charges  for  such  work,  I 
reply,  that  when  an  institution  is  exempt  from  taxation,  an 
assessment,  either  for  the  construction  of  a  roadway  in  front 
of  a  charity  or  of  a  sewer,  cannot  be  collected,  because  the 
assessment  is  a  species  of  local  taxation ;  but  institutions  ex- 
empt from  taxation  by  law  when  property  owners,  can  be 
compelled  to  pave  their  footways,  and  in  case  of  their  neglect 
or  refusal  so  to  do,  the  footways  may  be  paved  at  the  expense 


of  the  municipalitv  and  the  cost  thereof  collected  from  the 
property  owner.  The  laying  of  a  curbstone  has  been  liekl  to 
be  within  the  latter  class  and  not  in  the  former. 

The  distinction  between  the  classes  is,  that  the  filing  of 
claims  for  the  construction  of  a  roadway  and  streets,  and  for 
the  construction  of  sewers,  as  has  been  said  above,  has  been 
held  by  the  Supreme  Court  to  be  a  species  of  taxation,  and 
the  paving,  curbing  and  repair  of  sidewalks  and  curbstones 
has  been  held  b}'  the  Supreme  Court  not  to  be  local  taxation, 
but  the  exercise  of  police  power. 

The  leading  case  in  relation  to  the  non-liability  for  sewer 
claims,  is  the  case  of  the  Olive  Cemeterv  Company  vs.  The 
City  of  Philadelphia  (93  Pa.  St.  Rep.,  129). 

In  that  case,  a  sewer  was  constructed  on  a  street  along  the 
line  of  which  were  a  number  of  burial  lots,  and  an  assessment 
was  charged  against  said  lots  to  defray,  in  part,  the  cost  of  the 
sewer.  In  a  suit  to  recover  this  assessment,  it  was  held  to  be 
a  species  of  local  taxation  and  within  the  exemption  clause  of 
the  charter,  and  that  the  lot  holders  were  not  liable. 

Mr.  Justice  Sterrett,  who  delivered  the  opinion  of  the 
Court,  May  3d,  1880,  uses  the  following  language  :  "  Tax- 
ation is  the  exercise  of  the  inherent  powers  of  government  to 
compel  contributions  from  persons  and  property  for  public 
purposes,  either  of  a  general  or  local  natm-e.  For  general  oi- 
State  purposes,  the  power  of  taxation  has  usually  been  exer- 
cised directly  by  the  government,  while  for  local  objects  it  has 
been  generally  delegated  to  and  exercised  by  the  munincipal 
sub-division  of  the  State."  He  refers  to  the  case  of  Washing- 
ton avenue  (19  P.  F.  Smith,  352),  wherein  it  is  said  that  "  the 
practice  of  municipal  taxation  by  counties,  townships,  cities 
and  boroughs  for  local  objects  has  its  origin  in  necessity  and 
convenience.  Hence,  roads,  bridges,  culverts,  sewers,  pave- 
ments, school- houses  and  like  local  improvements  are  best 
made  through  the  municipal  divisions  of  the  State,  and  paid 
for  hy  local  taxation.  These  have  always  been  supported  as 
a  proper  exercise  of  the  taxing  power." 

In  Hammett  vs.  The  City  of  Philadelphia  (15  P.  F.  Smith, 
146),  the  admitted  authority  of  the  Legislatiue  to  confer  upon 
municipal  corporations  the  power  of  assessing  the  cost  of  local 
improvements  on  properties  benefited,  is  recognized  as  a 
species  of  taxation. 

This  case  shows  that  assessments  in  various  forms  for  local 
improvements,  have  been  regarded  as  a  species  of  taxation. 
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A  modification  of  this  doctrine,  however,  has  grown  up,  as 
stated  above  in  tlie  case  of  the  paving  of  footways. 

In  the  case  of  Wilkinsburg  Borough  vs.  Home  lor  Aged 
Women  (131  Pa.  St.  Kep.,  109),  wliich  was  an  appeal  from 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  No.  2,  of  Allegheny  county, 
opinion  delivered  January  6th,  1890,  the  Supreme  Court  held  : 

"  That  when  a  borough  requires  a  lot  owner  to  construct  a 
new  sidewalk  in  the  place  of  an  old  one,  dangerous  through 
dilapidation,  and,  on  his  neglect  so  to  do,  constructs  the  walk 
itself,  and  proceeds  to  collect  the  expense  from  him,  this  is 
an  exercise  of  the  borough's  police  power,  not  of  a  power  to 
tax." 

And  therefore,  the  provisions  in  the  character  of  a  charitable 
institution,  that  all  its  estate  and  property  shall  be  free  from 
taxation,  does  not  exempt  the  real  estate  of  the  institution 
from  liability  for  municipal  claims,  duly  filed,  for  the  cost  of 
constructing  such  new  sidewalks,  and  the  case  of  the  Olive 
Cemetery  Company  vs.  Philadelphia,  reported  in  93  Pa.  St. 
Eep.,  129,  is  distinguished. 

In  the  case  of  Wilkinsburg  Borough  vs.  The  Home  for 
Aged  Women,  before  referred  to,  Mr.  Justice  Paxson,  de- 
livering the  opinion  of  the  court,  after  reciting  the  facts,  says : 

"  The  defendant  contends  that  this  footwalk  comes  within 
the  reason  of  the  cases  cited,  and  that  the  cliarge  for  its  con- 
struction is  also  a  species  of  local  taxation.  We  think  there 
is  a  marked  distinction  between  the  two  cases.  In  the  case 
of  borough  sidewalks,  the  owners  of  property  are  required  by 
law  to  keep  their  footways  in  repair,  and,  if  necessarj^,  to  relay 
them.  This  is  a  duty  imposed  directly  upon  the  property 
owner,  and  is  in  the  nature  of  a  police  regulation.  It  is  no 
more  a  tax  oi'  a  municipal  assessment  in  the  nature  of  a  tax, 
than  would  be  the  imposition  of  any  other  duty  by  virtue  of 
the  police  powers  of  the  borough,  with  a  penalty  for  its  vio- 
lation. This  footway  was  a  public  nuisance,  dangerous  in  its 
character ;  and  the  fact  that  the  defendant  is  a  charity,  and 
exempt  from  taxation,  does  not  authorize  it  to  maintain  a 
nuisance.  It  could  be  required  to  abate  it  precisely  as  in  the 
case  of  any  other  corporation  or  individual.  In  the  cemetery 
case,  there  was  no  police  or  other  duty  cast  upon  the  com- 
pany. It  was  not  required  to  build  the  sewer.  It  was  con- 
structed by  the  City  under  its  power  for  that  pui'])ose,  and 
the  cost  thereof  charged  to  the  |>roperty  owners  in  pursuance 
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of  a  recognized  system  of  municipal  assessments.  Such  assess- 
ments liave  been  repeatedl}^  held  to  be  a  species  of  taxation." 
(131  Pa.  St.  Rep.,  page  117.) 

In  the  still  more  recent  case  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  vs. 
The  Pennsylvania  Hospital  (reported  in  the  Legal  Intelli- 
gencer of  October  30th,  1891,  Vol.  43,  page  -441),  which  was 
an  appeal  from  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  No,  1,  of  Phila- 
delphia, it  was  decided,  following  the  reasoning  above  cited, 
"  that  a  claim  for  curbing  Forty-second  street,  in  front  of  the 
property  belonging  to  the  contributors  to  the  Pennsylvania 
Hospital,  could  be  collected,"  it  being  held  that  the  authority 
vested  in  municipal  corporations  to  require  property  owners 
to  curb,  pave  and  keep  in  repair  the  sidewalks  in  front  of 
their  respective  properties,  does  not  rest  upon  the  same  basis 
as  the  right  of  local  taxation ;  that  it  was  not  for  the  purposes 
of  revenue,  but  is  rather  an  enforcement  of  a  pohce  regula- 
tion, and  that,  therefore,  the  property  of  a  charitable  corpora- 
tion, which  is  expressly  exempted  by  law  from  liability  to 
taxation,  may  be  required  to  pay  its  share  of  the  expenses  of 
a  footway  improvement  made  by  municipahty,  in  like  manner 
as  if  it  belonged  to  an  individual. 

The  opinion  in  this  case  was  delivered  by  Justice  Sterrett, 
October  5th,  1891,  and  he  decided  that  assessment  for  curb- 
ing was  not  taxation.  The  language  of  his  opinion  points 
out  clearly  the  difference  between  assessments  for  munici|)al 
improvements,  which  are  taxes,  and  claims  for  footway  pav- 
ing and  curbing,  which  are  not  taxes,  but  which  come  within 
the  police  power. 

You  also,  in  your  communication,  call  my  attention  to  the 
opinion  delivered  in  1885  (Opinions  of  City  Solicitor,  page 
78),  and  you  state  that  I  held  "  that  institutions  exempt  from 
taxation  imder  the  Constitution,  must  yet  pay  frontage  for 
water-pipe  before  a  permit  for ,  the  use  of  water  can  be 
given." 

There  are  two  opinions  of  mine  of  that  date  (September 
18th,  1885),  in  answer  to  communications  from  Col.  William 
Ludlow,  then  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Water  Department.  In 
the  first,  I  held  that  under  the  Act  of  Assembly  which  pro- 
vides: 

^'  That  all  churches,  meeting-houses  or  other  regular  places 
of  stated  worship,  with  the  grounds  thereto  annexed  necessary 
for  the  occupancy  and  enjoyment  of  the  same  be,  and  the 
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same  are,  hereby  exempted  from  all  and  every  county,  city, 
borough,  bounty,  road,  school  and  poor  tax,"  that  the 
charge  for  water-pipe  frontage  is  such  a  tax,  and  that 
under  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  charities  are  not 
chargeable  for  frontage  for  laying  water-pipe. 

In  my  other  opinion,  also  to  Col.  Ludlow,  I  held  "  that 
where  the  property  is  rural,  a  water-pipe  claim  is  invalid,  but 
that  the  Water  Department  has  the  right  to  collect  the  cost 
of  laying  water-pipe  before  permits  are  granted  for  the  use  of 
the  water." 

In  other  words,  although  the  cost  of  laying  water-pipe  can- 
not be  charged  against  charities  or  against  rural  properties  by 
the  foot  front  rule,  or  in  any  other  way,  as  taxation,  as  chari* 
ties  are  exempt  by  law  from  such  taxation,  yet  before  they 
can  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  of  drawing  water  from 
the  City's  pipes,  they  must  svibmit  to  such  regulations  as  the 
City,  as  a  vender  of  water,  chooses  to  impose  upon  them. 

To  sum  up,  charities  which  are  exempt  by  law  from  taxa- 
tion, cannot  be  assessed  with  the  cost  of  street  improvements, 
such  as  roads,  water-pipe  or  sewers,  but  the  expense  of  pav- 
ing footways  and  curbing  the  same,  which  are  put  in  order  by 
the  municipality  after  refusal  or  neglect  of  the  property 
owner  to  do  so,  may  be  recovered.  The  first  series  of  munic- 
ipal improvements  coming  within  the  class  of  cases  which 
have  been  held  to  be  local  taxation,  but  the  second,  within 
the  class  which  has  been  held  to  be  within  police  power. 
Further,  that  claims  for  water-pipe  cannot  be  collected  as 
taxes,  either  when  laid  in  front  of  charities  exempt  from  tax- 
ation, or  in  front  of  rural  property,  but  that  before  connections 
are  made  with  such  water-pipe,  the  City,  as  a  vender  of  water, 
may  insist  on  its  right  to  have  the  cost  of  providing  such 
water  paid  before  furnishing  it.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  tlie  lOtli  inst.  is  at  hand.  In 
it  you  request  nie  to  furnisli  you  with  an  opinion  as  to  the 
legal  right  of  James  Franklin  to  serve  Select  Council  as  its 
Sergeant- at- Arms, 

The  facts  as  submitted  to  me  are  as  follows :  At  the  elec- 
tion held  November  4th,  1890,  in  the  Sixth  Legislative  Dis- 
trict of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  James  Franklin  was  elected 
a  member  of  the  Legislature  to  represent  said  District.  On 
September  2d,  1891,  Mr.  Franklin  resigned  his  seat  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Legislature,  and  on  September  3d,  1891,  he  was 
elected  by  Select  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  as  the 
Sergeant -at- Arms  of  that  body. 

Section  6,  of  Article  II  of  the  Constitution  adopted  in 
1874,  provides :  "  That  no  Senator  or  Representative  shall, 
during  the  time  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected,  be  ap- 
pointed to  any  civil  office  under  this  Commonwealth ;"  and 
the  fifteenth  section  of  the  Act  of  May  15th,  1874,  contains 
the  same  provision,  the  language  being  identical. 

It  is  necessary  in  considering  the  case  submitted  to  me  to 
determine  whether  Mr.  Franklin  can  be  considered  to  be  ap- 
pointed to  any  civil  office  under  this  Commonwealth,  it  being 
quite  clear  that  he  was  chosen  for  the  position  of  Sergeant-at- 
Arms  during  the  time  for  which  he  w^is  elected  as  Represent- 
ative. 

By  ordinance  of  5th  May,  1885,  it  is  provided  that  Select 
Council,  at  the  meeting  at  which  they  organize,  or  whenever 
a  vacancy  occurs,  that  the}^  shall  elect  a  Messenger  (Sergeant- 
at-Arms),  who  shall  hold  his  office  until  the  organization  of 
the  new  Council,  or  until  his  successor  shall  be  dulj^  elected. 

The  word  "  appointed  "  in  this  section  of  the  Constitution 
has  a  strict  and  limited  construction,  and  does  not  include  an 
election,  either  by  popular  vote,  or  by  such  a  body  as  Select 
Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 
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The  use  of  the  word  ''  appointed  "  in  contrast  to  the  word 
"  elected  "  shows  tliat  the  framers  of  the  Constitution  desired 
to  prevent  the  appointment  by  anj-  of  the  officers  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, of  any  Senator  or  Representative,  during  tlic 
time  for  which  such  Senator  or  Eepresentative  should  have 
been  elected,  and  sought  thus  to  secure  the  indejjendence  of 
members  from  any  influences  which  the  hope  of  appointment 
might  bring  on  them  while  members  of  the  Senate  or  lower 
House. 

It  does  not  seem  to  have  contemplated  the  prohibition  of 
a  member  of  the  Legislature  resigning  his  office  as  such  mem- 
ber and  being  chosen  by  popular  election  a  member  of  Coun- 
cils, or  to  any  other  office,  nor  does  it  seem  to  have  contem- 
plated the  prohibition  of  such  officer  from  being  elected  by 
Councils. 

The  prohiliition  of  the  Constitutional  provision  seems  to  be 
directed  wholl}^  against  the  appointment  and  not  the  election 
to  office,  nor,  in  my  judgment,  is  the  office  of  Sergeant- at- Arms 
a  civil  office  under  the  Commonwealth.  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  are  elected  by  popular  vote  to  manage  the 
affairs  of  the  municipal  corporation  known  as  the  City  of  Phil- 
adelphia, and  her  offices  are  in  no  sense  "  offices  under  the 
Commonwealth.'" 

The  appropriation  or  balance  of  1886  speaks  of  Messengers, 
subsequent!}*  the  title  was  changed  to  Sergeaut-at-Arms. 

My  attention  has  also  been  called  to  the  Act  of  June  1st, 
1885,  which  provides  :  "  That  no  person  shall  hold  more  than 
one  office  of  profit  in  any  City  Department,  and  no  person 
shall  hold  any  office  of  profit  under  the  City,  or  any  Depart- 
ment thereof  while  holding  any  other  official  or  representative 
position  of  profit,  in  or  under  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  of  this  Commonwealth."     *     *     * 

This  Act,  however,  does  not  apply  to  the  case  submitted  to 
me,  because  the  facts  show  that  Mr.  Franklin  was  not  holding 
two  offices  at  the  same  time,  which  is  all  that  this  Act  pro- 
hibits. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  Mr.  James  Franklin  has  a 
legal  right  to  serve  Select  Council  as  its  Sergeant-at-Arms.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  under  date  of  November  16tli,  1891, 
requesting  my  opinion  whether  your  Department  can  con- 
sider certain  old  wrought  iron  boilers  for  sale  at  the  Spring- 
Garden  Water  Works  as  scrap,  and  sell  them  under  the  con- 
tract with  your  Department  for  the  sale  by  the  City  during 
the  year  of  wrought  iron  scrap,  is  duly  received. 

The  question  you  submit  is  rather  one  to  be  determined 
upon  the  facts  than  upon  the  law.  I  have  caused  inquiry  to 
be  made  among  the  iron  brokers,  and  learn  that  if  a  boiler  is 
in  sufficiently  good  condition  to  be  used  again  as  a  boiler^  it 
is  considered  in  the  trade  as  a  second-hand  boiler,  otherwise  it 
is  considered  as  wrought  iron  scrap.  I  also  learn  that  second- 
hand boilers  command  abetter  price  in  the  market  than  scraj). 

I  would,  therefore,  advise  you  to  satisfy  yourself  as  to  the 
condition  of  the  boilei"S,  calling  in  an  expert  in  such  matters 
if  you  deem  it  necessary,  and  if  you  find  that  they  are  unfit 
for  use  again  as  boilers,  then  you  will  be  at  liberty  to  sell 
them  as  scrap  iron.  If  fit  for  use  as  boilers,  I  advise  you  to 
follow  the  procedure  prescribed  in  the  resolution  of  Councils 
passed  January  5th,  1870,  which  reads :  "All  leases  or  sales 
of  the  property  of  the  City  shall  be  made  at  public  auction,  to 
the  highest  and  best  bidder,  after  due  advertisement  in  at  least 
five  daily  newspapers  of  the  City,  for  at  least  two  weeks  previ- 
ous to  the  day  of  sale;  Provided^  That  the  officer  having 
charge  of  the  sale  of  any  property  l)elonging  to  the  City  shall 
cause  to  be  inserted  in  the  advertisement  of  the  sale  that  the 
City  reserves  the  right  to  reject  any  bid  not  deemed  satisfac-  ■ 
tory,  and  for  the  best  interests  of  the  City."

You  further  state  that  "  a  note  to 
Brightly 's  City  Digest,  page  317,  states  that  '  the  Act  of 
March,  "l 821,  prohibits  the  opening  of  any  street,  lane  or  alley 
over  the  public  squares  or  State  House  grounds,'  "  You  request 
my  opinion  as  to  whether  this  is  in  force,  or  has  subsequent  leg- 
islation empowered  the  City  to  place  a  boulevard  on  the  City 
plan,  passing  through  Logan  Square. 

In  reply,  I  answer  as  follows :  The  Act  of  Assemblj-  you 
refer  to  is  entitled  "  An  Act  explanatory  of  the  Act  for  the 
better  regulation  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  districts  ad- 
joining, and  preserving  the  navigation  of  the  River  Schuyl- 
kill," and  by  the  first  section  thereof  it  is  enacted  : 

"  The  Act  entitled  '  An  Act  for  the  better  regulation  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  and  districts  adjoining,  and  preserving 
the  navigation  of  the  River  Schuylkill,'  shall  not  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  authorize  the  Courts  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  the 
County  of  Philadelphia  to  make  any  order  upon  any  petition 
for  opening  a  ^reet,  lane  or  alley  over  the  public  squares  and 
State  House  yard,  or  either  of  them." 

This  Act  deprived  the  Courts  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  the 
County  of  Philadelphia  of  the  jurisdiction  to  open  streets,  etc., 
through  the  public  squares,  and  is  a  prohibition  upon  the 
opening  of  such  streets  through  the  public  squares  by  the 
Courts  of  Quarter  Sessions. 

By  the  Act  of  April  21st,  1855,  it  was  provided : 

"  Whenever  Councils  shall  deem  the  public  exigency  \a> 

demand  it,  they  may  order,  by  ordinance,  any  street  laid  upon 

any  of  the  public  plans  of  the  City  to  be  opened,  giving  three 

months'  notice  thereof  to  the  owner,"  and  provision  is  made 

or  the  assessment  and  payment  of  damages. 
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No  })rohibition  is  contained  in  this  Act  of  Assembl}'  u  1)011 
tlie  opening  of  a  street  tlirongh  a  public  square,  the  Act  of 
March  7th,  1821,  ai)plying  as  we  have  seen,  only  to  the  open- 
ing of  streets  by  the  Courts  of  Quarter  Sessions. 

The  Act  of  8th  June,  1881,  on  the  contrary,  provides  that 
the  municipal  authorities  and  courts  may  open  or  widen 
streets  at  such  points  or  of  such  width  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  by  such  City  authorities  and  courts,  any  private  or 
special  statute  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  placing  of  a  street  on  the  Citv 
plan  is  not  in  any  way  equivalent  to  an  opening,  but  it  might 
be  argued  with  a  good  deal  of  force,  that  it  Avould  be  useless 
to  place  upon  the  pubhc  plans  any  boulevard,  park  or  public 
square  which  could  not  afterwards  be  legally  opened. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  consider,  therefore,  not  only  whether 
there  is  any  special  statute  which  forbids  the  boulevard  to  be 
opened,  but  also  whether  there  is  anything  else  in  the  law 
which  prohibits  the  City  of  Philadelphia  from  placing  a 
boulevard  on  the  City  plan,  passing  through  Logan  Square. 

The  public  squares  are  protected  from  encroachment  by  the 
language  of  William  Penn  himself,  by  whom  they  were  laid 
out.  In  this  connection  it  will  be  interesting  to  look  back  at 
the  early  history  of  Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia  was  laid  out  in  1682  or  1683,  and  it  was 
originally  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  north  side  of  Vine 
street,  and  on  the  south  by  the  south  side  of  Cedar,  or  South, 
street.  It  contained  about  1,280  acres,  audits  situation  is  de- 
scribed by  William  Penn  as  follows  : 

"  Philadelphia,  the  expectation  of  those  that  are  concerned 
in  this  province,  is  at  last  laid  out,  to  the  great  content  of 
those  here  that  are  anyways  interested  therein.  The  situation 
is  a  neck  of  land,  and  lieth  between  two  navigable  rivers — 
Delaware  and  Schuylkill — whereby  it  hath  two  fronts  on  the 
water,  each  a  mile,  and  two  from  river  to  river.  Delaware  is  a 
glorious  river ;  but  Schuylkill,  being  a  hundred  miles  boat- 
able  above  the  falls,  and  its  course  northeast  towards  the 
fountain  of  Susquehanna,  that  tends  to  the  heart  of  the 
province ;  and  both  sides  our  own,  it  is  like  to  be  a  great 
part  of  the  settlement  of  this  age.  I  say  little  of  the  town 
itself,  because  a  platform  will  be  shown  you  by  my  agent,  in 
which  those  who  are  purchasers  of  me  will  iind  their  names 
and  interest." 
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The  advantages  and  extent  of  the  City  are  set  forth  by  the 
Surveyor-General,  Thomas  Holme,  in  the  following  language  : 

"  The  Cit}'  of  Philadelphia  now  extends  from  river  to  river, 
two  miles,  and  in  breadth  near  a  mile ;  and  the  Governor,  as 
a  further  manifestation  of  his  kindness  unto  the  purchasers, 
hath  freely  given  them  their  respective  lots  in  the  City,  with- 
out dedication  of  any  of  their  qnantities  of  purchased  lands  ; 
and  it  is  now  placed  and  modeled  between  two  rivers  upon  a 
neck  of  land ;  and  that  ships  may  ride  in  good  anchorage  in 
six  or  eight  fathoms  water  in  both,  close  to  the  City ;  and  the 
land  of  the  City  level,  dry  and  wholesome,  such  a  situation 
is  scarce  to  be  paralleled. 

"  The  model  of  this  City  appears  by  a  small  draft  now  made, 
and  may  hereafter,  when  time  permits,  be  augmented  ;  and 
because  there  is  not  room  to  express  the  purchasers'  names  in 
the  draft,  I  have  therefore  drawn  directions  of  reference  by 
way  of  numbers,  whereby  may  be  known  each  man's  lot  and 
place  in  the  City.  The  City  is  so  ordered  by  the  Governor's 
care  and  prudence  that  it  hath  a  front  to  each  river,  one-half 
at  Delaware,  the  other  at  Schuylkill ;  and  though  all  this 
cannot  make  way  for  small  purchasers  to  be  in  the  fronts,  yet 
the}^  are  placed  in  the  next  street  contiguous  to  each  front,  viz., 
all  purchasers  of  one  thousand  acres  and  upwards  have  the  front 
and  the  high  street ;  and  to  every  five  thousand  acres  pur  • 
chase  in  the  front,  about  an  acre ;  and  the  smaller  purchasers 
about  half  an  acre  in  the  backward  streets  ;  by  which  means 
the  least  hath  room  enough  for  house,  garden  and  small  or- 
chard, to  the  great  content  and  satisfaction  of  all  here  con- 
cerned. 

"  The  City,  as  the  model  shows,  consists  of  a  large  front 
street  to  each  river,  and  a  high  street  near  the  middle,  from 
front  or  river  to  trout  of  one  hundred  feet  broad,  and  a  broad 
street ;  in  the  middle  of  the  City  from  side  to  side  of  the  like 
breadth  in  the  center  of  the  City,  is  a  square  of  ten  acres,  at 
each  angle  are  to  be  houses  for  public  affairs,  as  a  meeting- 
house, assembly,  or  state  house,  market  house,  school  house, 
and  several  other  buildings  for  public  concerns.  There  is 
also  in  each  quarter  of  the  City  a  square  of  eight  acres,  to  be 
for  the  like  uses  as  the  Mooi'fields  are  in  London ;  and  eight 
streets  beside  the  said  high  street,  that  run  from  front  to  front, 
and  twenty  streets  besides  the  broad  street,  that  run  across  the 
City  from  the  one  side  to  the  other  ;  all  these  streets  are  of 
fifty  feet  in  breadth."

The  language  which  concerns  us  in  considering  the  present 
question  is  the  following :  "  There  is  also  in  each  quarter  of 
the  Citj  a  square  of  eight  acres  to  be  for  the  like  uses  as  the 
Moorfields  are  in  London." 

One  of  the  squares  here  referred  to  is  the  plot  of  ground 
under  consideration,  which  is  known  as  Logan  Square. 

The  sentence  last  quoted  has  received  judicial  interpreta- 
tion, and  in  a  very  learned  opinion  by  Chief  Justice  Reed, 
delivered  in  the  case  of  Baird  vs.  Rice,  in  our  Supreme  Court, 
January,  1871,  reported  in  63  Pa.  St.  Rep.,  page  494,  the 
whole  history  of  the  squares  is  given.  And  in  view  of  the 
great  importance  of  the  question  now  under  discussion,  most 
of  the  opinion  is  herein  set  forth. 

The  learned  Judge,  after  referring  to  the  Act  of  1870,  hav- 
ing for  its  purpose  the  erection  of  the  Public  Buildings  on 
either  "Washington  or  Penn  Squares,  says  : 

"This  involves  the  original  plot  of  such  City  as  laid 
out  by  William  Penn,  with  a  square  of  eight  acres  in  each 
quarter  of  the  City,  to  be  kept  open  forever,  and  a  centre 
square  of  ten  acres  in  the  centre  of  the  City,  for  buildings 
for  public  concerns.  Out  of  1,280  acres,  the  founder  de- 
voted thirty-two  acres  for  open  gardens  for  ventilation  and 
health,  and  ten  acres  for  public  buildings.  These  dedica- 
tions were  made  by  Penn,  more  than  one  hundred  and 
seventy-seven  years  ago,  and  upon  the  faith  of  which 
lots  were  sold  and  the  City  built.  The  plan  before  us 
proposes  to  carry  out  one  part  of  Penu's  plan,  by  placing  in 
the  centre  of  his  City  a  magnificent  and  most  usefal  structure, 
to  accommodate  the  municipal  business  and  concerns  of  near 
a  million  of  people. 

"  There  are  also  in  each  quarter  of  the  citv  a  square  of  eight 
acres,  to  be  for  the  like  uses  as  the  Mooiiields  are  in  London." 
Here  is  a  specific  dedication,  and  when  we  find  what  were  the 
uses  in  Penn's  time  (1682)  of  the  Moorfields,  we  then  see  what 
were  to  be  the  uses  of  the  four  squares  of  eight  acres. 

William  Penn  was  an  Englishman,  and  his  earl}'  colonists 
were  Englishmen,  and  their  habits,  customs,  manners,  usages 
and  terms  were  English ;  and  in  seeking  their  meaning  we 
are  obliged  to  look  to  the  mother  country.  He  was  bom  in 
London,  in  1644,  and  died  in  1718  ;  and  he  was  twice  in 
Pennsylvania,  once  in  1682  for  two  years,  and  again  in  1699 
for  two  years. 
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It  appears  bj  a  map  of  London  as  it  was  in  1563,  that 
there  were  noith  of  the  City  walls  two  fields  marked  on  it, 
one  called  Smyth  Fyeld,  which  for  a  long  series  of  reigns  was 
the  field  of  gallant  tilts  and  tournaments,  the  other  called 
Finsburie  Fyeld.  The  first  is  now  West  Smithfields,  in 
which  market  the  most  lucrative  and  largest  business  is  trans- 
acted for  the  sale  of  all  kinds  of  cattle  in  the  world.  The 
second  comprised  gardens,  fields  or  morass,  the  last  being  the 
original  state  of  this  part  of  London.  This  tract  was  in  the 
manor  of  Finebury,  or  rather  Fonsbury,  and  in  the  days  of 
the  historian,  Fitzstephen  was  an  errant  fen.  This  map  rep- 
resents the  Moor  Gate  in  London  wall  opening  into  it,  and  a 
marked  tract  as  far  as  Finsburie  court  with  a  Dogge  House 
some  distance  to  the  right  of  the  gate. 

These  fields  were  outside  of  the  City  of  London,  and  there 
is  a  memorandum  on  the  plan  or  map,  "  Moorfields  not  di- 
vided nor  planted."  At  the  close  of  Queen  Elizabeth's 
reign  and  the  commencement  of  King  James'  reign,  Moor- 
fields was  divided  and  planted,  as  we  find  by  the  concurrent 
authority  of  Seymour  and  Maitland,  in  their  valuable  ac- 
counts of  London.  In  Seymour's  Survey  of  London,  Vol.  I, 
p.  17,  it  is  said,  spealdng  of  Moorfields  : 

"  In  the  mayorality  of  Sir  Leonard  Halliday  (Anno  1606) 
those  fields  (before  an  unhealthfal  place)  were  turned  into 
pleasant  walks,  set  with  trees,  compassed  with  brick  walls, 
and  made  convenient  by  sewers  underground  for  the  convey- 
ance of  water,  which  cost  the  City  five  thousand  pounds  or 
thereabouts.  The  lower  part  of  them  has  been  gi-aveled  and 
railed  in  a  very  strong  and  handsome  manner,  and  the  planta- 
tions there,  which  are  like  so  many  gardens  in  the  four  quar- 
ters, were  not  finished  until  the  present  year  (Anno  1733)  in 
the  mayorality  of  John  Barber,  Esq." 

Those  fields,  called  Moorfields  and  West  Smithfield,  were 
absolutely  prohibited  from  ever  being  built  upon  by  the  char- 
ter of  King  Charles  the  First,  of  the  18th  October,  1638, 
granting  them  to  the  corporation  of  the  City  of  London,  it 
being  an  express  condition  of  the  grant  in  this  positive 
language : 

"  We  will  also,  and  b}^  these  presents  for  us,  our  heirs  and 
successors,  declare  and  grant  that  the  said  mayor  and  com- 
monalty and  citizens,  and  their  successors  forever,  may  have, 
hold  and  enjoy  all  these  fields  called  or  known  by  the  name 
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of  the  Inward  Moor  and  Outward  Moor,  in  the  parish  of  St. 
Giles  without  Cripplegatc,  London,  St.  Stephen  in  Colornon 
street,  London,  and  St.  Botolph  without  Bishopsgate,  Lon- 
don, or  in  some  or  any  of  tliem,  and  also  all  that  fields  called 
West  Smithfields,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Sepulchre,  St.  Barthol- 
omew the  Great,  St.  Bartholomew  the  Less,  in  the  suburbs  of 
London,  or  in  some  of  them,  to  the  uses,  intents  and  pur- 
poses after  expressed ;  and  that  the  said  mayor,  commonalty 
and  citizens,  and  their  successors,  may  be  able  to  hold  in  the 
said  fields  called  Smithfield,  fairs  and  markets  there  to  be 
held,  and  to  take,  receive  and  have  pickage,  stallage,  tolls 
and  profits  appertaining,  happening,  belonging,  arising  out  of 
the  fairs  and  markets  tliere,  to  such  uses  as  the  same  mayor, 
commonaltjr  and  citizens,  or  their  predecessors,  had  held  or  en- 
joyed, and  now  hold  and  enjo}',  or  ought  to  have,  hold  and 
enjoy  the  said  premises  last  mentioned,  and  to  no  other  uses, 
intents  or  purposes  whatsoever;  and  that  we,  our  heirs  or 
successors,  will  not  erect  or  cause  to  be  erected,  nor  will  })er- 
mit  or  give  leave  to  any  person  or  persons  to  erect  or  build  a 
new  one,  or  any  messuages,  houses,  structures  or  edifices  in  or 
upon  the  said  field  called  Inner  Moor,  or  the  field  called 
Outer  Moor,  or  the  said  field  called  "West  Smithfield,  but  that 
the  said  separate  fields  and  places  be  reserved,  disposed  and 
continued  to  such  like  common  and  public  uses  as  the  same 
fields  heretofore  and  now  are  used,  disposed  or  converted  to." 
Maitland's  History  of  London,  p.  312. 

This  charter  is  specially  stated  in  Norton's  Commentaries 
on  the  History,  Constitution  and  Chartered  Franchises  of  the 
City  of  London  (third  edition,  revised  1869),  p.  400  :  "  The 
King  declaring  that  he  will  not  allow  of  these  fields  to  be 
built  upon."  In  an  article  in  the  twenty-eighth  volume  of  the 
Law  Magazine  and  Law  Review,  on  the  charters  of  the  City 
of  London,  Mr.  Serjeant  Pulling,  very  high  authority,  says, 
p.  270  :  "  Charles  I.  granted  further  the  tracts  of  open 
ground,  then  called  Moorfields,  and  also  expressly  confirmed 
the  City  title  to  "West  Smithfield,  with  a  proviso  that  they 
should  not  be  built  upon." 

The  enclosed  Moorfields,  under  the  name  of  Finsbmy 
Square  and  Finsbury  Circus,  two  railed  squares  or  gardens,  of 
six  and  four  acres,  and  West  Smithfield,  five  acres,  are  to  be 
found  in  the  map  of  London,  in  Bohn's  Pictorial  Handbook  of 
London,  1854,  or  in  that  of  the  sjreat  London  Directorv  of 
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185;").  "  Squares,"  says  Bohn,  \).  769,  "  are  an  excellent  fea- 
ture, peculiar  to  tlie  large  towns  of  England,  but  more  par- 
ticularly to  London,  being  distinguislied  from  the  j^iazze, 
plazas,  places,  etc.,  of  continental  cities,  by  having  originated 
in  a  sacrifice  of  building  ground,  not  to  the  purposes  of  orna- 
ment and  architectural  beauty,  but  to  the  pure  necessity  of 
ventilation." 

The  gist  of  the  opinion  seems  to  be  that  no  l:)uildiug  shall 
be  erected  upon  the  squares  by  which  their  use  as  breathing 
places,  and  for  the  purposes  of  ventilation,  shall  be  in  any  way 
restricted  or  interfered  with,  and  it  does  not,  in  said  opinion, 
seem  to  be  suggested,  nor  would  it  be  reasonable,  that  these 
squares  should  remain  forever  simply  as  gardens  planted  with 
trees. 

There  seems  to  be  no  reason  why,  if  the  growing  wants  of 
the  community  demand  it,  they  should  not  be  changed  into 
great  open  spaces,  paved  and  ornamented  with  statuary  like 
Trafalgar  Square  in  London,  or  the  Place  de  la  Concorde  in 
Paris. 

The  wise  foresight  of  William  Penn  provided  for  succeed- 
ing generations  that  those  plots  of  ground  should  be  dedicated 
to  public  uses  and  kept  open  and  free  forever,  that  they  might 
be  as  the  Moorfields  were  in  London,  but  there  is  nothing  in  his 
charter,  or  in  the  Acts  of  Assembly,  or  in  the  decided  cases, 
which  would  prevent  either  one  of  these  squares  from  being- 
improved  and  beautified  in  a  way  to  suit  the  requirements  of 
the  present  day. 

It  was  regarded  as  a  dangerous  innovation  b}'  many,  when 
the  railings  were  taken  down  from  the  squares,  and  their 
character  was  changed  from  that  of  enclosed  gardens,  only 
available  in  pleasant  weather,  to  open  spaces  accessible  at  all 
times  to  the  public,  and  through  which  the  inhal)itants  of  the 
City  may  pass  continuallj^. 

The  boulevard,  which  you  suggest  in  your  letter,  is  to  be 
something  different  from  a  City  street,  road  or  lane,  and  in  so 
far  as  that  portion  of  it  which  passes  through  the  square  is 
concerned,  it  will  be  a  grand  drive,  and  will  in  nowise  affect 
the  original  purposes  of  the  square  as  an  open  place  for  ven- 
tilation. It  will  be  an  open  avenue,  well-paved,  not  lined 
with  houses  and  tall  buildino^s,  but  a  broad  drive,  similar  to 
Kotten  Row  m  London  and  the  Haupt  Alice  in  the  Prater 
at  Vienna. 
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In  conclusion,  I  would  say,  that  the  Act  of  March,  1821,  is 
not  a  bar  to  the  placing  of  the  boulevard  upon  the  City  plan, 
and  that  while  it  would  be  unlawful  to  encumber  Logan 
Square  with  buildings,  if  the  square  be  kept  free  and  open, 
it  need  not  be  kept  forever  in  its  present  condition.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  communication  under  date  of  October 
19th,  1891,  certifying  a  true  and  correct  copy  of  a  resolution 
passed  by  Common  Council  on  the  15th  day  of  October,  1891, 
in  the  following  words: 

"  Whereas,  The  City  of  Philadelphia  is  concerned  in  the 
execution  of  the  will  of  Stephen  Girard,  and  is  used  to  enforce 
acts  discriminating  against  a  portion  of  the  citizens  of  Phila- 
delphia on  account  of  color ;  be  it 

^^  Hesolved,  That  Common  Council  request  of  the  City 
Solicitor  an  opinion  v/hether  the  City  of  Philadelphia  can  be 
used  to  execute  acts  that  discriminate  against  any  citizens  of 
Philadelphia  on  account  of  color,"  has  been  carefully  consid- 
ered by  me,  and  m  response  to  the  request  of  the  resolution,  I 
have  to  say  as  follows : 

Stephen  Girard,  in  Item  20  of  his  last  will  and  testament 
among  the  reasons  why  he  bequeathed  and  devised  the  resi- 
due and  remainder  of  his  real  and  personal  estate  to  the  City 
in  trust,  states  as  follows :  "  I  am  particularly  desirous  to  pro- 
vide for  such  a  number  of  poor  white  orphan  children  as  can 
be  trained  in  one  institution,  a  better  education  as  well  as  a 
more  comfortable  maintenance  than  they  usually  receive  from 
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the  application  of  the  ]uibhc  funds/'  and  in  the  21st  Item  of 
the  will,  among  other  directions,  he  provides  as  follows:  '';^d. 
As  many  poor  whites,  male  orphans,  between  the  ages  of  six 
and  ten  years  as  the  said  income  shall  be  adequate  to  main- 
tain, shall  be  introduced  into  the  college  as  soon  as  possible ; 
and  from  time  to  time,  as  there  may  be  vacancies,  or  as  in- 
creased abilitv  fiom  income  may  warrant,  others  shall  be  in- 
troduced." 

This  will  was  construed  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States,  in  the  year  184-i,  in  the  case  of  Vidal  et  al  vs.  The  City 
of  Philadelphia  (2  Howard,  p.  127),  wherein  it  was  held  that 
the  trusts  declared  by  the  testator  were  valid  and  lawful,  and 
that  the  City  of  Philadelphia  was  capable  of  taking  under  the 
devise,  the  real  and  personal  estate  in  trust  for  the  establish- 
ment and  support  of  the  college,  and  could  execute  the  trust  ; 
that  the  corporation  could  hold  the  property  in  trust  in  the 
same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  that  a  private  person 
might  do. 

It  will  at  once  be  apparent  that  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
has  made  no  discrimination  against  any  portion  of  her  citizens 
on  account  of  color.  The  discrimination  was  made  by  the 
testator  in  his  will  when  he  provided  that  his  bount}?-  should 
be  extended  to  "  poor,  white  male  orphan  children "  oniy^ 
The  City  has  no  power  to  alter  the  will,  it  can  only  do  what 
a  private  person,  acting  as  trustee  under  a  will,  can  do,  i.  e.^ 
carry  out  the  wishes  and  purposes  of  the  testator  as  expressed 
in  the  testament. 

It  is  the  will  alone  that  gives  power.  Its  instructions  are 
the  only  guide.  The  City  is  simply  the  trustee  to  carry  into 
effect  the  wish  and  directions  of  the  testator.  There  is  no 
power  under  the  law  to  change,  blot  out,  add,  or  enlarge  the 
meaning  of  a  single  word.  Her  power  is  no  greater  nor  less 
than  that  which  would  be  exercised  by  individuals,  had  they 
been  named  instead  of  the  City  as  trustees  under  the  will. 

If  Stephen  Girard  could,  under  the  law,  make  such  a  will, 
and  that  question  surely  does  not  admit  of  argument,  the  City, 
as  trustee,  can  only  carry  into  ef!ect  the  provisions  of  that 
will  as  the  testator  intended. 

The  City,  as  trustee,  has  no  more  power  to  blot  out  of  that 

will  the  word  "  white  "  than  it  would  have  to  write  in  the 

word  "  female."     On  the  other  hand,  it  must  be  borne  ia 

mind  that  any  attempt  of  the  City  to  exceed  her  power  as 
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trustee  would,  no  doubt,  lead  to  litigation,  having  for  its  ob- 
ject the  defeat  of  the  charital)le  purposes  of  the  testator,  and 
the  destruction  of  tiie  trust. 

In  relation  to  the  pro})osition  that  tiie  City  is  being  used  to 
iliscriminate  against  some  of  her  citizens,  I  have  only  to  say, 
that,  as  trustee,  she  is  directed  and  empowered  to  carry  out  a 
a  charity  created  under  a  particular  will  for  the  protection  of 
some  of  her  citizens. 

It  is  not  a  matter  of  sentiment.  It  is  a  simple  question  to 
Avhich  we  have  to  apply  the  rules  under  the  law  relating  to 
the  interpretation  of  wills,  and  the  duties  of  trustees  under 
•wills.  It  is  not  for  us  to  consider  what  Stephen  Girard  ought 
or  should  have  done,  it  is  for  us  to  consider  what  lie  did  do, 
find  the  City's  power  rests  alone  under  the  will  as  it  is  written. 

It  is  not  a  ([uestion  as  to  whether  or  not  the  City  can  be  used 
to  discriminate  against  any  portion  of  lier  citizens  on  account 
of  color.  She  was  made  a  trustee  under  a  will  creating  a 
charity  for  a  particular  purpose,  and  alone  under  that  will,  as 
trustee,  can  she  exercise  her  power.  It  would  not  lie  in  her 
mouth  to  renounce  the  trust,  because  the  will  did  not  pro^nde 
iis  she  would  have  desired  or  directed. 

Suppose  a  kindly  disposed  person  should  create  a  charity 
similar  to  that  under  the  Girard  will,  and  should  provide  an 
institution  for  the  care  and  custody  of  colored  orphan  boys. 

The  testator  having  the  right  to  make  such  a  will,  and  the 
dity  under  authority  of  law  accepting  the  trust,  could  it  be 
<iontended  for  one  moment  that  the  City  could  write  into  the 
will  the  word  "white?"  On  the  other  hand,  could  it  be 
urged  with  any  show  of  strength  that  the  trust  was  not  good 
under  the  law,  because  it  did  not  provide  for  all  classes? 
Or  would  it  be  proper  or  just  for  the  City  to  renounce  the 
trust,  and  thus  defeat  a  charity  for  the  protection  of  some  of 
our  citizens,  because  it  did  not  provide  for  the  protection  of  all. 

There  is  one  clause  in  the  will  which  reads  as  follows  :  "I 
■enjoin  and  require  that  no  ecclesiastic,  missionary,  or  minister 
■of  any  sect  whatsoever,  shall  ever  hold  or  exercise  any  station 
or  duty  whatever  in  the  said  college ;  nor  shall  any  such  per- 
son ever  be  admitted  for  any  purpose,  or  as  a  visitor  within 
the  premises  appropriated  to  the  purposes  of  the  said  college." 

This  was  a  discrimination  which  the  testator  himself  made, 
and  which,  as  testator,  the  law  declares  he  has  a  right  to  make. 

In  the  case  above  quoted  of  Vidal  et  al  vs.  Girard  Execu- 
tors (2  Howard,  page  199),  Justice  Story,  among  other  things. 
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in  referring  to  this  provision,  says  :  "  The  question  is,  Whether 
the  exclusion  be  not  such  as  the  testator  liad  a  right,  consist- 
ently with  tlie  laws  of  Pennsylvania,  to  maintain  upon  his 
own  notions  of  rehgious  instruction.  Suppose  the  testator 
had  excluded  all  religious  instructors  but  Catholics,  or  Quakers, 
or  Swedenborgians ;  or,  to  put  a  stronger  case,  he  had  ex- 
cluded all  religious  instructors  but  Jews,  Avould  the  bequest 
have  been  void  on  that  account  ?  Suppose  he  had  excluded 
all  lawyers,  or  all  physicians,  or  all  merchants  from  being  in- 
structors or  visitors,  would  the  prohibition  have  been  fatal  to 
the  bequest  ?  The  truth  is,  that  in  cases  of  this  sort  it  is  ex- 
tremely difficult  to  draw  any  just  and  satisfactory  line  of  dis- 
tinction in  a  free  countr}^  as  to  the  quahfications  and  disquali- 
fications which  may  be  insisted  upon  by  the  donor  of  a  charity, 
as  to  those  who  shall  administer  or  partake  of  his  bounty." 

In  conclusion,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  only  power  of  the 
City,  as  trustee,  is  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  the 
will  as  directed  by  the  testator.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the 
23d  inst.,  in  which  you  state,  that  "  in  presenting  a  wari'ant 
for  Mr.  John  Mecleary,  from  9tli  inst.,  to  the  City  Controller, 
objection  was  raised  to  signing  the  warrant  until  an  opinion 
was  received  from  me  under  which  Mr.  Meclearj^  would  be 
shown  to  be  authorized  to  be  appointed  in  this  (Tax)  Depart- 
ment." You  farther  state  that  "  Mr.  John  Mecleary  liad 
been  appointed  Deputy  Collector  of  Delinquent  Taxes,  and 
objection  was  raised  by  the  Controller  that  he,  being  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Legislature,  was  not  properly  entitled  to  receive 
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pay  from  a  City  Department ;  tliat  Mr.  Mecleary  resigned 
position  as  Collector  on  October  31st,  and  sent  liis  resignation 
as  a  member  of  the  liouse  of  Representatives  to  Speaker 
Thompson  on  the  same  date."  On  November  11th,  Mr.  Me- 
cleary received  from  Speaker  Thompson  acceptance  of  his 
resignation,  dated  November  9th,  1891,  whereupon  you  re- 
appointed Mr.  Mecleary,  Deputy  Collector  to  date  from  the 
9th  inst. ;  the  warrant  for  the  services  of  Mr.  Mecleary  from 
9th  inst.,  was  presented  to  the  Controller,  and  that  he  refused 
to  countersign  said  warrant  until  he  received  an  opinion  from 
me  as  to  whether  or  not  Mr,  Mecleary  was  eligible  to  the 
position  to  which  you  have  named  him." 

On  the  29tli  of  September,  the  City  Controller  enclosed  me 
a  copy  of  a  communication  from  Mr.  Joel  J.  Bailej^,  Chair- 
man of  the  Citizen's  Municipal  Association  of  Philadelphia, 
protesting  against  the  approval  by  the  City  Controller,  of  a 
warrant  drawn  in  favor  of  Mr.  Mecleary,  for  services  as  Dep- 
uty Tax  Collector,  upon  the  ground  of  his  being  a  member  of 
the  Legislature. 

In  answer  to  that  communication  I  replied,  "  That  the 
office  of  Deputy  Tax  Collector  was  an  office  of  profit  in  a 
City  Department,  and  that  Mr.  Mecleary,  while  a  member  of 
the  Legislature,  could  not  hold  that  position  under  the  Act  of 
June  1st,  1885,  which  provides,  that  no  person  shall  hold 
more  than  one  office  of  profit  in  any  City  Department,  and  no 
person  shall  hold  any  office  of  profit  in  the  City,  or  any  De- 
partment thereof,  while  holding  any  other  official  or  represent- 
ative position  of  profit  in  or  under  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  or  of  this  Commonwealth." 

In  your  letter  of  the  23d  inst.,  however,  you  state  that  Mr. 
Mecleary  has  resigned  his  position  as  a  member  of  the  Legis- 
lature and  that  his  resignation  has  been  accepted.  If  this  be 
so,  I  find  no  law  that  precludes  him  from  holding  the  position 
to  which  you  have  appointed  him  in  your  office. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  Act  of  June  1st,  1885,  above  quoted, 
that  no  person  shall  hold  any  office  of  profit  under  the  City  or 
any  Department  thereof,  while  holding  any  other  official  or 
representative  position  in  or  under  this  Commonwealth. 

So  long  as  Mr.  Mecleary  was  a  member  of  the  Legislature 
he  could  not  hold  any  position  under  the  City  or  any  Depart- 
ment thereof  If,  however,  he  has  resigned  and  is  no  longer 
a  member  of  the  Legislature,  I  can  find  no  law  that  prevents 
his  acceptance  of  the  position  to  which  you-  have  named  him. 
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Section  6,  of  Article  IT,  of  the  Constitution,  adopted  1874, 
provides :  "  That  no  Senator  or  Eepresentative  shall,  during 
the  time  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected,  be  appointed  to 
any  civil  office  under  this  Commonwealth." 

It  is  proper  for  us  in  determining  this  question  to  C(-)nsider 
whether  or  not  Mr.  Mecleary  has  been  named,  or  has  been 
appointed  to  lill  a  civil  office  under  the  Commonwealth. 

In  my  judgment,  the  position  he  holds  in  the  office  of  the 
Receiver  of  Taxes,  a  municipal  office,  is  not  in  the  contempla- 
tion of  the  Constitution,  a  civil  office  under  the  Commonwealth. 

In  conclusion,  therefore,  I  am  of  opinion,  that  Mr.  Mecleary, 
being  no  longer  a  member  of  the  Legislatm*e,  can  hold  the 
office  to  which  he  has  been  appointed  by  you  as  Receiver  of 
Taxes.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  11th  inst.  is  at  hand,  in  re- 
lation to  the  projected  main  sewer  from  the  Schuylkill  river 
on  Passyunk  avenue,  to  Shunk  street;  thence  on  Shunk 
street  to  Sixteenth  street ;  thence  northward  to  Passyunk 
avenue,  to  divert  the  storm-water  and  sewage  from  a  large 
territory  to  the  northward. 

You  desire  my  opinion,  if  I  understand  your  letter  cor- 
rectly, upon  two  points. 

1st.  Whether*  you  can  build  a  sewer  without  granting  per- 
mits for  house  connections  until  the  whole  sewer  is  built  so  as 
to  discharge  into  the  Schuylkill  river. 
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2d.  Whether  or  not  you  can  withhold  the  fihng  of  claims 
until  the  sewer  is  entirely  completed,  and  then  serve  notices 
upon  the  property  owners  to  pay  the  amount  due  to  the  City 
Treasurer,  and  then  issue  permits  for  connections,  at  legal 
rates,  provided  the  bills  for  frontage  as  fixed  by  ordinance, 
have  been  paid. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  if,  in  your  judgment,  it  shall  be  un- 
wise or  unsafe  for  the  reasons  stated  in  your  letter  (that  sewage 
will  be  discharged  upon  the  properties  of  citizens,  if  permits 
are  granted  before  the  final  completion  of  the  sewer),  you  may, 
under  the  general  police  power,  refuse  to  make  such  connec- 
tions. 

I  do  not  think,  however,  that  under  the  facts  as  submitted 
to  me,  namely,  that  the  property  is  private  property  or  rural 
through  which  the  sewer  is  to  be  built,  a  valid  claim  can 
now  be  filed  against  the  property  owners  for  the  expense  of 
building  the  sewer. 

The  Supreme  Court  has  decided  in  a  ^eat  many  cases^ 
that  the  foot-front  rule  for  assessment  of  municipal  improve- 
ments through  rural  property,  is  an  unconstitutional  method  of 
assessment,  and  even  where  there  has  been  an  Act  of  Assem- 
bly authorizing  such  assessment,  upon  proof  by  the  property 
owner  that  his  property  was  rural,  claims  for  municipal  im- 
provements have  been  decided  to  be  invalid. 

I  have  noted  youi'  reference  to  the  foot-note  on  page  786  of 
Brightly 's  City  Digest,  and  have  carefully  read  the  case  therein 
referred  to.  In  that  case,  it  was  decided  that  a  certain  Statute, 
applicable  only  to  the  City  of  Pittsburg,  gave  a  lien  for  munic- 
ipal improvements,  which  was  a  first  hen  only,  if  the  claim 
were  filed  within  six  months.  No  question,  however,  as  to 
the  rural  character  of  the  property  arose. 

I  do  not  think  that  the  ordinance  you  suggest  will  be  effi- 
cacious when  a  sewer  is  built  through  private  or  rural  prop- 
erty, but  I  do  think  that  a  clause  can  be  put  in  the  ordinance 
which  will  give  the  City  complete  control  of  the  sewer  and 
the  right  to  refuse  to  make  any  connection  until  it  is  com- 
pleted its  whole  length  to  the  outlet. 

I  further  suggest  that  only  the  following  language  be  added 
to  the  ordinance :  "  No  permits  shall  be  granted  for  house 
connections  or  sewer  discharge  into  the  sewer,  until  it  is  com- 
pleted through  its  whole  length,  so  at  to  discharge  into  the 
SchuylkiU  river." 
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Immediately  after  the  completion  of  the  sewer,  should  the 
streets  then  be  opened,  it  will  be  proper  for  your  Department 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  the  filing  of  liens  against  the 
property  owners  along  the  line  of  the  street.

Surveyor,  Thirteenth  District,  Philadelphia, 
Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  27th  instant,  with  accom- 
panying sketch,  is  at  hand.  You  state  that  Mary  Crumbrie  is 
the  owner  of  lot  situate  at  the  southeast  corner  of  Broad  and 
Allegheny  avenue,  and  that  the  deed  conveying  this  property 
to  her  recites  the  depth  of  tlielot  along  Allegheny -avenue,  as 
140  feet,  including  a  10-feet  wide  alley  ;  that  said  deed  makes 
her  the  owner  in  fee  of  the  10-feet  wide  alley  in  rear  of  her 
lot.  You  further  state  that  a  sewer  has  been  built  upon 
the  line  of  Allegheny  avenue  in  front  of  the  above  prop- 
erty ;  that  upon  completion  of  said  sewer  you  made  out 
the  bill  against  the  said  property,  including  the  10-feet  wide 
alley,  or,  for  140  feet  frontage,  and  that  exception  has 
been  taken  to  your  bill,  the  owner  of  the  property  claiming 
that  she  does  not  think  that  she  should  be  compelled  to  pay  for 
that  portion  of  the  sewer  built  in  front  of  the  alley,  and  you 
request  me  to  advise  you  if  you  have  made  out  the  bill  in 
accordance  with  the  law. 

Under  the  above  facts  as  submitted  to  me,  I  think  you 
have  made  out  the  bill  properly,  in  accordance  with  the  law. 
This  is  upon  the  assumption  that  the  alley  referred  to  is  not  a 
pubhc  street,  and  that  title  in  fee  to  the  alley  is  in  Mary 
Crumbrie.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter,  in  wliicli  you 
state  that  on  JvXy  10th,  1891,  there  was  an  ordinance  passed 
by  Councils  releasing  the  securities  of  General  .Rol)ert  P. 
Deckert,  late  City  Controller,  providing  that  his  accounts  were 
settled,  and  that  there  was  no  defjiult.  You  further  state  that 
the  only  reason  for  any  hesitancy  on  your  part  to  comply 
with  the  General's  wishes  is,  because  of  a  suit  now  pending, 
brought  by  the  City  Trust,  Safe  Deposit  and  Surety  Com- 
pany against  him  to  recover  the  sum  of  two  thousand  six 
hundred  and  fifty-four  dollars  (2,654)  and  fifty-two  (52)  cents, 
on  a  power  of  attorney,  filed  by  tlie  said  company  in  the  Con- 
troller's office  against  a  contractor,  one  William  Sales,  not- 
Avithstanding  which  warrants  were  delivered  to  the  contractor, 
who  failed  to  make  good  the  amount  due  to  the  said  Cit}' 
Trust  Company,  and  you  ask  my  opiniou  as  to  whether  you 
would  be  safe  in  issuing  to  General  Dechcrt  a  certificate  of 
H  on- indebted  ness. 

In  reply,  I  would  state  that  the  third  section  of  the  Act  of 
April  21st,  1858,  entitled  "A  Further  Supplement  to  the  Act 
incorporating  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  provides  that  the 
City  Controller  "shall  give  bond  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
in  such  amount  and  with  surety  as  shall  be  approved  by 
Councils,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
duties  imposed  upon  said  officer  by  law  or  ordinance,  and 
that  he  will  riot  countersign  any  warrant  upon  the  City  Treas- 
urer, except  such  as  may  be  authorized  by  law  or  ordinance, 
and  within  the  appropi'iations  made  by  Councils." 

The  ordinance  of  Councils  of  May  10th,  1858,  page  191, 
Section  1,  provides:  "All  warrants  to  be  drawn  on  the  City 
Treasurer,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  third  sec- 
tion of  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly,  approved  April 
21st,  1858,  entitled  'A  Further  Supplement  to  the  Act  incor- 
porating the  City  of  Philadelphia,'  may  be  issued  by  such 
officer  of  the  Board  of  Health,  or  the  Board  of  Guardians  of 
the  Poor,  as  the  said  boards  may  respectively  direct,  and  shall 
be  (Countersigned  by  the  City  Controller  in  all  cases.     The 
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City  Controller  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  officer  directed  to 
perform  said  duty  of  countersigning  such  warrants,  in  con- 
formity with  the  provisions  of  the  said  third  section  of  the 
said  Act  of  Assembly,  and  he  shall  give  bond  to  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  in  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  (20,000)  dollars, 
with  surety,  to  be  approved  by  Councils,  and  with  the  con- 
dition prescribed  in  the  said  third  section  of  the  said  Act  of 
Assembly." 

In  my  opinion,  the  bond  is  given  by  the  City  Controller  to 
l^rotect  the  Citv  of  Philadelphia  against  any  loss  or  damage 
which  it  ma}^  sustain  by  reason  of  the  non-performance  or 
neglect  of  his  public  duties. 

I  think  the  fact  of  there  being  a  suit  against  General  Dech- 
ert,  as  stated  in  your  letter,  would  be  a  valid  reason  why  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  should  decline  to  satisfy  his  bond,  if 
there  should  be  ultimate  liabilit}^  by  the  Cit}'  of  Pliiladel- 
phia. 

The  case  of  the  City  Trust,  Safe  Deposit  and  Surety  Com- 
pany, to  the  use  of  the  West  Philadelphia  Title  and  Trust 
Companv  et  at  vs.  Kobert  P.  Dechert,  C.  P.  4,  September  term, 
1890,  No.  42,  was  tried  on  Monday,  November  16th,  1891, 
before  Judge  Thayer,  President  Judge  of  C.  P.  No.  4.  After 
hearing  all  the  testimony,  the  learned  Judge  directed  a  ver- 
dict for  the  defendant,  charging  the  jury  as  follows :  "  The 
plaintiffs  having  held  this  assignment  as  securitj^  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  Sales'  contract  to  the  City,  and  there 
being  no  proof  whatever  that  the  City  has  any  claim  against 
them,  or  that  they  have  been  prejudiced  at  all  in  the  execu- 
tion of  the  contract,  or  have  incurred  any  liabilitj^  by  reason 
of  their  being  security,  ^^our  verdict  ought  to  be  for  the  de- 
fendant. The  ])laintiffs  have  no  right  of  action  upon  this 
assignment,  nor  has  anybody  claiming  under  them  any  right  of 
action  upon  this  assignment.  Nobody  can  recover  upon  this 
assignment,  except  by  proof  that  the  plaintiffs  were  damnified, 
and  suffered  loss  bv  reason  of  their  having  gone  securit}^  for 
Sales." 

I  think  His  Honor  was  entirely  right  in  his  view  of  the 
case,  and  that  there  is  no  ultimate  liability  of  any  land  by  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  in  this  matter.  Subsequent  to  entering 
the  verdict,  a  motion  was  made  by  the  plaintiffs  for  a  rule  for 
a  new  trial,  and  reasons  filed.  The  motion  was  argued  and  the 
rule  refused,  and  judgment  entered  for  the  defendant. 
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I  think,  therefore,  if  this  suit  referred  to  in  yonr  letter  is- 
the  only  obstacle  in  the  way  of  the  satisfaction  of  General 
Dechert's  bond,  that  it  should  be  satisfied.

In 
it  you  ask  whether  one  and  a  half  mills  or  two  mills  are  to  be 
deducted  from  the  interest  falling  due  on  January  1st,  1892. 

You  further  state  that  you  are  of  opinion  that  on  Jan- 
uary 1st,  1892,  there  will  be  due  a  balance  of  tax  for  1891, 
and  that,  consequently,  one  and  a  half  mills  should  be  de- 
ducted ;  and  that  the  first  deduction  under  the  new  law 
should  be  made  July  1st,  1892,  and  that  this  is  also  the  opin- 
ion of  the  transfer  agent. 

With  these  opinions  I  concur.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  your  letter  of  December  5th,  to  which 

I  have  given  careful  consideration. 
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I  am  very  clearly  of  opinion  that  the  owner  of  the  property 
to  which  you  refer  cannot  build  upon  the  Newcomb  and 
Cayuga  street  front,  upon  the  lots  lettered  upon  your  diagram, 
without  receiving  lines  from  you  to  guide  him  in  the  placing  of 
his  walls. 

The  Act  of  24th  of  February,  1721,  Section  4,  and  the  ordi- 
nance of  20th  of  June,  1863,  Section  12,  clearly  prohibit  this. 

In  my  opinion,  the  question  of  what  character  of  wall  may 
be  built  upon  private  property  without  lines  obtained  from 
the  District  Surveyor,  is  as  follows : 

If  a  wall  be  built  in  such  a  manner  as  to  indicate  an  intention 
that  the  same  shall  leave  an  interval  between  it  and  the  street 
and  building  line,  then  no  official  survey  is  needful  as  to  such 
wall.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  wall  is  intended  as  a  line 
wall,  then  the  person  building  the  same  is  subject  to  penalty, 
even  if  the  private  measurement  by  which  he  builds  proves 
to  be  correct.  I  need  hardly  say  that  any  property  owner 
has  a  right  to  build  a  wall  back  from  the  boundary  lines  of 
his  lot.  But  under  the  Act  of  Assembly  and  ordinance  to 
which  I  have  referred,  he  cannot  build  a  line  wall  or  a  party 
wall,  except  under  the  guidance  of  a  District  Surveyor. 

You  ask  for  a  definition  of  a  party  wall.  Without  attempt- 
ing to  give  a  technical  definition,  which  might,  perhaps,  be  of 
little  practical  service  to  you,  I  would  say  that  a  party  wall  is 
one,  part  of  which  is  built  upon  each  of  adjoining  properties, 
that  same  be  jointly  made  use  of  by  houses  built,  or  to  be 
built,  upon  said  properties.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  under  date  of  December  8th,  1891, 
enclosing  copy  of  the  application  of  David  H.  Lane,  for  the 
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Traction  Company,  for  license  for  fifty  (50)  oninibuses  to  run 
on  Broad  street,  from  Germantown  avenue  to  Snyder  avenue, 
and  for  fifty  (50)  omnil)uses  to  run  on  Girard  avenue,  from 
Belmont  avenue  to  East  Norris  street ;  also  enclosing  a  copy 
of  the  letter  of  Mr.  George  A.  Bullock,  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Highways,  attached  to  said  application,  referring  the  same 
to  you,  is  duly  received. 

In  your  letter  you  ask  for  my  opinion  whethei-  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  has  "  authorit}^  to  grant  the  licenses 
asked  for,  except  after  having  been  authorized  so  to  do  by 
special  ordinance  of  Councils." 

In  reply,  I  have  to  say,  that  the  ordinance  of  ]\[ay  10th, 
1855,  Sections  1  and  2  read  as  follows  : 

"Section  1.  The  owner  or  owners  of  any  omnibus  or 
omnibuses,  or  other  vehicle  in  the  nature  thereof,  employed 
within  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  in  the  transportation  or  con- 
vej^ance  of  persons  for  hire  or  pay,  shall,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  June  next,  appear  at  the  office  of  the  license  clerk,  in 
the  Department  of  Highways,  Bridges,  Sewers  and  Cleansing 
the  City,  and  then  and  there  luake  application,  stating  his  or 
their  name  or  names,  and  place  or  places  of  abode,  the  number 
of  coaches  they  desire  to  enter,  and  the  route  or  routes  they 
desire  to  occupy. 

"Sect.  2.  Upon  application  being  made  as  provided  for 
in  the  first  section,  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  is 
hereby  authorized,  from  time  to  time,  to  grant  licenses  to  the 
owner  or  owners,  to  keep  and  use  omnibuses ;  such  licenses 
shall  specify  in  each  case,  the  name  and  place  of  abode  of  the 
owner  or  owners  thereof,  the  number  for  each  omnibus  and 
the  route  to  be  used  for  any  line,  and  the  stand  or  stands  to 
be  allotted  by  him  for  their  use ;  Provided^  That  the  said 
Commissioner  shall,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Committee 
on  Highways,  etc.,  change  or  alter  such  routes  and  stands, 
when  necessary  for  the  public  convenience,  and  shall  annually 
report  to  Councils  the  several  routes  and  stands,  and  in  like 
manner  report  any  changes  that  may  be  made  for  their  ap- 
proval." 

Section  12,  of  the  Act  of  April  15th,  1850  (P.  L.  469), 
reads  as  follows : 

"  That  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  and  the  Commissioners  of  the  Incorporated  Dis- 
tricts, in  the  County  of  Philadelphia,  shall   severally  have 
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authoiity  (by  ordinance  or  ordinances)  to  provide  for  the 
proper  regulation  of  omnibuses,  or  vehicles  in  the  nature 
thereof;  and  to  this  end  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Coun- 
cils and  Commissioners  as  aforesaid,  to  pass  ordinances  from 
time  to  time,  to  provide  for  the  "  issuing  of  licenses  to  such 
and  so  many  persons  as  may  apply  to  keep  and  use  omnibuses, 
or  vehicles  in  the  nature  thereol,  and  to  charge  a  reasonable 
annual,  or  other  sum  therefor;  and  to  provide  for  the  punish- 
ment of  the  owners  and  drivers  of  the  same  by  fine,  for  any 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  ordinances  to  be  enacted  by 
virtue  hereof." 

The  ordinance  of  April  5th,  1890,  was  an  ordinance  pro- 
viding for  the  licensing  of  omnibuses  under  authority  oi  the 
Act  approved  April  15th,  1850.  The  ordinance  reads  as  fol- 
lows :  "  That  in  all  cases  where  privileges  are  desired  to  run 
omnibuses  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  the  parties  desiring  to 
obtain  such  privileges  shall  apply  to  these  Councils,  stating 
the  routes,  stands  and  terminals,  the  number  and  character  of 
the  omnibuses  to  be  used,  and  such  other  information  as  may 
be  required,  whereupon  Councils  may,  by  ordinance,  author- 
ize and  direct  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  to  issue  licenses  for  said  omnibuses,  in  which  ordi- 
nance, however.  Councils  may  determine  or  change  the  whole 
or  any  part  of  said  route,  and  change  or  regulate  the  character, 
weight  and  capacity  of  said  omnibuses,  and  make  such  other 
regulations  as  they  may  deem .  necessary.  In  no  case  shall 
any  license  be  issued  for  a  less  sum  than  one  hundred  (100) 
dollars  per  annum  for  each  vehicle.  All  ordinances  or  parts 
of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith  be,  and  the  same  are 
liereby,  repealed." 

Shortly  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  the  Director  of 
Public  Works  refused  to  grant  a  license  to  the  Omnibus  Com- 
pany General,  under  application  made  for  permission  to  run 
onmibuses  on '  Broad  street  and  Diamond  street,  one  of  the 
grounds  of  refusal  being  that  the  discretion  rested  solely  with 
Councils  in  the  matter  of  granting  licenses.  Another  ground 
was  that  the  amount  tendered — twenty-five  (25)  dollars— was 
not  sufficient,  the  ordinance  of  1890  providing  that  the 
license  fee  should  be  one  hundred  (100)  dollars  for  each  omni- 
bus or  vehicle. 

Subsequently,  a  writ  of  alternative  mandamus  was  issued 
at  the  instance  of  the  Commonwealth  ex  ret  David  Johnston 
against  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and 
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the  Commissioner  of  Highways,  and  in  this  case  the  Court 
decided  in  an  opinion  dcHvered  by  Wilson,  Judge,  December 
1st,  1890,  reported  in  -47  Legal  Intelligencer,  page  504,  that 
the  Act  of  1850  vested  in  Councils  the  right  to  prescribe  rules 
and  regulations  governing  the  matter  of  the  issuance  of 
licenses,  but  that  the  ordinance  of  1890  was  invalid  in  that 
"  Councils  had  no  power  to  prescribe  any  condition  or  requi- 
site which  exceeded  the  limits  of  proper  regulation,  and  that 
the  ordinance  of  1890  was  not  a  regulation  much  less  a  proper 
one."  The  Court,  in  its  opinion,  further  says :  "  The  or- 
dinance of  1855,  seems  to  us,  therefore,  to  have  been  fully 
within  the  municipal  authority,  as  derived  from  the  Act  of 
1850,  and  no  higher  or  wider  authority  for  legislation  or  reg- 
ulation can  be"  found  than  existed  in  that  Act."  It  was 
further  held  by  the  Court  that  in  so  far  as  the  ordinance  of 
1890  fixed  the  amount  of  the  license  fee,  it  was  a  proper  ques- 
tion for  the  consideration  of  Councils,  and  fell  within  their 
power  of  prescribing  regulations. 

Briefly  then,  the  ordinance  of  1890  has  been  held  by  the 
Court  to  be  valid  in  so  far  as  it  prescribes  the  amount  of  the 
license  fee  to  be  paid.  But  on  the  other  hand,  the  ordinance 
is  invalid  in  so  far  as  it  vests  in  Councils  the  power  to  issue 
licenses. 

I  am  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  the  issuances  of  the  license 
is  governed  by  the  ordinance  of  1855,  and  in  view  of  this  fact 
I  ad^dse  you  that  the  license  is  to  be  issued  by  your  Depart- 
ment, the  amount  of  the  license  fee  being  regulated  by  the 
ordinance  of  1890,  in  the  amout  of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars.

Dear  Sir  : — Replying  to  your  favor  of  December  9th, 
1891,  in  which  you  state  that  on  March  18th,  1891,  the  State 
Treasurer  deposited  in  the  Keystone  National  Bank  a  check 
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for  four  thousand  (4,000)  dollars,  drawn  against  the  City 
Fund  account  in  the  Second  National  Bank,  thereby  increas- 
ing the  balance  in  the  Keystone  National  Bank  and  decreas- 
ing the  balance  in  the  Second  National  Bank,  which  check 
the  Second  National  Bank  was  subsequently  instructed  not  to 
pay,  and  therefore,  as  the  check  was  not  returned  to  the  City 
Treasurer,  the  Second  National  Bank  appears  from  the  records 
of  your  office  to  have  four  thousand  (4,000)  dollars  less  and 
the  Keystone  National  Bank  to  have  four  thousand  (4,000) 
dollars  more  of  the  City's  money  than  they  actually  have, 
and  desiring  to  know  whether  there  can  be  any  objection  to 
the  correction  of  the  records  of  your  office  so  as  to  have 
them  conform  to  the  actual  state  of  the  accounts  in  the  said 
banks  respectively,  I  have  to  say  that  I  see  no  reason  why 
the  books  of  your  office  should  not  be  corrected  so  as  to  show 
the  true  state  of  the  accounts  in  the  banks  you  have  named, 
by  such  entry  or  entries  as  will  bear  upon  their  face  the  true 
explanation  of  the  reason  for  making  them.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  9th  in- 
stant, in  which  you  state  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Education,  First  School  District  of  Pennsylvania,  held 
on  December  8th,  1891,  tlie  following  preamble  and  resolution 
were  adopted : 

"  Whereas,  The  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania  at  its  last 
session,  passed  an  Act,  approved  .Tune  8th,  1891,  entitled  'An 
Act  to  provide  for  the  commencement  of  the  terms  of  school 
directors  in  cities  of  the  first  class,  and  to  regulate  their  num- 
ber, manner  of  election  and  term  of  service,  and  providing  for 
the  appointment  of  membere  of  the  Board  of  Education  for 
new  Wards: 
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"And  Whkrp:as,  In  February  last,  in  the  various  Wards 
of  Philadel])hia  certain  citizens  were  elected  by  the  people 
School  Directors  for  terms  beginning  in  January  next, 

"  Resolved^  By  the  Board  of  Public  Education  that  the  City 
Solicitor  be  respectfully  requested  to  give  his  opinion  to  this 
Board  upon  the  question  when  the  terms  of  said  School  Direc- 
tors so  elected  will  legally  begin.'  " 

I  reply,  that  the  Act  of  February  2d,  1854,  Section  20, 
P.  L.  84,  provides  that  Directors  of  Public  Schools  shall  be 
elected,  and  that  they  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their 
office  upon  the  first  Monday  of  January  next  succeeding  their 
election.  The  elections  you  refer  to  were  held  under  this  Act 
of  Assembly,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  terms  of  the  citizens 
who  were  elected  by  the  people  School  Directors  in  February 
last,  will  legally  begin  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  1892. 

The  Act  of  June  8th,  1891,  which  is  entitled  "An  Act  to 
provide  for  the  commencement  of  the  terms  of  School  Direc- 
tor's in  cities  of  the  first  class,  and  to  regulate  their  number, 
manner  of  election  and  term  of  service,  and  providing  for  the 
appointment  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Education  for  new 
Wards,"  provides  that  hereafter  commencing  at  the  election 
to  be  held  in  February,  1893,  and  in  each  year  thereafter,  four 
Directors  shall  be  elected  in  each  Ward  foi-  three  years  from 
the  first  Monday  of  April  following. 

This  provision  of  the  Act  of  June  8th,  1891,  that  the  tenn 
shall  begin  on  the  first  Monday  of  April  following  their  elec- 
tion, will  not  take  effect  until  after  the  elections  in  February, 
1898.

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Vou  state  that  tlieir  proposal  was  not  accompanied  by  tlie 
bond  rec^uired  bj  ordinance  of  Councils,  and  by  the  condition 
in  the  advertisement  inviting  proposals.  I  infer  that  you 
mean  the  proposal  was  not  accompanied  by  the  usual  certifi- 
cate that  such  bond  had  been  filed  in  this  Department. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  Messrs.  Charles  D.  Norton  &  Company 
did  file  in  this  Department  on  December  8th,  1891,  a  proposal 
bond  in  connection  with  their  bid  for  coal  for  the  City  ice 
boats. 

You  are  under  no  obligation  to  consider  any  proposal  which 
is  not  complete,  but  a  strict  compliance  with  this  rule  should 
not  be  used  to  work  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  City.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  12tli  instant  is  at  hand, 
stating  that  repeated  complaints  are  made  to  your  Department 
of  encroachments  upon  the  highways  by  venders  of  fruit, 
candy  and  merchandise  ;  that  stands  are  erected  and  merchan- 
dise piled  up  both  upon  these  stands  and  along  the  curbstone, 
and  ^^ou  ask  me  to  advise  you  whether  there  is  any  ordinance 
which  permits  this  use  of  the  highway,  if  not,  whether  you 
have  sunnnary  power  to  compel  the  removal  of  these  stands, 
or  whether  the  matter  must  be  made  the  subject  of  proceed- 
ings in  court;  and  if  the  proceedings  must  be  had  in  court, 
should  the  City  be  the  plaintitf,  or  must  the  matter  go  to  the 
Attorney-General  for  his  action. 

In  answer,  I  reply  that  my  advice  is  not  to  act  in  a  sum- 
mary manner  to  compel  the  removal  of  the  stands,  but  to  fur- 
nish the  facts  in  each  case  to  this  Department,  in  order  that 
the  affidavit  of  the  party  complaining  as  to  the  fact  of  the 
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nuisance  may  be  obtained,  and  such  other  testimony  as 
may  bear  upon  the  case. 

I  do  not  think  that  your  official  position  as  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety  would  relieve  you  (re mi  personal 
responsibility  if  you  made  a  mistake  in  any  particular  case, 
and  I  would  advise  you,  therefore,  that  resort  be  had  to  the 
courts. 

I  know  of  no  ordinance  which  permits  the  use  of  the  high- 
way in  the  manner  you  speak  of;  but  there  are  ordinances 
which  declare  that  it  is  a  nuisance  to  place  any  goods,  wares 
or  merchandise,  whether  for  sale  or  otherwise,  on  the  foot- 
ways, but  the  facts  connected  with  each  particular  case  must 
be  carefully  investigated  to  determine  whether  or  not  a  nui- 
sance exists.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  19th  instant  is  at  hand,  en- 
closing an  application  of  the  Vulcanite  Paving  Company  to 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  for  a  permit  to  pave 
Eleventh  street  and  Spruce  street,  southwest  corner,  fi-om  curb 
to  car  track,  with  slag  blocks. 

You  ask  me  to  advise  you  if  your  Department  has  authority 
to  grant  a  permit  for  the  paving  of  these  streets  by  a  property 
owner,  under  private  contract,  they  being  passenger  railway 
streets.  You  further  advise  me  "that  your  Department  has 
no  objection  to  the  improvement  being  made,  but  does  not 
wish  to  take  any  action  which  would  relieve  the  })assenger 
railway  companies  from  the  maintenance  of  these  streets  in  the 
future." 

In  answer,  I  rej^ly  that  the  railway  companies  are  bound  to 
repave  and  repair  the  streets  after  notice  from,  you  that  the 
streets  are  out  of  repair, 
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The  ordinance  of  12th  June,  1868,  Section  1,  provides 
"  that  all  streets  having  a  width  of  iifty  feet  and  upwards, 
within  tlie  area  bounded  bv  the  south  side  of  Tasker  street  on 
the  south,  the  noith  sides  of  Girard  avenue  and  Sliackamaxou 
street  on  the  north,  the  Delaware  river  on  the  east,  and  the 
Schuylkill  river  on  the  west,  that  may  require  paving  or  re- 
paving,  shall  hereafter  be  laid  with  cubical  blocks  of  such 
materials  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways."     *     *     * 

The  ordinance  of  2d  February,  1882,  provides :  "  The  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Highways  shall,  during  the  year  1882,  and 
annually  thereafter,  until  the  work  is  completed,  require  each 
and  every  passengei-  railway  company  of  the  City  .of  Phila- 
delphia to  repair  with  Belgian  blocks  that  portion  of  the 
street  between  their  tracks  and  the  curb  line,  for  a  distance  of 
at  least  one  mile  of  their  line,  the  work  to  be  done  at  such 
places  as  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  may  direct, 
and  to  be  enforced  in  the  same  way  as  repairs  to  such  streets 
are  now  enforced." 

If  a  permit  is  granted  to  a  private  owner  to  pave  streets 
under  a  private  contract  in  a  different  manner  from  that  di- 
rected by  ordinances  of  Councils,  I  think  it  would  relieve  the 
passenger  railway  companies  from  their  obligation  to  repair 
and  rejmve  at  that  particular  point. 

I  am  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  you  would  be  justilied  in 
refusing  a  j^ermit.

Deak  Sir: — Vom-  letter  of  the   lV)th  inst.  is  at  hand,  .stat- 
ing that  on  Monday,  the  14th  inst.,  bids  were  opened  for  suj)- 
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{)lies  for  tlie  Bui'eau  of  Gas  during  1892,  and  that  one  was  re- 
ceived from  the  McNeal  Pipe  and  Foundry  (Jompany,  of 
Burlington,  N.  J.,  for  pipe,  amount  thirty-six  thousand  one 
hundred  and  one  (30,101)  dollars  and  sixtN'-eight  ((38)  cents, 
that  being  the  lowest  bid.  You  also  state  that  you  find  the 
name  of  the  McNeal  Pipe  and  Foundry  Company  on  the 
black  list  in  your  office,  and  ask  me  to  advise  you  if  the  ordi- 
nances of  March  10th,  1879,  and  April  4th,  1882,  with  the 
fact  of  their  appearing  on  the  list  of  delinquent  bidders  in 
your  office  will  prevent  the  Department  from  awarding  them 
the  contract. 

In  answer,  I  reply  that  the  ordinance  approved  March 
10th,  1879,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  restraining  the  heads  of 
City  Departments  from  awarding  contracts  to  parties  who 
have  defaulted  in  payment  of  labor  or  materials,"'  provides,  by 
Section  1 :  "  That  the  heads  of  the  several  Departments  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  l)e,  and  are  hereby,  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  award  no  contract  for  work  or  materials  to  any  party 
or  parties  who  have  previously  defaulted  in  their  payments 
for  either  work  or  materials  on  any  previous  contract  with 
the  City  of  Philadelphia." 

The  ordinance  of  April  4th,  1882,  entitled  "An  Ordinance 
restraining  the  heads  of  Departments  of  the  Cit}^  from  receiv- 
ing bids  or  awarding  contracts  to  parties  wh,o  have  refused  to 
comply  with  their  bid  or  lia\^e  defaulted  in  their  contracts 
with  any  of  the  Departments  of  the  City,  and  making  pro- 
vision to  carry  the  same  into  effect,"  provides: 

"Section  1.  That  the  heads  of  the  several  Departments  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized 
and  chrected  not  to  receive  or  schedule  any  bid,  or  award  any 
contract,  for  work  or  materials  to  any  person  who  hereafter  or 
heretofore  shall  have  refused  to  comply  with  his  bid,  or  shall 
have  defaulted  in  the  performance  of  his  contract  with  any  of 
the  Departments  of  the  City. 

"  Sect.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  heads  of  every  De- 
partment of  the  City  to  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  entered 
tlie  name  of  every  contractor  who  has  defaulted  in  his  payments 
for  work  or  materials  since  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  of  March 
10th,  1879,  or  who  sliall  have  refused  to  comply  with  his  bid 
or  shall  have  defaulted  in  the  performance  of  his  contract  with 
any  of  the  Departments  of  the  City  after  the  passage  of  this 
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ordinance;  wliicli  books  sluill  be  open  at  all  times  ibr  the  in- 
spection of  all  persons  desiring  information. 

"  Sect.  S.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  heads  of  every 
Department  in  which  such  refusal  or  defalcation  has  occurred, 
or  hereafter  shall  occur,  to  inniiediately  notify  thereof  the 
heads  of  all  the  other  Departments  of  the  City,  who  shall, 
each  of  them,  enter  on  their  respective  books  the  name  and 
residence  of  every  such  bidder  or  contractor." 

From  the  records  of  this  Department  it  ajopears  that  the 
then  Director  of  Public  Works  on  May  4th,  1889,  determined 
that  the  McNeal  Pipe  and  Foundry  Company  had  refused  to 
comply  with  their  bid,  and  instructed  this  Department  that 
judgment  should  be  entered  upon  the  proposal  bond  of  the 
McNeal  Pipe  and  Foundry  Company ;  this  was  done, 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  ordinance  of  1882  is  binding  upon 
you,  as  its  language  is :  "  That  the  heads  of  the  several  De- 
])artments  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  be,  and  the}'  are  hereb}^, 
authorized  and  directed  not  to  receive  or  schedule  any  Idd,  or 
^ward  any  contract,  for  work  or  materials  to  any  person  who 
hereafter  or  heretofore  shall  have  refused  to  comply  with  his 
bid,  or  shall  have  defaulted  in  the  performance  of  his  contract 
with  any  of  the  Departments  of  the  City." 

In  several  instances  where  contractors  liave  been  placed 
upon  the  list  of  those  who  have  refused  to  comply  with  their 
bids,  or  have  defaulted  in  the  performance  of  their  contracts, 
application  has  been  made  b}-  them  to  Councils  for  relief,  and 
tlie  Director  of  the  proper  Department  has  been  authorized 
by  Councils  to  remove  their  names  from  the  list  of  defaulting 
contractors.

Dkau  Stk: — Your  letter  of  the  18th  in^itant,  enclosing  au 
ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  further  amend  an  ordi- 
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nance  entitled  'An  Ordinance  to  regulate  the  construction  of 
vaults  under  the  streets,  and  to  provide  for  the  enforcement  of 
useful  regulations  during  the  time  of  such  construction,'" 
approved  November  12th,  1855,  is  at  hand.  You  state 
that  you  have  been  directed  by  the  Committee  on  Highways 
to  ask  my  opinion  as  to  the  legality  of  the  enclosed  ordi- 
nance, if  passed  by  Councils. 

In  reply  I  state  that  in  my  opinion  the  ordinance  is  invalid 
in  so  far  as  it  attempts  to  compel  property  owners  to  pay  upon 
the  basis  computed  from  the  assessed  value  of  the  taxation  of 
their  properties  for  the  construction  of  vaults  under  footways, 
on  the  ground  that  it  is  a  species  of  taxation  which  the  City 
Councils  are  not  authorized  to  make.  But  I  think  that  so 
much  of  the  ordinance  as  provides:  "That  for  all  footways 
under  twelve  feet  in  width,  the  face  of  the  retaining  wall  of 
such  vault  must  not  exceed  seven  feet  from  the  building  line 
of  said  property.  That  for  footways  of  twelve  feet  and  over 
in  width,  the  face  of  the  retaining  wall  of  such  vault,  shall 
not  exceed  two-thirds  of  said  width  of  said  footway  from  the 
building  line  of  said  property,"  is  valid  as  a  police  regulation;
